SHANGHAT, April 21.—With the new 
Nanking Government launched, civil- 
fans supervising the details, General 
Chiang Kai-shek, leader of the mod- 
erate section of the Nationalists, has 
suddenly resumed his campaign to the 
north, Chinese reports assert. 

His forces are advancing by two 
routes. They have reached Linhwei- 
kwan, on the southern section of the 
Tientsin-Pukow Railroad. Their objec- 
tive is Suchow-fu, where there is a 
Tailroad crossing. 

General Chiang plans‘ later to take 
Hanchwang, where the Tientsin-Pu- 
kow Railroad crosses the Grand Canal. 
The capture of these two points would 
sever completely the communications 
and supplies of the Northerners in the 
Nanking sector. 

The number of troops engaged is not 
determined. Ten thousand of Chiang’s 
troops also are moving toward Chin- 
kiang for the purpose of crossing the 
river and attacking Yangchow,~ 15 
miles to the north. 

These two drives would serve to cut 
off the Northern forces in the neigh- 
borhood of Pukow, if successful. The 
objective beyond Yangchow of the sec- 
ond drive is Tsinan-fu. 

Marshal Chang Tso-lin, the Manchu- 
Tian wegueltin control of the Peking 
Government, has sent General Chu Yu- 
puh to suppress the notorious bandit, 


Liu Huh-chi. This, however, is not ex- 
pected to divert many troops from op- 
posing Chiang’s northward advance. 


Hears Feng Rejects Command. 


From Hankow came reports that 
Feng Yu-hsiang, the so-called ‘‘Chris- 
tian General,” has not accepted -his 


appointment by the Hankow Govern- 
ment to replace Chiang Kai-shek as 
Commander-in-Chief of the Nationalist 
armies, possibly in the. belief that 
ag removal might be a difficult 
ask.

First Gernian Aerial Wedding 
Must Be Over Berlin City Hall 


BERLIN, April 21 -(#).Because 
‘legal experts advised that a mar- 
riage could be performed only with- 
in the sovereign area of a civil,mar- 
riage bureau, Heinz Orlovius, chief 
of the press division of the Luft- 
hansa, or German Aerial League, 
will be married next week by a 
presiding “Magistrate in an airplane 
‘while the machine hovers exactly 
above the City Hall. 

Orlovius and his fiancée, Margot 
Tenzer, will be the first couple ever 
weddéd in an airplane in Germany, 
so far as known. 

Their request to the Marriage Li- 
cense Bureau for an air ceremony 
caused much commotion, among the 
functionaries, who déclared the case 
without ‘precedent. It’ was ruled 
finally that there could be no ob- 
jection to the ceremony provided 
the‘ vows were ‘exchanged “within 
the sovereign area of the marriage 
bureau,” including the space above 
the’ ‘City Hall regardless ‘of height.

LABOR: AND CAPITAL JOINED 


Document Declaring Rights and 
Duties Is Presented at Climax 
of Rome’s 2,681st Birthday... 


By The Associated Press. 

ROME, April 21.—The Fascist ‘‘Char- 
ter of Labor,’’ embodying the funda- 
mental principles of the Fascist- 
Syndicalist State, which is based pri- 
marily upon the theory of replacing 
the class struggle by a fruitful co- 
operation between capital and. labor 
under direct State control, was pro- 
mulgated tonight by Premier Mussolini 
at a special meeting of the Waqemt 
Grand Council. 

The ceremony of presentation of. the 
document, by which the Premier ‘was 
felt to have assumed the réle of a 
prophet of industrial peace with a 
message directly opposed to that of 
Karl Marx and Nikolai Lenin, came 
as the climax of a joint celebration 
of the Fascist Labor Day and the 
founding of the Eternal City, 2,681 
years ago. 

The underlying idea of the “Charter 
of Labor” is the State’s undisputed 
right directly to control all forces of 
production, acting as the guardian 
of both capital and labor, establish- 
ing equality of rights and duties be- 
tween them, compelling them to carry 
out their tasks for the common good, 
punishing infractions and maintaining 
peace between them at any cost. 

To this end the document, which will 
be the basis of further legislation, de- 
fines precisely the réles of labor and 
capital, enunciates the minimum guar- 


antees of their existence to which they 
will be entitled under all circumstances, 
but beyond which the State retains a 
free hand as the agent of the matiok, 
which is “an organism superior to all 
single individuals with moral, political 
and economic unity.” 


Labor and Capital Socialized. 


Preceding the thirty articles of the 
charter is a preamble asserting that 
labor, which is a social duty, and prop- 
erty, which accomplishes a_ social 
function, are both under the guardian- 
ship of the State, since the State must 
control the whole body of production 
for the well-being of its citizens and 
the development of national strength. 

In order to accomplish this, capital 
and labor, under the charter, are or- 
ganized in legally recognized units 
called associations or syndicates, al! 
relations between them being carried 
out through collective contracts. 

Other units,. called corporations and 
acting as the direct agents of the 
State, control these activities, while 
specially created labor courts act as 
the court of last resort in cases of con- 
troversies. 

Non-Fascist associations of laborers 
and employers will be permitted to 
exist, but without power, while their 
members will be obliged to carry out 
the collective contracts made with 
Fascist associations within their cate- 
gories of activity. 


Strikes and Lockouts Forbidden. 


Strikes, lockouts, boycotts, obstruc- 
tionism and sabotage are absolutely

DETROIT, April’ 21.—Federal Judge 
Fred M. Raymond today granted the 
motion of Henry Ford and the Dear- 
born Publishing Company for a mis- 
trial of the suit for $1,000,000 libel dam- 
ages brought against them by Aaron 
Sapiro... The Court. exonerated. the 
woman juror and Mr. Sapiro, who had 
been the target of Ford allegations. 
“Apparently this case must fall at 
this time,’ said the Judge. “It falls 
to a large extent’ because justice’ has 
been crucified upon the cross of un- 
ethical and depraved journalism. I re- 
gret to be obliged to say that, but ‘it 
is the truth in’regard to this case.” 
The Court referred to an interview 
the accused juror, Mrs. Cora Hoffman, 
had given to a reporter for The Detroit 
Times, an evening newspaper. Defend- 
ing herself against the numerous alle- 
gations brought against her by four- 
teen Ford Motor Company employes, 
which ranged from alleged perjury to 
her husband's alleged proprietorship of 
a “blind pig,’? Mrs. Hoffman ‘had in- 
timated that the .Ford.-defense was 
anxious to keep the case from -the 
jury. ' 
After the, jury. had been discharged 
a member of it declared Shas —- had 


“collapsed,” and that’ X 
the evidence of the past. pix weeks had 
been “in a fair way to gét a verdict.” 

Fighting for an immediate new trial, 
Mr. Sapiro through his: attorney, Wil- 
liam H. Gallagher, tearned that rio 
money was available to’ draw a new 
panel or pay jurors chosen. He offered 
to foot the entire bill.if fhe case could 
proceed without delay. :The. Ford at- 
torneys suggested gress until. Sept. 
1, in order to avoid the hot months, 

“It is merely the end of round one,’’ 
said Mr. Sapiro. ‘‘We shall. keep on 
until we finally put the case to a 
jury.” . 

Ford Detectives Assailed. 


The ending of the trial was dramatic 
in the. extreme, and prior to the 
Judge’s ruling Mr. Gallagher had 
charged that “‘justice in this case has 
not been merely blind but manacled 
and chained and gagged.”’ 

He later declared that he aimed his 
charge at the Ford lawyers and not 
at the judiciary. He also charged that 
Ford private detectives, authors of the 
accusations in the present case, had in 
other litigations tapped _ telephone 
wires, wired the rooms of Judges and 
harried witnesses and plaintiff. 

This charge was characterized as 
“scandalous’’ by Stewart Hanley, 
spokesman for the defense. 

No date for a new trial was set. In- 
stead, Judge Raymond gave the attor- 
neys until a week from Saturday, or 
April 30, in which to decide when a 
new trial could be had. It is doubt- 
ful whether the case can come on 
again before Fall. 

After. the court proceedings, Judge 
Raymond took action against The De- 
troit Times. He summoned John A. 
Baxter, Acting United States Attorney, 
into the nearly empty court room, and 
directed him to take steps for contempt 
proceedings against the publishers, 
editors and reporters responsible for 
the publication of Mrs. Hoffman's in- 
terview. 

If Mr. Baxter finds grounds he will 
file an information against the news- 
paper men within a week.

WASHINGTON, April 21.—“A long 
step toward a monarchical form of

Senator Norris holds that the prec- 
edent set by Washington, followed by 
Jefferson and maintained ever since, 
should not now be broken, and he adds 
that a “third term” would be involved 
whether a President entered the White 
House by election or arrived there 
suddenly from‘ the Vice Presidency.

Political Power of President. 


“Tt strikes at the very fundamental 
principle of our form of government 
and ought to be considered in that 
light rather than in the interest of any 
political party or the leader of any 
political party. 

“The President has a power that ex- 
tends into every community in the 


land. He is_ sufficiently powerful, 
under any ordinary circumstances, to 
control a national convention, and 
when we remember that under our 
system a nomination is necessary for 
an election, we begin to realize what 
a wonderful partisan political influ- 
ence a President has to obtain his own 
renomination. 

“Already, in the Southern States, the 
Republican machine, which is univer- 
sally admitted to be corrupt, is pre- 
paring to send Coolidge delegates to 
the next Republican convention. They 
are doing this as a payment for the 
Federal offices which they now hold 
and control. The same influence can 
be extended to every town and hamlet 
in the United States. When this in- 
fluence is combined and used for the 
perpetuation in office of the head of 
our Government, it is a danger to free 
institutions and strikes at the very 
root of democracy. 

“Political machines held together by 
Federal patronage constitute the great- 
est danger to the perpetuity of a free 
government. 

“Profiteering millionaires, anxious to 
obtain additional millions from favor- 
able legislation, always cast their lot 
with che man who is able through po- 
litical influence to swing them the 
greatest power. We ought to consider 
this. question from the standpoint of 
the. preservation of the rights and lib- 
erties of the people and discard en- 
tirely partisan party considerations or 
the desire to curry favor with a Chief 
Magistrate who will be able, if re- 
elected, to pay for such favors by 
means of Federal appointments and of- 
ficial influence toward ‘favorable leg- 
islation.

A man representing himself to be 
Sprague.called.on Mr. Rand on March 
29, said he was an agent of the Her- 
cules company sént to tell of a plan 
by which Hercules was offering to 
exchange one and a quarter shares of 
new common stock for each share of 
preferred. He outlined the advantages 
of the plan to Mr. Rand and told him 
that his preferred stock should be en- 
dorsed in blank, with the signatures 
properly authenticated, and mailed to 
the Hercules company with the addi- 
tional address, “Attention of Mr. 
Oliver.’ 

Mr. Rand assented to the plan, as 
did Bertha E. Rand, and @ sup- 
posed Hercules agent gave a certifi- 
cate of deposit purporting to have been 
issued by the Hercules company, bear- 
ing an imitation lithograph border. He 
explained that the certificate would be 
of no value until the stock was re- 
ceived by the company. 

Mr. Rand mailed the 600 shares of 
stock as directed and on March 31 
received a letter purporting to be from 
‘the Hercules company acknowledging 
the receipt of the stock, saying that 
it would be exchanged for 7 per cent. 
common shares, which would be sent 
by registered mail in a few days. The 
letter concluded: ‘‘Thanking you for 
cooperating in the matter and cour- 
tesy to Mr. Sprague, Hercules Powder 
Company; A. M. Oliver, Assistant to 
President.’’

Gray Rejects One Favored by Mrs. 
Snyder—Act Held to Foreshadow 
Legal Clashes In the Trial. 


Three more jurors were ‘selected yes- 
terday in the Queens County Court for 
the trial of Ruth Brown Snyder ‘and 
Henry Judd ‘Gray for the murder of 
Albert Snyder on March 20 at his home 
in Queens Village. : 

Seven jurors have now been obtained 
in four days. The five others must 
be obtained before the court adjourns 
again, according to Supreme Court 
Justice Townsend ,Scudder.; He ad- 
journed court last night: at 6:10 .be- 
cause the entire pariel of talesmen had 
been exhausted. Then he called all the 
lawyers. in. the case before him and 
said: 

“With all charity to the lawyers, the 
jury must be‘selected by ‘tomorrow, if 
we have to sit until the next day. ig 

The three jurors chosen “yesterday 
were the following: 


63 years old, a re- 
tired builder and former saloon-keeper 
of 175-60.

244 Talesmen Pxatathedt Thus Far. 


It has- required the examination. of 
244 talesmen to produce the seven 
jurors, The. large majority. of . the 
jurors ‘have been excused because they 
alleged that . bg 2 had conscientious 
scruples against the death. ty: or 
because — they. fe 4 formed opinions 
which they could not: easily set aside. 
Forty-four talesmen who answered all 
questions satisfactorily have been ar- 
bitrarily rejected by the prosecution 
and the two defendants by the right 
of peremptory challenge. Mrs. Snyder 
has used up seventeen of her thirty 
peremptory challenges, Gray has used 
fifteen of his thirty ‘and District At- 
topney Richard S. Newcombe has used 
twelve of his sixty. _ Gray’ and’ Mrs. 
Snyder both paviamicnts.. ithe Bis: 
four jurymen yesterday and the Dis- 
trict Attorney five. 

Late in the afternoon Justice Scud- 
der adopted a system of examining 
talesmen in block which speeded up 
the turnover of talesmen considerably. 
The jury box was filled with twelve 
men. The five or six who always said 
they were opposed to capital punish- 
ment were promptly dismissed. The 
three or four who always insisted that 
they were disqualified because of the 
strength of their opinions on.the case 
were then questioned as a unit. 

“Do you feel that you haven’t the 
strength of mind, will power or brains 
to brush aside and disregard the im- 
pression you have formed from gossip 
and reading?’ the Court would ask. 
Three or four jurors in every twelve 
would eagerly affirm the feebleness 
of their mentalities, then seize their 
hats and coats and sqamble out of 
the jury box. 


Ballweg Oldest Man Selected. 


The first juror selected yesterday 
was Mr. Ballweg. He is the oldest man 
yet selected. Like most of the other 


jurors, he is a large, solidly built man, 
apparently enjoying the most rugged 
health. He has close-cut hair with a 
tinge of gray and a mustache. He 
said he had heard some talk about 
the case, but had formed no very def- 
inite opinion. He was questioned at 
considerable length by lawyers for the 
three sides. He satisfied the prosecu- 
tion by asserting that he felt that a 
man and a woman should have exactly 
the same consideration in the eyes of 
the law; that he would not let any 
other juror discuss with him the ques- 
tion of the punishment that would fol- 
low a verdict of guilty; that he would 
not be swayed by sentiment and sym- 
pathy, and that he would not vote for 
a compromise verdict, if he believed 
that guilt of murder in the first de- 
gree had been established. 

Mr. Ballweg satisfied Gray’s lawyers 
by asserting that he would consider 
the various degrees of guilt—murder in 
the first degree, murder in the second

Bandits Stole 250,000 Pesos— 
Church Leaders Deny Charge 
of Ordering Assault.

MEXICO CITY, ‘April 21.—Harrowing 
scenes marked the arrival here at 3 
o’clock this morning of the relief train 
bearing survivors of -the slaughter 
aboard a Mexico City-Guadalajara 
train near Limon, State of Jalisco, 
Tuesday night, when revolutionaries 
or bandits wrecked the train and killed 
forty-eight members of the military 
escort and, according to some: esti-; 
mates, more than one hundred’ ‘of the! 
passengers. 

As sobbing men, shrieking women 
and wailing children descended from 
the reliéf train, women in the waiting 
crowds fainted or became hysterical 
and one, whose husband was killed in 
the att&ek, lost her reason and tried to 
‘throw herself under the cars. 

Survivors’ stories of the attack vary 
in many points, but there was prac- 
tical agreement among those willing to 
talk that the outlaws had not locked 
passengers in the cars.and burned 
them alive, as was at first reported. 

Most of the travelers killed were 


shot during the fight between the 
bandits and the soldier guards, who

Stole 200,000 Pesos From Car. 


Twenty children were killed in the 
rain of bullets during the fight. When 
the last soldier had fallen, dead or 
wounded, the rebels entered the cars 
and robbed the passengers. They stole 
200.000 from the express car. 

Then they ordered the passengers 
outside and set fire to the cars, but 
some of the wounded, unable to crawl 
aT were burned alive, survivors 
said. 

Denial of charges made last night 
President Calles’s Chief of Staff that 
the Episcopate ordered the attack. on 
the train was made here today by sev- 
eral Church leaders. 

Government officials, however, de- 
clared that they had proofs that 
Church orders had been sent from here 
to rebels to attack all trains and they 
forecast many arrests on charges of 
murder. 


Moving Scenes as Train Arrives. 


From early last evening until the ar- 
rival of the train this morning the 


crowds had been gathering at the 
station, among them many anxious 
relatives of passengers on the train. 
Red, Blue and Green Cross detach- 
ments with ambulances and stretchers 
waited to give aid to the survivors. . 

By the time the train rolled into the 
station the emotional strain had be- 
come so great that several women 
waiting for news of relatives fainted 
and others became hysterical. 

As the Pullmans came to a stop the 
crowds saw through the windows sev- 
eral persons being attended by doc- 
tors, who had boarded the train at a 
station near Mexico City. Many at- 
tempted to rush into the.cars but a 
line of soldiers armed with rifles 
forced the crowds back and cleared a 
corridor to permit nurses to enter the 
coaches.

was en route to Clarendon tonight. 

The already wide area flooded in the 
lower part of the Akransas River Val- 
l¢y was increased today when a break 
—the third—occurred in the Plum 
Bayou near England. .A heavy loss of 
live stock was reported from this over- 
flow, which adds to the inundation 
which threatens the towns of Sherill, 
Altheimer and other communities. 

Crews of men worked tonight on 
weakened levees south of Pine Bluff, 
where the backwaters of the Missis- 
sippi swell the Arkansas. Dikes in 
danger included the New Gascony 
levee and the levee at the State con- 
vict farm at Cummins. 

Giving away late today the Pendle- 
ton levee unloosed a torrent of water 
that will eventually reach Watson, 
Kelso, McArthur and possibly McGhee 
and Dumas and sweep on to Arkansas 
City. The dike broke right behind a 
soft drink stand on the river bank and 
a white man named Hill is believed to 
have been drowned in the building. 

Responding to the inflowing tides 
from the New Madrid (Mo.) area, 
waters of Big Lake and the Little 
River in the upper St. Francis basin 
of Arkansas and Missouri were rising 
tonight. Authorities believed that the 
Big Lake water would increase six 
feet from this influx. Towns and res- 
idents in the St. Francis valley south- 
ward were prepared to receive the 
steadily advancing floods. 

The floods sweeping down the -St. 
Francis basin have come through the 
breach in the Mississippi River at 
Doreno, Mo., where the Government 
dikes first yielded. The St. John’s 
bayou levee near New Madrid, Mo., 
also has broken. They have sub- 
merged New Madrid to a depth of five 
to eighteen feet and will be carried 
again into the Mississippi just north 
of Helena. 

New Madrid is virtually abendoned, 
most of its 2,000 inhabitants having 
been taken aboard the United States 
steamer Kankee, which left for Hick- 
man, Ky., and Cairo, Ill., where they 
will be cared for. About 100 remained 
and they were marooned in upper 
stories or went about in motorboats. 


Help Rushed to Little Rock. 
ST. LOUIS, Mo., April 21 (4.—Re- 


sponding to a frantic appeal from the 
Red Cross at Little Rock, stating hun- 
dreds of persons in the vicinity would 
be drowned unless means were found 
to convey them to safety, a special 
Missouri Pacific train left here tonight 
with eighteen motor boats. The train 
~had complete right of way. 

The appeal requested that no expense 
be spared and that the boats be sent 
with all possible haste. The plan was 
for the train to go as close to the scene 
as possible and then for the boats to 
be launched under their own power. 
The train was due to arrive some time 
tomorrow morning. 

The request was for fifty boats, but 
that number could not be recruited. An 
operator was sent with each boat. 

Advices to Red Cross headquarters 
here were that 300 persons were ma- 
rooned on eight acres of land a short 
distance south of Little Rock and had 
little food or shelter. 

Libourn, a town of 1,000 population 
in Southeast Missouri, was inundated 
tonight to a depth of from one to 
three feet and many of the residents 
were fleeing. Officials of the Frisco 
Railroad made up a train which car- 
ried several hundred inhabitants south- 
ward to safety. 

The water had reached first floors in 
most of the stores and homes and a 
bank was virtually the only dry build- 
ing in the business section. The water 
was expected to rise another foot. The 
town was unapproachable by highway 
or boat and wire communication was 
cut off. Libourn is three miles west of 
the water covered and almost deserted 
town of New Madrid. 

Catron, a hamlet of fifty persons not 
far from New Madrid, also was facing 
inundation tonight. The water had 


t to the first floors of dwellings 
and a number of persons had left. 

Engineers of the Missouri Highway 
Department estimated that more than 
300,000 acres of rich delta land in 
i aad Missouri had been inun- 

ated. 

The Texas bend levee on the Missis- 
sippi north of Charleston, Mo., was 
threatened today and 10,000 sandbags 
and seventy-five men were sent from 
Charleston to augment a force of 350 
men already working there. A break 
there would send water through 
Charleston, Hast Prairie, Wyatt and 
down into New Madrid.

Alarm at New Orleans. 

NEW ORLEANS, April 21 (».— 
Alarmed by the levee break at Stops 
Landing, an army of several thousand 
men braved the cold winds and rains 
tonight in the lower Mississippi Valley 
as they fed truckloads of dirt and sand 
into sacks and trundled them along the 
levees to lodged them behind revet- 
ments constructed at weak ts to 
break the force of white-capped waves 
driven by high winds. 

At points in the upper delta electric 
lights have been strung along the 
levees to facilitate the work. At other 
sections lanterns lighted the labors of 
the mud-grimed men. 

Fear that dynamiting might be at- 
tempted caused armed guards to be 
ps agg along the barriers. At Vi- 
dalia, La., a man was held in fail 
pending investigation of an alleged plot 
to dynamite the levee at Bougere, forty 
miles south of that point. 

Levees throughout the lower district 
were reported in good condition, but 
every precaution was being taken to 
care for the rise. The crest of the 
flood had not yet reached the district 
and the workmen were from two to 
four feet ahead of the rising water. 

Along the New Orleans waterfront 
every possible step was being taken to 
protect the city. At Carrollton Avenue 
in the upper half of the Crecent Bend 
workmen were sandbagging the levees 
as a precautionary measure. They 
were said to be sufficiently high at 
that point to care for the expected rise 
but the added precaution was taken 
to prevent water from being blown 
over the levee should strong winds 
rise while the river is at its peak. 
The levees at that point protect the 
exclusive uptown residential section. 


PRESIDENT CONFERS 
ON FLOOD SITUATION 


Red Cross Will Have Govern- 
ment’s Support in Feeding 
and Sheltering Refugees.

WASHINGTON, April 21.—President 
Coolidge, because of the gravity of the 
flood peril in the Mississippi Valley, 
was in conference with Acting Chair- 
man James L. Feiser of the American 
Red Cross this afternoon, at which the 
entire flood situation was gone over 
in detail. 

The President made it clear that the 
Red Cross would have the active sup- 
port of the Government in the task of 
feeding and housing the thousands 
rendered homeless or destitute in the 
flood areas. The President showed his 
deep concern for the sufferers and is 
being kept informed of the progress of 
the relief work as well as of the flood 
situation itself, 

That the Mississippi River Valley 
flood is destined to be the worst in a 
generation and that the crest will not 
be reached until May, and perhaps not 
until the middle of that month, was 
the information, based on reports of 
army engineers, given out by the War 
Department this afternoon. As a re- 
sult of the gravity of the situation the 
department is rushing thousands of 
tents and other relief equipment to 
the flood areas, sixteen carloads of 
conte leaving Philadelphia this morn- 
ng. 

A telegram from Major Gen. Poore, 
commanding the Seventh Corps Area, 
headquarters at Fort Omaha, Neb., re- 
quested immediate shipment of 2,500 
tents in addition to the 5,000 sent out 
this morning. The loading of these 
2,500 tents is under way at the Phila- 
delphia depot. They will be sent by 
passenger train service to St. Louis. 

The entire stock of tents at Chicago, 
Jefferson Barracks, St. Louis and New 
Orleans had been exhausted or already 
assigned. However, the War Depart- 
ment has a considerable stock of tent- 
age in Eastern depots and at San An- 
tonio and with this concentration of 
tentage at St. Louis believes there will 
be a sufficient number available to 
meet the emergency in that vicinity. 

Appeals for clothing began to come 
in to Red Cross headquarters today 
and preparations are being made to 
route articles needed from nearest 
points of contact. Workers stated that 
shoes were needed at Hickman, Ky., 
where the great refugee camp was in- 
creased today by the influx of 900 ref- 
ugees from the vicinity of New Ma- 
drid and Wickliffe, Ky.

against the State if politically moti- 
vated. 

Under the charter an association or 
syndicate will assure juridical equality 
of the workers and employers, main- 
taining discipline among them, each 
association of workers in a single ca- 
tegory, business or industry, making a 
collective contract with the corre- 
sponding associations of employers, 
while the corporation will make rules 
obligatory upon both parties and at- 
tempt to settle disputes, the Labor 
Court. making the final decisions in 
case of failure. 

Defining the duties of capital, the 
charter declares that the Fascist ré- 
gime upholds the doctrine of private 
property and favors private initiative 
in the field of production, considering 
both functions of the national interest, 

The owner of a business or industry 
is responsible to the State for its pro- 
duction, but its employes also are re- 
sponsible to the State in helping to- 
ward an increase in the value of the 
products and a reduction in. their 
costs, 

When private initiative is insuffi- 
cient or lacking, or when political in- 
te dictate, the State may encour- 
age, control or take over the manage- 
ment of the company, operating it 
through a corporation. Capital must 
share equally with labor the effects of 
crises and hard times, official statis- 
tics being. used in judgment... 


Collective Contracts Provided. 


Each collective -coutract must con- 
tain specifications of salaries, hours 


and disciplinary rules. Corporations, 
with the cooperation of both employers 
and employes, will control all social, 
educati , recreational and similar 
activities in any industry, will guar- 
antee health and morality conditions 
and will handle accidents and mater- 
nal benefits as well as endowments 
and unemployment insurance. 

The Charter declares strongly against 
the principle of a minimum wage or 
general rules in wage fixing, statin 
that each contract should be ‘based on

living conditions and the possibilities 
of production. 

It also declares against absolute 
equality of wages in any single in- 
dustry, saying that a worker with 
special ability should be able to earn 
more than his fellows. 

All employment agencies will be op- 
erated by the State, which will select 
men for employment on the basis of 
their shown ability. 

The workers’ guarantees are a six- 
day week, the number of hours not 
being defined, extra pay for night 
work and annual paid holiday, civil 
and religious holidays when deemed 
possible, indemnity in proportion to 
the time of service in case of dis- 
charge and similarly to the worker’s 
family in case of death and the as- 
surance of a position in case of short 
illness. 

In cases of the violation of the dis- 
ciplinary rules fines, suspensions or 
discharge without indemnity will be 
meted out, depending upon the grav- 
ity of the infractions.

ROME, April 21.—The 2,68ist birth- 
day of Rome was celebrated through- 
out Italy today as a national holiday 
in conjunction with the Fascist Labor 
Day, which was featured by parades 
of black-shirted workmen belonging to 
the Fascist syndicates. 

In the capital city 6,000 young Fas- 
cisti and school children passed in 
review before the Governor, Prince 
Potenziana.

A disclaimer of warlike intentions 
on the part of his country was made 
last night by Baron Giacomo de Mar- 
tino, Italian Ambassador to the United 
States, at a dinner at the Hotel Com- 
modore commemorating the 2,68ist an- 
niversary of the founding of Rome and 
the erection of the Casa Italiana at 
Columbia University as a centre in 
this country of Italian culture. Baron 
de Martino presented to Dr. Nicholas 
Murray Butler, President of Columbia, 
an autographed photograph of the 
King of Italy, which will be placed in 
the building now nearing completion 
at Amsterdam Avenue and 117th Street. 

“Fascismo,” said Ambassador De- 
Martino, ‘is a philisophy devoted to 
the consecration and preservation of 
religion and social order, and not the 
contrary, as its critics believe.’’ 

He said strikes had been prohibited 
in Italy so that ‘‘one group of citizens, 
for their own interest, could do no 
damage to the nation.” 


Says Italy Wants Peace. 


“Here at the Casa Italiana,”’ continu- 
ued the Ambassador, “information 
from Italy will flow freely to Amer- 
ica. This is our defense against slan- 
der of truth and reality. Italy is pic- 
tured falsely as a menace to the peace 
of Europe. If there is one country in 
the world interested in maintaining 
the peace of the world, it is Italy. 
We want peace and we will do what is 
necessary to maintain it.’’

Apparently due to lack of interest or 
reluctance to take the lead in oppos- 
ing it, the Dutch proposal calling for 
an annual statement of war material 
in store and for an itemized account of 
such material was passed without a 
murmur. 

But the instant the President an- 
nounced that the proposal had been 
adopted M. Sato, Japanese delegate, 
arose to declare that he could not ac- 
cept it, for until the security of na- 
tions was assured the secrets of na- 
tional defense could not be divulged. 

M. Rutgers of Holland replied that 
there was a paragraph in Article 8 
of the Covenant of the League of Na- 
tions providing for an interchange be- 


tween members of the League of the 
very information required in the meas- 
ure just adopted. He thought that 
after reading Article VIII M. Sato 
would change his mind. 

The Japanese delegate replied that 
Article VIII also mentioned security, 
and he declared that it was impossible 
to divorce security from disarmament.

Ford Counsel Reviews Complaint. 
The Ford lawyer went into a résumé 
of what had led up to the filing of a 


complaint with Judge Raymond, on 
April 7. This was done in chambers 
and without the participation of Mr. 
Gallagher or his client. Mr. Hanley 
said that the defense had hoped that 
it would be possible to excuse Mrs. 
Hoffnian and go on with the trial with 
eleven jurors. 

This, the lawyer pointed out, could 
be done “‘without undue publicity,”’ so 
that the remaining jurors would not 
know what had happened to their fem- 
inine colleague. 

Meeting this, Mr. Gallagher reminded 
the Court that the first he had heard 
of the accusations against Mrs. Hoff- 
man had been in the early editions of 
an afternoon newspaper which he read 
on his way to court. 

“Ordinarily,’#he continued, “I would 
make no opposition to a motion of this 
kind. If the motion had been filed in 
such a manner as to attack the integ- 
rity of this woman alone it would have 
been, perhaps, no province of mine to 
speak any word in her defense, much 
as I deplore the situation in which she 
has been placed by the reports that 
have been filed with your Honor. But 
inasmuch as the motion and the affi- 
davits supporting it not only seek to 
involve the juror in the motion and the 
incident but go beyond that, and with- 
out any decent basis at all, seek 
to cast some taint be my client, the 
occasion demands that something be 
said in opposition to this motion.

J. Miller, a Detroit real estate dealer 
—called by the Ford detectives “Kid” 
Miller because of his alleged one-time 
pugilistic activities—as engaged in a 
conspiracy of bribery were next dealt 
with by Mr. Gallager. The Sapiro at- 
torney, a tall, lean man with reddish 
hair shot with gray, was speaking with 
rare earnestness, mixed with surges of 
anger. He reverted to the conference 
held in Judge Raymond’s chambers be- 
tween counsel on Tuesday. He de- 
clared that at the meeting Mr. Han- 
ley had gone out of his way to as- 
sure the speaker and Mr. Sapiro that 
no hint of their connection with the al- 
leged misconduct of the juror was in 
the minds of the defense lawyers. 


Scores Defense Innuendo. 


Mr. Gallagher then recited phrases 
from the fourteen affidavits in an 
effort to show that Mr. Sapiro had 
been linked, at least by innuendo, to 
the alleged jury-tampering. The at- 
torney declared that this phase of the 
allegations were the ‘‘most annoying” 
to him. He sought to ridicule the 
charges of the Fora detectives that 


Mr. Sapiro had conversed in “low and 
intimate” tones with Miller. 

He settled upon a line out of one of 
the affidavits—‘‘Miller and the plaintiff 
spoke together for about a minute 
and then when a recess was declared 
Miller followed the juror to a rela- 
tively secluded and obscure spot in the 
corridor of this building.” 

Reminding the court that the corri- 
dors of the Postoffice Building where 
the trial has been in progress, have 
seldom been empty since the suit came 
on, Mr. Gallagher asked where the 
“secluded and obscure spot’’ could be 
found. 

“It best shows,” he observed, ‘‘the 
extremity to which they are put to 
give even the color of truth or the 
color of substance to their claims.” 

He filed Mr. Sapiro’s affidavit deny- 
ing all knowledge of Miller and of any 
sll to talk to any member of the 
ury. - 

Mr. Sapiro detailed specifically the 
charge of the defense that he had ma- 
nipulated the sale of Kentucky tobacco 
warehouses to the growers at a price 
$2,000,000 in excess of their value. He 
declared in his affidavit that Senator 
Reed’s cross-examination had demon- 
strated that the sale had been by the 
growers themselves after they had 
voted on the proposition. The affi- 
davit continued: 

“‘And that by reason of the disclosure 
of these actual facts, it had become 
evident to the defendants’ counsel that 
their plan of cross-examination and 
defense had collapsed and that some- 
thing had to be done to prevent the 
further course of this trial and to pre- 
vent this jury from acting herein un- 
der any circumstances and defer or 
prevent the necessity for the appear- 
ance of Henry Ford.” 


Charges ‘Obstacles’ by Defense. 


Mr. Gallagher complained of the ‘‘ob- 
stacles” that had lain in the path of 
his client in the litigation. He said 
that the Ford attorneys had taken Mr. 
Sapiro and his associates “up and 
down and back and forth on the con- 
tinent’”” for fourteen months, taking 
depositions and putting a _ serious 


strain on his financial capacity. 

The taking of depositions instead of 
calling actual witnesses, according to 
Mr. Gallagher, was ‘‘a pretext to delay 
the trial.” 

“I never have known of a case where 
justice was not merely blind, but was 
apparently manacled and chained and 
gagged,”’ he continued. ‘“‘They can go 
on with eleven jurors, they have had 
them all under surveillance and know 
whether they are honest or dishonest.’’ 

Mr. Gallagher sat down and Mr. 
Hanley was about to reply. when the 
plaintiff’s counsel again addressed the 
Court. Mr. Gallagher said: 

“We do not want a verdict from a 
jury, however, which even a Ford em- 
ploye charges is open to suspicion. We 
want our verdict to be untainted by 
any suggestion or -hint of suspicion 
We do not want the Court to deny this 
motion for a mistrial.”’ 


Hanley Replies for Ford. 


‘Mr. Hanley looked amazed at the last 
sentence of his adversary. He had the 
court stenographer reread it. In his 
ph oe tation accused Mr, 

er 0 or newspaper 
consumption, and he called Mr, 
Gallagher's first statement and his 
supplementary one inconsistent. He 
turned to Mr. Gallagher’s remark about 
manacled justice. 

“He raises criticisms upon other 
Judges who have acted in case," 
said Mr. Hanley. ‘‘If justice has been 
manacled it has been manacled by the 
Judges who have sat in this court.

“Mr. Gallagher knows, as well as any 
skilled lawyer knows, that under the 
circumstances it would be impossible 
to proceed with this case with eleven 
jurors.” 

Mr. Hanley defended the Judges and 
denied that the entire jury had been 
watched by the Ford investigators. 
He emphasiged his contention that 
the Hoffman interview had made a 
mistrial imperative. 

Judge Raymond then delivered his 
opinion. In his reference to the Ford 
motion and affidavits, publication of 
which he criticized as tending further 
to throw the case out of alignment, 
he did not seek to ascertain how the 
documents found their way into print. 

Reporters who visited the Ford legal 
headquarters in the Penobscot Build- 
ing early yesterday were advised by 
Clifford B. Longley, general counsel 
for the Ford Motor Company to re- 
turn at 3:50 P. M., when news might 
be expected. 

Reporters arrived at that hour and 
were asked to wait. At 4:30 P. M. 
the attorneys gave copies of the docu- 
ments to the reporters, understanding 
that they were to be published without 
delay. One of them found its way 
into the baseball editions of yesterday 
afternoon's pers. 

Equipped with the documents the 
newspaper men went to the office of 
Mr. Gallagher, where he and Mr. Sa- 
piro and his brother, Milton D. Sapiro, 
were examining the papers which had 
just been served on them. 


Judge Raymond’s Decision. 


Judge Raymond’s decision was as 
follows: 

When this matter was formally 
presented, the Court first sought an 
interview with the juror who was 
accused, and immediately thereafter 
turned the subject matter over to 
the Department of Justice for thor- 
ough and impartial investigation. 
No better means existed for deter- 
mining the truth of the charges 
which were made. That investiga- 
tion is still incomplete. 

The Court does not expect to re- 
ceive the compre report from the 
Department Justice until about 
noon today. <A great many indivi- 
duals have been intervie in con- 
nection with these charges, many 
who have not even been suggested 
by counsel for either side. 

It was the hope and the expecta- 
tion of the Court that this matter 
could be left to depend, so far as 
the Court’s determination is con- 
cerned, upon the report which I 
shall finally receive from the De- 
partment of Justice. It is a matter 
of concern and regret that it has 
not been left so that the Court could 
so dispose of the matter. 

The Court is extremely loath in 
this case to grant the motion for 
mistrial. Two former motions for 
mistrial, one by each of the parties 
to the cause, have been denied, and 
the Court believed that there were 
just reasons for such denials. 

Until the time when the public 
press interfered with the functions 
of this court, and after much of the. 
investigation by the Department of 
Justice had been made and reported 
upon to the Court, it was the be- 
lief of the Court that this case 
should continue and that no mistrial 
should: be granted. 


Discusses ‘‘Indiscretions.”’ 


There have been unusual and 
rather surprising developments in 
connection with the investigation. 
And, in justice to the juror involved, 
I wish to say that the investigation © 
did not disclose facts that would 
warrant the preferring of charges 
against that juror, or the submission 
of these charges to a Grand Jury 
for the purpose of placing her upon 
trial: for an offense which would 
have been an extremely serious one 
had it been committed.

After the affidavits were presented 
to the Court, counsel on both sides 
were present before the Court in 
Chambers. The facts were known to 
both counsels, as presented and as 
contained in the affidavits. There 
was then a reasonable probability 
that this case would proceed to trial 
as it ought to proceed to trial, 
had it not been for the appearance 
upon the streets of the City of De- 
troit of a newspaper purporting to 
contain the contents of affidavits 
which had been filed privately with 
the Court, upon a matter which was 
then solely in the Court’s hands for 
private investigation. 


Declares Press Intruded. 


It is needless to say that the Court 
has had no part in giving to the pub- 
lic press the suggestion of a right to 
so far intrude upon the functions of 
the Court. It is unfortunate that 
any reporter or that any editor would 
so far forget the well recognized 
ethics of journalism as to indulge in - 
such practice. It was after that pub- 
lication that it seemed impossible to 
make further progress with the case. 
I say, it seemed impossible. 

The Court believed then, and be- 
lieves now, that had it not been for 
the subsequent newspaper publicity 
the case might still have proceeded. 
And, to illustrate what I mean, by 
one concrete illustration, and to 
omit many others that might be sug- 
gested, I will state upon this record 
that yesterday afternoon shortly be- 
fore 5 o’clock, at a time when the 
United States District Court Clerk’s 
office had been closed for the day, 
there was left with this Court for 
the first time, the motion, supported 
by affidavits, which has been pre- 
sented them in argument. 

Those affidavits and that motion 
have been in the personal possession 
of the Court. from that moment, until 
shortly after half past nine o’clock 
this morning, when the Court filed 
those papers with the clerk of the 
court, and they then first became 
public property. 

And yet, in the public press of the 
City of Detroit, there appeared this 
morning several columns containing 
not only the contents of those affi- 
davits, but much of the position of 
counsel upon both sides. It would 
hardly have been necessary for the 
Court to have listened to arguments 
this morning in order to know what 
the contentions were to These 
are the most flagrant violations of 
the duty which the press owes to 
the court, and which others owe to 
a court which is engaged in a seri- 
ous and important trial, that this 
court has ever known. 


Says Majority Were Fair. 
There have been many instances 
during the progress of this trial 
when I have cautioned the news- 
papers through their representatives. 


I wish to state that the greater num- 
ber of the representatives of the 
newspapers have been extremely 
courteous and have many times 
refrained from. publishing matters 
which the Court requested that they 
should not publish because they 
were improper to become public at 
that particular time. I have re- 
ceived from them the most cordial 
cooperation along that line. It is 
unfortunate that all have not acted 
- the majority has in that particu- 
ar. 

The juror probably is disqualified 
at this time, as both counsels have 
conceded: The Court has no discre- 
pos left, under the existing condi- 

ons. ; 

If this case should be submitted to

FEARS STRIFE AS IN 1924 


Kentucky Leader Declares Brennan 
Insisted on the Klan Fight at the 
Garden as Way to Stop McAdoo. 

SeatneeeEREIEREEEenT 


Colonel Patrick Henry Callahan of 
Louisville, Ky., influential in Demo- 
cratic politics in his home State and 
one of the most prominent Catholic 
laymen in the United States, made 
public a statement, soon after arriving 
here yesterday from Waskington, in 
which, bluntly and without qualifica- 
tion, he blamed friends and supporters 
of Governor Smith for injecting the 


religious issue at the 1924 Democratic 
National Conventicz. 

Colonel Callahan’s statement follows: 

“Before taking up peace work, it 
had been my privilege to be for three 
years Chairman of a Commission on 
Religious Prejudices. This commission 
found at that time that politics, as 
conducted by the practical politicians 
of America, was the principal con- 
tributory cause of prejudice and that 
matters of doctrine and belief, as out- 
lined in the recent Marshall letter, 
were the lesser cause. 

“Having thus once made a study of 
religious intolerance, it has been my 
practice to keep in close touch with 
political movements and politicians, 
attending conventions and watching 
the developments of different move- 
ments as they might intensify or as- 
suage the prejudices of opposing 
groups. Hence Iwas a highly inter- 
ested attendant at the 1924 convention 
and since have observed. with grow- 
ing alarm the deliberate efforts being 
made by The New York World and 
THE New YorRK Times and other wet 
or Republican papers to insist that 
Governor Smith be nominated for the 
reason that he.is a.Catholic. 

“Our Commission on Religious Preju- 
dices unanimously adopted the follow- 
ing recommendation: ‘It is just as 
reprehensible for Catholics to vote for 
a Catholic merely on account of his 
religion as it is for any group of non- 
Catholics to vote against a Catholic 
for the same reason.’ 

“The present procedure of the Smith 
movement is obviously directed toward 
causing the. violation of this sound 
principle of Catholic political conduct 
which, when announced, was accepted 
with acclaim and enthusiasm through- 
out the country. The procedure of the 
Smith campaign constitutes, in my 
opinion, a direct dis-service to the 
Catholic Church and is a menace to 
the future political destinies of our 
country. 


Fears Renewal of Strife. 


“Coming from a Catholic peace meet- 
ing in Washington, I find these New 
York papers seeking to fan the embers 
of a political issue which if success- 
fully injected will cause as much in- 
ternal strife as any of the causes 
which, operating internationally, bring 
about war. I find these papers once 
more seeking to have it appear that 
the religious issue has been injected 
into American politics by the McAdoo 
Democratic group. 

“Responsibility for the injection of 
the religious issue in the 1924 Demo- 
cratic National Convention rests very 
expressly upon the Eastern wets, who 
deliberately injected it as a last des- 
perate effort to prevent the nomination 
of William G. McAdoo, whose dryness 
they feared. I was present at the con- 
vention and appeared before the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions to urge that the 
Klan be not mentioned by name. 

“Three Protestants spoke before the 
committee, insisting that the Klan be 
mentioned by name. These were the 
late Ed Moore of Ohio, a well-known 
liquor lawyer; Harry Hawes of Mis- 
souri, likewise a notorious wet, and 
W. R. Pattangall of Maine. They ap- 
peared upon instigation of George E. 
Brennan, the dripping wet Chicago 
boss. Brennan and his allies insisted 
on the Klan fight as the only way to 
stop McAdoo. Brennan was warned 
that this fight would probably destroy 
Democratic chances of electoral suc- 
cess, as it thoroughly did; and, never- 
theless, persisted in his demands. 

“The injection of this issue was not 
a Catholic matter; it was a wet mat- 
ter. Thoughtful Catholics deplored its 
injection, but could not prevail on the 
wets to relax their fight. 

“The vote of the convention after 
the withdrawal of both McAdoo and 
Smith certainly showed the hypocrisy 
of the claim that Smith was being pro- 
scribed because of his faith.. For when 
the McAdoo delegates began to go to 
Senator Thomas J. Walsh and that 
distinguished dry progressive could 
have had the bulk of the McAdoo vote, 
the Smith delegations did. not go to 
Walsh—they went to Underwood, a 
Protestant wet. 

“The recent endorsements of Gov- 
ernor Smith, as typified by those of 
Senator Edwards of New Jersey, Clar- 
ence Darrow, Albert E. Burleson and 
The New Republic, all friends and 
campaigners for Governor Smith, them- 
selves all raised and emphasized the 
issue of the Governor’s faith. There- 
fore, the attempt again to place the 
responsibility of this issue on McAdoo 
is as far-fetched as the exploded myth 
as to his being responsible for it in the 
1924 convention.”’ 

Colonel Callahan said at the Waldorf 
that he had not seen Mr. McAdoo, 
who also is in the city.

BELIEVES SMITH REPLY 
ENDS RELIGION ISSUE 


Senator Wagner Finds Every One 
Discussing Letter and Ap- 
proval General. |

BINGHAMTON, N. Y., April 21.— 
United States Senator Robert F. Wag- 
ner, discussing Governor Alfred E. 
Smith’s reply to Charles C. Marshall’s 
open letter asking for an explanation 
of his religious attitude, in an inter- 
view here Wednesday, said: 


“Governor Smith’s letter regarding 
the power of the Roman Catholic 
Church to influence a good Catholic 
and a good American in political af- 
fairs is a truly great American doc- 
ument. He treats the question frank- 
ly, bluntly and in a. straightforward 
way that no fair-minded American cit- 
izen can misunderstand. Moreover, in 
addition to the Governor’s avowals, 
which raise him up as a Christian 
gentleman and a great patriot, his 
record of public service speaks. for 
itself. That is something that is quite 
often overlooked. 

“Yes, every one seems to be talking 
about the Governor’s reply. Even on 
the train coming up here from New 
York people who did not know me 
from Adam discussed it. Every one 
that I have talked with seems to be- 
lieve that a great step has been taken 
in clearing the air of a question that 
has threatened our political tranquillity 
for years. 

“As for me, I trust the question is 
now beyond the stage of a serious is- 
sue—that the Governor’s letter will 
forever remove religious rancor from 
political affairs.” .

LONDON, April 21.—Although the 
Government’s drastic Trade Disputes 
bill will not be introduced into Parlia- 
ment until next month, the battle over 
it will soon be joined by its friends 
and foes in the constituencies. 

The Government’s platform campaign 
in support of the bill will begin Mon- 
day and will continue without inter- 
mission until it is disposed of. Mem- 
bers of the Cabinet will devote the 
greater part of their public speeches 
to the bill during the next few weeks. 

The official trade union case against 
the bill has been formulated by the 
Trade Union Defense Committee, a 
joint body set up by the General Coun- 
cil of the Trades Union Congress and 
the Labor Party. It will be submitted 
next week to a special conference of 
the union executives and will be the 
basis of a campaign in the country to 
begin next month. 

The bill is attacked on these 
grounds: That it restricts the power 
to strike, empowers the Attorney Gen- 
eral to apply an injunction to restrain 
the application of union funds in con- 
travention of the provisions of the bill, 
protects ‘‘scabs’’ and makes picket- 
ing almost impossible, deprives unions 
of their legal right to raise political 
funds, prevents civil servants from 
linking up with their fellow-workers, 
severely limits the rights of local Gov- 
ernment employes to strike and inter- 
feres with the local authority’s power 
to unionize its staff.

The Republican County Committee, 
at a meeting last night at Bryant Hall, 
opened fire on both the Smith Admin- 
istration at Albany and the Adminis- 
tration of Mayor Walker in this city. 

Governor Smith’s Administration was 
condemned as extravagant and ineffi- 
cient in a speech by Senator Seabury 
C. Mastick of Westchester, Chairman 
of the Legislative Committee on Tax- 
ation and Retrenchment. The Advisory 
Committee and the Housing Commit- 


tee of the Republican County Commit- 
tee, in two reports, accused the Walker 
Administration of retarding the State’s 
housing program by its failure to pro- 
vide tax exemption for limited dividend 
housing developments and for lowering 
the standards of the city’s milk sup- 
ply, “leaving the people at the mercy 
of crooked milk dealers and milk 
grafters.”’ 

“Our State has been on a financial 
spree for five years,’’ Senator Mastick 
said. ‘‘Many of our fellow citizens 
have been drunk with hero worship 
and only now in the chill gray dawn 
of the morning after have they begun 
to realize the present and future cost 
of their drunken spree and to wonder 
whether, after all, their idol, like so 
many others of the past, may not have 
feet of clay. 


Compares Nation and State. 


“In the Federal Government under 
President Coolidge increased govern- 
mental activities have been carried on 
within the revenue provided by the 
normal increase in national wealth and 
with a constantly decreasing burden of 
taxation as well as with a material

Vanzetti. Dr. Gordon is sick in bed 
and a trained nurse is constantly in 
attendance on him. His statement 


“It is with grief that I see that 
Bishop Lawrence heads an appeal for 
a review of the case of Sacco and Van- 
zetti. Gentlemen rule is no better than 
mob rule. The judicial system of Mas- 
sachusetts is in the hands of experts 
in law and in the valuation of evi- 
dence, This appeal to the Governor to 
try the case by selected citizens means 
one thing only—a blow at the author- 
ity and the superseding of our judicial 
system. This appeal has been called 
‘courageous’; it seems to me injudi- 
cious and, indeed, impudent.” 

Among the letters received by Gov- 
ernor Fuller today was one from the 
Braintree Board of Trade, written from 
the scene of the crime and urging the 
Governor not to allow outside agencies 
to interfere with the liberty and insti- 
tutions of the State. 

Students of Mount Holyoke College 
numbering 381 today sent a petition to 
Governor Fuller asking him to appoint 
an impartial commission. The petition 
wes circulated by the student forum. 


Petition Sent From Amherst. 
Thirty-seven members of the Faculty 
and Administration of Amherst College 
have sent to Governor Fuller a peti- 
tion asking him to see that justice is 

done in the Sacco-Vanzetti case, 
The petition was signed by most of

her husband would arrive learned from 
one of the passengers that he had been 
killed. Crazed by this sad news, the 
unfortunate widow shrieked with heart- 
rending cries, tried to tear her clothes 
and throw herself under the train. 
Nurses led the woman away. 

When three small children, the eldest 
10 years old, were carried from the 
cars wrapped in bandages to cover 
their burns, even hardened revolution- 
ists who had seen many pathetic sights 
in battle broke down and cried openly. 


Crazed Man Wants to Dance. 


One of the most pitiful sights was a 
young man in the prime of life who 
stepped down from a Pullman and, 
with a maniacal laugh, invited his 
friends to dancé\with him. This man 
was insane from his experiences. He 


did not remember the wreck and the 
slaughter, in which he lost’ his entire 
family, including his wife, her mother 
and his three children, all of whom 
were killed during the fighting between 
the outlaws and the miiltary escort. 

Another case which moved many in 
the crowd to tears was that of a father 
who returned to his home here with 
only three girls of the family of eleven 
children with whom a week ago he set 
out for Jalisco to spend Holy Week. 

As the survivors left the train sym- 
pathetic bystanders offered them as- 
sistance, some giving their coats to 
passengers. The travelers lost all their 
baggage in the burned train and many 
arrived without coats or vests. 

Nine bodies were taken from the 
train here. Only one was in a coffin, 
the rest being on stretchers covered 
with blankets. One was only partly 
covered. It was that of a gray-haired 
woman of the. lower class, unknown 
to any one at the station who saw her. 
It is not even known whether she lived 
in Mexico City. 

The majority of the bodies were 
buried at the scene of the tragedy. 
Others were left at various stations, 
the former homes of the victims, 
through which the train passed. Sev- 
eral seriously wounded were also left 
in other cities in order that they might 
receive medical attention. 


Survivors Tell of Attack. 


The survivors’ stories of the attack 
and the burning of the train varied 
greatly. One soldier, a member of the 
escort of fifty-two men, practically all 
of whom were killed by the bandits, 
said that the guards were sitting 
quietly in the coaches when suddenly 
they felt a shock as the engine was 
derailed. Their leader, he continued, 
immediately ordered the soldiers to 
take up their positions at the windows 
of the cars. The lights were put out 
at once. ; ASO ‘ 

The soldiers, unable in the darkness 
to see the enemy, fired at the flashes 
of the assailants’ rifles. The soldier 
said that the fire of the enemy through 
the windows caused heavy loss of life 
among the second-class passengers. 

He, himself, finally climbed out of 
the car. As he hit the ground a bullet 
struck him in the leg. After lying 
beside the track for a long time, sev- 
eral hours, he thought, he was picked 
up by rebels, who by this time had 
overcome the military escort, and 
taken to an atitomobile. 





The soldier asserted that a_ priest 





drove the automobile. to the rebels’ 
camp, about a kilometer away, where 
he declared that his followers were 
waging a religious war against the 
Calles Government. Later he was per- 
mitted to leave the encampment. He 
returned to the train, where he met 
the Federal troops who had arrived 
after the battle between the military 
escort and the outlaws was over. 


Passenger Gives His Version. 


One of the second-class passengers 
said the killing of so many passengers 
was due to the entrance of the mili- 
tary escort into the cars. As a result 
the rebels’ firing at the train to kill 
the guards made veritable slaughter- 
houses of the two second-class cars, 
which were riddled with bullets. If 
the escort had not come into the cars 
but fought the attackers from outside 
the train, the loss of life would have 
been much. less, he. said. 

The rebels used the war cry, ‘‘Long 
live Christ, the King!’ and were led 
by a priest known to many of the pas- 
sengers from the small towns in the 
State of Michoacan and by the no- 
torious rebel nicknamed Catorce, ‘‘No. 
14,”” this eyewitness said. 

Catorce was a member of the band 
of Chivez Garcia, who in the time 
of Francesco Villa sowed desolation 
among the small ranches in the State 
of Michoacan, He is reputed to be a 
bloodthirsty killer. The priest’s name, 
the passenger said, was Father Vega. 


Some Deny Slaughter in Cars. 


When the rebels finally subdued the 
military guard, he continued, they en- 
tered the cars and robbed the passen- 
gers of their clothing and baggage. 

On this point the survivors’ reports 
varied. Some charged that a group of 
assailants used knives to kill several 
wounded soldiers who were lying in 
the aisles. Others said that the rebels 
simply robbed the passengers. 

But all agreed that the most horrify- 
ing part of the assault was the slaugh- 
ter of twenty children, averaging from 
1 to 10 years in age. They were killed 
by shots which entered ‘the cars. Many 
of the lead bullets passed through the 
sides of the coaches. The majority of 
the bodies of the children show gaping 
wounds similar to those caused by ex- 
panding bullets. 

The first reports of the crime to 
reach here said that the outlaws 
locked the doors of the coaches to im- 
prison the passengers and then set fire 
to them. But most of the survivors to- 
day declared that after robbing the 
passengers the outlaws ordered them 
to leave the train, after which they set 
fire to the coaches. There is no doubt 
that several of the badly wounded 
were unable to crawl from the cars 
and were burned to death, their bodies, 
together with those of the passengers 
anc soldiers already killed in the 
coaches, being reduced to ashes, they 
declared. 


Death List Put Above 148. 


It is estimated that the number of 
passengers killed was more than 100, 
in addition to forty-eight soldiers. 

Among the Pullman passengers were 
Eduardo Mestre, a prominent lawyer 
of Mexico City; H dé‘*Lima, direc- 
tor of the Bank of Mexico; Mrs. Y. H. 
Watson and her daughter, British 
raueie, and a German family. 


baggage. From one traveler they took 
2,000 pesos. 

The Pullman passengers believed the 
object of the assault on the train was 
robbery, as the outlaws stole 200,000 
pesos from the express car. The money 
was being sent to Mexico City banks. 

H. I. Dock, an American, for many 
years a resident of Guadalajara, his 
wife and three daughters arrived on 
the train today, but he was too 
wrought up over his experiences to 
give an account of the tragedy. 

Elias de Lima, director of the -Bank 
of Mexico, a naturalized American, 
also arrived safely. 

It is not known definitely whether 
there were any other Americans on 
the train. Some refugees said there 
were no others. 


Mestre Halled as a Hero. 


The Pullman passengers gave praise 
to the work of Sefior Mestre, who 
risked his life in walking through the 
cars to try to calm the women or to 
place them in positions on the floors of 
the cars where they would be less 
likely to be hit by the flying bullets. 

His action, they declared, saved 
several lives, for many of the panic- 
stricken travelers remained in their 
seats exposed to the rebels’ fire, while 
the soldiers were kneeling on the floor 
and shooting through the windows of 
the coaches. 

Some of the passengers said that the 
arrival of Federal troops after the 
rebels had burned the train saved 
several lives and prevented the kid- 
napping of several women whom, they 
charge, the outlaws had ordered to be 
ready to follow them. The advent of 
the troops, however, forced the rebels 
to abandon the scene of their crime. 

When the soldiers arrived they de- 
voted their energies to helping the 
wounded outside the train as~it was 
impossible to save any of the injured 
imprisoned in the burning cars, which 
by that time were masses of flame. 

An early report received here that 
the daughter of former President Obre- 
gon and her husband, Colonel Ponce de 
Leon, were on the train and that she 
had been killed or wounded, was de- 
nied in telegrams from Guadalajara- 
today. Both are safe in that city 2aa) 
neither was on the train. 

The survivors’ estimates of the num- 
ber in the attacking party show varia- 
tion. Some say there were more than 
500 in the outlaw band and others that 
there were only about 200. But all 
agree that they were well armed and 
had plenty of ammunition.’

“If it is true that the assailants of 
the train committed the cruelties at- 
tributed to them by the Government 
in the statement of General Alvarez,’’ 
the Archbishop said, ‘“‘they deserve the 
reprobation of the entir~ -vorld. In no 
case is the Church responsible for 
their actions, but those are responsible 
who have brought about this situation 
and have given and are giving an ex- 
ample of similar attacks.” 

The Archbishop characterized Gen- 
eral Alvarez’s charges as calumnious 
and declared that the Government was 
unable to prove that the Church had 
organized any armed defense. 

“We hasten to deny the assertion 
that the band which attacked the train 
was organized by the Catholic Episco- 
pate,’’ the Archbishop continued. ‘The 
Government in its varicus searches of 
Catholic headquarters has been unable 
to find proof of Catholic plans or an 
armed rebellion. The mission of the 
Church is not to overthrow Govern- 
ments, but it will urge reform of the 
laws which are violating the liberties 
God has given men.”’ 

Impartial opinion here is that the 
outrage was committed by revolu- 
tionists, who at the same time, are 
bandits, as is often the case in Mexico. 
The theory is that their object was 
both to loot the train and discredit 
as far as possible the Calles Govern- 
ment. 


JESUIT SCORES CALLES. 


Priest Here Denies Charge That 
Church Backed Bandits. 

The Rev. Carlos de Heredia, S. J., 
Mexican Jesuit, for many years resi- 
dent in New York, in an interview 
yesterday advised Americans to ‘“‘ac- 
cept with the utmost caution”? any ac- 
count of the train outrage on Jalisco 
“which comes from the Calles Govern- 
ment or its defeated general. "* 

“For two years,’ said Father Here- 
dia, “I have kept silent about Mex- 
ican affairs. But when the Calles 
Government sends to the people of the 
United States the statement that the 
Mexican Episcopate organized a ban- 
dit band or that priests participated 
in horrible atrocities, no honest man 
who knows the facts can keep silent. 

“I know it to be a fact that the 
Mexican Episcopate has steadfastly re- 
fused to approve of violent opposition 
to the Calles Government, despite the 
bitter oppression’ to which that Govern- 
ment subjected the Church. The Right 
Rev. Pascual Diaz, Secretary of the 
Episcopate, gave an authoritative out- 
line of the Episcopate’s position when 
he was in New York. 

“When asked as to the morality of 
armed resistance to an unjust tyranny, 
Bishop Diaz said: 

***The Mexican clergy and Episco- 
pate were ecompelled in honesty to re- 
ply that such resistance was justified. 
That is good American doctrine, too. 
It is set forth in glowing term in your 
own Declaration of Independence. But 
the Mexican Episcopate has stead- 
fastly refused to say that the situation 
in Mexico is actually such a one as in 
present fact to justify armed rebellion.’ 

‘Hence I’ know it to.be a lie that 
the raid at La Barca was ‘organized 
by the Catholic Episcopate.’ Out of 
my knowledge of other things the 
Calles Government has done, it may 
well be that it has already, killed or 
is about to kill the three priests named 
and is. thus .

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FOREIGN PROBLEMS 
‘AT SHANGHAL 


Not the Least Is to Maintain 
Respect of the Thousands of 
- Chinese in Concessions. 


MILITARY ARE EVERYWHERE 


But the City Manages to Maintain 
Everyday Aspect and to Do 
Much Business.

SHANGHAI, March 23, via Paris, 
April 21.—I arrived at Shanghai at 
dawn this morning. During the night 
the Japanese captain passing my cabin 
called out: “Shanghai is taken.’”” The 
French consular official awaiting me 
on the quay confirmed the news, say- 
ing: ‘Yes, we are in the hands of the 
Cantonese.” 

The facts are visible, anyhow, as near- 
ly all houses display the Southern flag. 
The emblem consists of a magnificent 
sun in white on a blue and red back- 
ground. Usually the sun is sewn on 
the flag, the thrifty Chinese desiring 
to. economize on the material in the 
flag in case power again changes 
hands. 


The town presents an impressive as- 
pect inconceivable to anybody not see- 
ing it personally. ‘The International 
Settlement contains $1,000,000 inhabi- 
tants and the French concession about 
300,000. 

One sees patrola and military con- 
voys of every kind. Here magnificent 
black-bearded Hindoos riding ponies; 
here Annamese with little round hats 
topped with a copper ball are pro- 
ceeding to their fighting posts: then I 
see a detachment of Dutch sailors of 
the Batavia, a Spanish naval detach- 
ment and Japanese infantry 

In spite of all this the ay ‘maintains 
the aspect of ordinary life and a*cer- 
tain amount of work appears to be 


going on. 

A French ide takes me to the 
French and later to the International 
front. The automobile takes us rap- 
idly along its broad avenue. The guide 
explains at one point that it was rid- 
dled with shot on the previous evening. 
A ditch filled with slimy water, only a 
few meters wide, forms the boundary. 
It is traversed about every half kilo- 

eter by a bridge. The bridges are 

arricaded with wire and a few sacks 
= sand and police stations are estab- 
lished. Machine guns point threaten- 
ing noses. On top of a water tower 
I see French sailors signaling. 

On the other side, five or six meters 
distant, Chinese form long rows. <A 
youth, seventeen or eighteen years old, 
carrying a little red flag around his 
neck—it appears that this is the em- 
Lpcein of the Southern armies—and a 

ange gary hat on his small head, bran- 
aie es a@ curved sword. Around his 
waist is a belt with pistols, while an 
old shotgun is slung across his back. 
He harangues the crowd vociferously. 
On one side of the barricade are fif-

side are 10,000 Chinese. 

The crowd advances. 1 innocently 
believe they are intent to attack, but 
it is only for a palaver. Some are al- 
lowed to enter in groups of two or 
three holding up their hands, while an 
old Customs officer searches for arms, 
peacefully as if he was occupied on 
the Franco-Belgian frontier searching 
luggagé. The gates being open, noth- 
ing would be easier than for the crowd 
to rush the post, but nothing like this 


happens, 

At another gateway a French official 
is speaking excellent Chinese to calm 
the excited crowd. The situation in 
the French Concession, to handle which 
requires the greatest tact and sang- 
froid, is directed by two men who 
hardly find time to eat or sleep, They 
are the French Consul General, M. 
Naggiar, and the Chief of Police, M 
Fiori. 

A curious position has arisen from 
the fact that it is not only necessary 
to maintain the external adversary at 
a distance, but to keep up sufficient 
respect among the potential enemies 
within the concessions, who might at 
any moment join the cauase of the 
exterior enemies. Evidently, however, 
they do not intend to do this, thereby 
showing a maturity of judgment which 
was unknown during the insurrections 
of the last century. They realize they 
must not compromise their-own cause 
and the violent elements, therefor are 
held in respect by the saner section of 
the population. 

On the international front things are 
somewhat different from on _ the 
French front. There are no gateways 
and the Britis hand their American, 
Japanese and other associates are 
obliged to barricade the streets, where 
there is no indication of a frontier be- 
tween the Chinese and international 
territory except small customs posts. 

While the Chinese mostly refrain 
from firing in the direction of. the 
Concessions, a certain number of snip- 
ers hidden in adjacent houses had to 
be driven out by Sikhs. 

The Chinese city itself is governed 
by a number of Soviets. These, how- 
ever, are not composed of wild ele- 
ments and include numbers of influ- 
ential citizens and also students who,

AGREEMENT ON NOTE 
DENIED BY KELLOGG 


Washington Is Not Expected to 
Reach Decision on Reply to 
Chen for Several Days.

WASHINGTON, April 21.—No agree- 
ment has been reached by the United 
States with the other powers that pro- 
tested the Nanking attack on a course 
of further action in China, Secretary 
Kellogg declared today.

A number of important 
American business concerns centre at 
that port, it was explained, and the 
ships were there by order of Admiral 
Williams, commanding the Asiatic 
fleet, who is charged with the duty of 
protecting American lives and property 
in China, but who does not control 
American diplomatic action. 

If there is any concerted action by

BY SOVIET CHIEFS 


Stalin and Bukharin Declare 
Chinese Revolution Must Be 
Moderate to Win. 


SHOW COMPROMISE POLICY 


Disclose Stand in Attacks on the 
Opposition for Its Fight Over 
China in Party Councils.

MOSCOW, April 21.—The long strug- 


1 gle within. the high. councils of the 


Russian Communist Party having been 
temporarily ‘‘liquidated’’ by the vote of 
the Plenum of the Central Com- 
mittee approving the Political Bureau’s 
report on the Soviet’s policy on China, 
a corner of the veil is now lifted and 
the points at issue are revealed to the 
general Russian public in long state- 
ments penned by N. D. Bukharin, the 
Communist Party majority’s leading 
Marxian theorist and dialectician, and 
Joseph Stalin, with whose name, as 
he is the virtual head of the Adminis- 
tration, the Soviet’s present Chinese 
policy is generally associated. 

The attitude of “Radek & Co.,”’ as M. 
Stalin calls them, without naming 
Leon Trotsky, seems somewhat para- 
doxical. Whereas, in general inter- 
national relations the Opposition has 
been up to now, on the whole, working 
for compromise on the West in the 
Chinese imbroglio, it is taking an ex- 
tremely radical line and it is precisely 
with ‘‘compromise”’ that it now charges 
M. Stalin’s Administration. 

For it is not only on the question of 
the continued participation of the Chi- 
nese Communists in the Kuomintang 
that the Opposition insists in order to 
prove that the Russians are shunting 
Chinese revolution down a bourgeois 
sidetrack, it also urges the Com- 
munist Party majority to use every 
means for bringing about the creation 
of Soviets of Chinese peasants, work- 
ers and soldiers—in fine, to imitate the 


Russian example of 1917 with its over- 
throw of Menshevism as personified 
by Alexander Kerensky and the re- 
actionary militarist General Kornilof, 
for whom they find a parallel in 
Chiang Kai-shek. 


Sharp Attacks on Opposition. 


The Opposition’s views, of course, 
have not been directly published in the 


!|Communist Party press, but one can 
_|deduce them from the destructive at- 


tacks launched against them by M. 
Bukharin, M. Stalin and other lead- 
ers—M. Bukharin in twenty-one close- 
ly printed columns of subtle and ex- 
tremely theoretical polemic, with Radek 
overloaded with Marxian orthodoxy of 
the neo-Leninist stamp and M. Stalin 
succinctly in straight, sharp-edged 
phrases, every word packed with his 
dominant will and directed to its ends. 

None the less, certain phrases of 
M. Bukharin’s thesis indicate and 
bring out the acuteness of the situa- 
tion within the Russian Communist 
Party. 


“Kerensky we fought because he 





was fighting for the Fatherland,” ei 
says. “Our aim was to destroy the 
Fatherland at the time.” [M. Buk- 
harin, of course. does not mean “‘‘de- 
stroy Russia,”’ but .the Nationalists’ 
conception of Russia’s réle.] 

“But can we fight the Kuomintang, 
which is fighting for a reborn China 
and the. rights ‘of ‘the Chinese’ people? 
Does the Opposition believe that. we 
repudiate such forces as these in cr- 
der to fight the ‘imperialist powers? 

“On the contrary, we must utilize 
these. national forces united in the 
Kuomintang, with the exception of the 
extreme Right, which is flirting with 
the militaris‘s.”’ 


No “Red” Revolution in China Yet. 


These words of M. Bukharin contain 
the essence of the real issues at stake 
in this new Communist Party contro- 
versy. The majority, under the lead- 
ership of M. Stalin, believes that the 
revolution in China is not yet and can- 
not be a ‘‘Red’”’ revolution in the sense 
that the Russian revolution of 1917 
was Red. It is regarded a bourgeois 
revolution in its essence which can 
only be. very slowly converted into a 
Socialist revolution. 

It is noteworthy that reither M. Sta- 
lin nor M. Bukharin says that this 
final revolution must come. But their 
practical realistic attitude is concen- 
treted on collaborating with the mod- 
erate Nationalist bourgeois element in 
China, which stretches from the Right 
of the Kuomintang to the “‘revolu‘ion- 
ary workers’ masses” of the extreme 
Left. 

It is precisely that which the Oppo- 
sition calls a ‘‘compromise,”’ at the 
same time declaring itself to be the 
defender and vehicle of the true revo- 
lutionary spirit. 

Certain it is that the minority de- 
rives new arguments in support of its 
contentions from the latest events 
which annihilate the influence of the 
Centre and Left of the Kuomintang 
Government at Hankow. Even the 


Canton source of this movement has 
been taken by the dreaded militarists, 
the “Chinese Korniloffs.”’ 

But the majority may retort that 
these occurrences are mere incidents 
which do not at all prove that the 
line of action which the Opposition 
advocates would not lead to still 
greater disasters. 


Oppose a ‘“‘Red’’ China as Ruinous. 


In the controversies, held behind 
closed doors, and palely reflected in M. 
Bukharin’s published thesis, the ma- 
jority seems to have openly declared 
that a Red China would never obtain 
the capital needed for building up a 
modern industrial State such as a 
genuine proletarian country requires. 
A Red revolution in China, unlike the 
Russian revolution, would collapse be- 
cause it would not find adequate prepa- 
ration, organization and financial re- 
sources at its disposal. And that to 
attempt to force the ‘‘tempo” of the 
Russian revolution of 1917 on China 
would mean its ruin. 

Undoubtedly the facts in this Com- 
munist Party polemic have an inter- 
national significance of no mean im- 
portance. They disclose the “‘relative’’ 
nature of the Red efforts and Red 
propaganda in the Far East. The vast 
black cloud of Russo-British tension 
ought to shrink somewhat with the 
collapse of the Cantonese means of 
aggression against the ‘‘imperialists..”’ 

As the main impression created by 
this family quarrel between the Rus- 
sian Communist party chiefs is that 
M. Stalin is a man of compromise with 
a ‘“‘bourgeois’’ China, the most modest 
conclusion one can draw from present 
events is that at least they do not tend

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_ BORODIN TO TO QUIT CHINA. 


Reports. From Hankow Assert That 


Other Reds Will Also Go. 

SHANGHAI, April 21 (®).—Michael | ! 
Borodin, the. Russian, who has been 
acting as adviser to the Cantonese 
Government and who has become a 
centre of Controversy between the

AS HELP POR CHINA 


Educators and ' Missionaries 
Appeal to. Coolidge From 
‘identic’ Policy With Powers. 


URGE INQUIRY AT NANKING 


Say. Accepting. Nationalist Offer 
There Is Only Way to Avoid 
Intervention. 


Twenty-eight American missionaries 
and educators who have recently been 
in China yesterday addressed an open 
letter to President Coolidge urging 
that the United States act indepen- 
dently of other powers and accept the 
Nationalist offer of a joint commis- 
sion of inquiry at Nanking as the only 
way of avoiding intervention. 

The military and naval cooperation 
of the United States with other pow- 
ers, the cooperative defense policy at 
Shanghai and the ‘“‘identic” notes pre- 
sented to the Nationalist Government 
are leading ‘‘automatically in the di- 
rection of intervention,’ the letter 
warns. 

Among the signatories of the letter, 
which was made public by the Ameri- 
ean Committee for Justice to China, 
are John Dewey, professor in the Chi- 
Nese national universities; Paul Mon- 
roe, director of the School of Educa- 
tion of Teachers College, Columbia

4. The reported attitude of our 
State Department toward the pro- 
posal of the Nationalist Foreign Min- 
ister for a joint commission to de- 
termine responsibility for injury to 
American citizens and property at 
Nanking indicates a determination 
to use force to insist upon our inter- 
pretation of that event. 


Urge Restricted, Independent Action. 

It seems clear to us that if we are 
not to be drawn into the use of still 
more force in China it will be neces- 
sary: 

1. To retain command of our own 
forces and to use them only to bring 
American lives out of danger. Ex- 
cept for this purpose, why should we 
not keep our gunboats out of the 
civil war zone on the Yangtse River, 
even if that means evacuating our 
citizens from Hankow as we have al- 

’ ready evacuated them from north 
of Hankow? Why should we escort 
merchant ships of our own or any 
other nation through the zone of the 
civil war? 

2. To inform our citizens who par- 
ticipate in the International Settle- 
ment at Shanghai that, if they insist 
on acting as an independent body, 
they must conduct their own wars 
without any support from this Gov- 
ernment. 

3. To return to the traditional 
American policy of genuinely inde- 


pendent diplomatic communications 
with China. The policy of “iden- 
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ness is diminished. 


4. To accept the Nationalist offer 
of a joint commission to establish 
responsibility for attacks on Amer- 
icans at Nanking. We are dealing 
here with larger realities than a 
move on the diplomatic chessboard. 
This proposal also represents both 
the old Chinese desire to adjust dis- 
putes by the appeal to reason and 
the new Chinese determination tu 
submit. no longer to unilateral terms 
dictated by the Western powers. If 
our evidence is incontrovertible, 
should we not welcome an opportu- 
nity to establish that fact before 
‘the. world? At this stage of the

Partial Moratorium for Three 
Weeks Will Be Declared to 
Clear Fiscal Tangle. 


IMPERIAL ORDINANCE NEAR 


Privy Council Is Expected to Act 
Today Following Cabinet's 
Decision on Measures. 


TOKIO, April 21 (#.—All banks in 
Japan will be closed tomorrow and 
next day, it was announced tonight, 
while there will be an extraordinary 
meeting tomorrow of the Privy Coun- 
cil, for the purpose, it is understood, of 
adopting an imperial ordinance declar- 
ing a partial moratorium for three 
weeks. 

This moratorium, it is believed, will 
apply to Japan proper, excluding the 
Colonies, in which banks will honor 
only checks for payment of salaries 
and other checks not exceeding 500 
yen (about $250). 

A special session of the Diet is ex- 


pected to be convened early in May to 
consider the financial situation. 


Cabinet Decides on Its Program.

TOKIO, April 21.—After a day in 
which public nervousness over the 
financial situation was greatly inten- 
sified by the suspension of the Fif- 


teenth, or Peers’, Bank, one of-the 
oldest established of the so-called big 
banks, the Cabinet late tonight issued 
a statement announcing that it had 
decided upon thoroughgoing measures 
for relief and stabilization and had 
taken steps for their immediate enact- 
ment. 

The newspaper Asahi, in an extra, 
states that the Director of the Legis- 
lative Bureau has conferred with the 
Secretary of the Privy Council regard- 
ing the issue of an imperial ordinance. 

All day long queues have been stand- 
ing in front of many Tokio banks in 
the rush to withdraw deposits. The 
Yasuda Bank adopted the bold course 
of keeping open all night to meet the 
depositors’ demand, and at a late hour 
hundreds were still waiting in the lines. 

Similar conditions are reported 
throughout the country, but the Bank 
of Japan’s advances are growing 
smaller, which suggests that the situ- 
ation is becoming more manageable. 


Depository of Peers and Royalty. 


The Fifteenth Bank, which suspend- 
ed payment for three weeks, has de- 
posits of 368,434,000 yen. Its share- 
holders include the imperial household 
department and more than 300 peers, 


but the imperial household no longer 
keeps all of its funds there. 

The bank has been known to be in 
dad fficulties for some time, owing to 
large frozen loans to the Kawasaki 
dockyard, the Kokusai Steamship 
Company and other corporations suf- 
fering from the current depression. 
and also because of imprudent amalga- 
mations carried out during the boom 
period. Among the banks then ab- 
sorbed was the Naniwa Bank operat- 
ing in the same territory as the Omi 
Bank, which suspended on Monday. 

The Omi Bank’s stoppage caused a 
general run throughout the area which 


the former Naniwa Bank branches | 


were unable to stand. 


The Bank of Japan yesterday re- | 


fused to make further advances to the 
Fifteenth Bank. This was taken to 
mean that the Bank of Japan is ad- 
hering to its policy of no advances 
without security, and also that the 
Government wil) not support institu- 
tions of doubtful solvency. 

The Taisho Bank of Tokio and sev- 
eral small country banks also sus- 
pended today. The deposits of the for- 
eign banks in Yokohama, the specie 
bank and the postal savings banks 
are increasing. 


Central Bank’s Advances Drop. 


The advances of the Bank of Japan 


to other banks today amounted to 61,- 
000,000 yen as compared with 130,000,000 
and 250,000,000 on previous days. 

Foreign business men 
hope that the Bank of Japan will now 
be able to protect every bank on which 
there is a run and that the runs will 
cease, but there is still some danger 
that certain banks which are experi- 
encing runs may be unable to put up 
the security required by the Bank of 
Japan. 

Premier Tanaka saw Japanese news- 
paper men at the Foreign Office today 
and in his conversation gave the im- 
pression that the Government would 
move cautiously regarding changes in 
policy. 


“It is a matter of course,”’ he said, |" 


“that the Government adheres to the 
positive policies which the Seiyukai 
Party has advocated both in domestic 
and international affairs, but it is our 
intention to exercise all possible pru- 
dence in applying those policies.’’ 

Baron Tanaka declined to say when 
the Foreign Minister would. be _ ap- 
‘pointed. Admiral Okada, Minister of 
the Navy, declared his full agreement 
with the policies of his predecessor re- 
garding the three-power conference. 
He said that he ardently desired to see 
an agreement reached and believed all 
of the powers sincere in seeking limi- 
tation. 


YEN DROPS 2 CENTS HERE. 


Breaks to Record.Low for Year in 
Wide Selling Movement. 

A break of 2 cents in the value of 

the Japanese yen,.one of the widest 


movements in foreign exchange in re- 
cent years, took placé yesterday as a 
result of the clouded financial situa- 
tion in Japan. The yen, which had 
closed at 48% cents the previous day, 
declined to 4644 cents, a low record for 
the year. Later a partial recovery was 
made as support developed. - Japanese 
bonds also declined. . : 

The early selling orders in thé New 
York foreign exchange market were 
understood to have come largely from 
the Orient and. from. London, which 
has large financial interests in Japan. 

According to official cable advices 
received last night by Tadao Wakawo, 
Acting Financial Commissioner of 
Japan in New York, the Japanese Gov- 
ernment issued the’ following state- 
ment at 9:50 o’clock: . 

“Having collected’ reports from va- 
rious sources this morning and after 
careful deliberation, the Cabinet has 
decided at its meeting to adopt thor- 
ough measures for the solution of the 
financial situation, The Government 
has already commenced its work for 
that purpose.”

CAMP MERRITT FIRE 


STIRS JERSEY AREA\ ~~ 


Flames Raze at Least Twenty 
Buildings—Fifty Companies and 
1,000 Volunteers Fight Blaze. 


Special to The Nes York Times. 

DUMONT, N. J., April 21.—With 5,000 
persons looking on, and with ane-third 
of the Bergen County police force out 
to keep order, a fire swept through 
twenty or more buildings at Camp 
Merritt today, destroying both ware- 
houses and their contents of building 
materials, lumber and paint supplies. 
The structures, owned by the Harris 
Brothers Company of Chicago, were 
reared during the war, and sold by 
the Government eighteen months ago. 
With their contents they were worth 
about $250,000, according to various 
estimates made today. At the Harris 
Brothers office in New York, 122 Fifth 
Avenue, it was said insurance would 
cover the loss. 

Fifty fire trucks from surrounding 
towns hurried to the scene, but owing 
to the lack of water only twenty were 
of any use. Besides the regular fire- 
men, 1,000 volunteers were at work, all 
under the direction of Chief Ziegler 
of Hackensack. <A brisk wind from 
the east threatened to spread the 
flames, but the firemen sprayed many 
of the near-by houses with water. 

The Harris property, which is a mile 
square, is bounded by the townships of 
Cresskill, Haworth, Demerest and Du- 
mont. There is a great deal of brush 
on the old camp site, and the fire, of 
undetermined origin, started there. 
Hundreds of trees on the property 
were either scorched or burned. The 
flames, leaping high into the air, 
could be seen from points five miles 
distant. 

Firemen from Englewood, Fort Lee, 
Hackensack, Leonia, Fairlawn, Hills- 
dale, Closter, Dumont, Bergenfield, 
Tenafly, Demarest, Haworth, Cresskill, 
Teaneck, Passaic and New Milford all 
attempted to check the blaze,.but not 
until after 3:30 in the afternoon did 
they make any headway. At one time 
several lines of hose burst as four 
pumpers tried to get adequate pressure 
from fire hydrants, situated approxi- 
mately a quarter of a mile from the 
burning buildings. 

Twice before fires have swept Camp 
Merritt since the war. Last Fall brush 
fires did great damage to part of the 


camp. 

Of the buildings destroyed half a 
dozen were,small ones occupied by 
workmen. The families were able to 
move their belongings to a safe dis- 
tance. Several firemen were slightly 
cut and bruised and one needed medi- 
cal attention for a severe laceration 
of the hand.

Confesses - He Shot ‘Newton 
Man From Behind Tree So He 
Could Wed Victim’s Widow. 


SAYS HE TRIED POISON FIRST 


Father Is Sald to Have Urged Him 
to Make Statement—Woman 
Also Has Confessed in Killing.

NEWTON, N. J., April 21.—Franklin 
Van Sickle, arrested on April 4 with 
Mrs. Sadie Raser for the murder near- 
ly two years ago of Edward Raser, her 
husband, made a complete confession 
today at Sussex County jail, accord- 
ing af Geng: Peter ae who 
spent hours Fence ° 

The confession was elicited, said the 
Sheriff, only after confronting the 
prisoner with a confession by Mrs. 
Raser and with a rifle, which, accord- 
ing to the Sheriff, Van Sickle admitted 
having used in the crime. 

Van. Sickle’s account virtually 
checked with that previously pieced 
together by the authorities from evi- 
dence and from Mrs. Raser’s state- 
ments. Sheriff Lanterman quoted him 
as saying he had tried poisoning the 
victim with arsenic and wood alcohol 
to get him out of the way so he could 
marry Mrs. Raser; that the poison 
had only made Raser ill, and that, see- 
ing him working alone in a wood lot, 
~a had deliberately shot from behind 
a tree. 

The bullet wound in the right lung 
was not discovered at the time, and 
Raser was assumed to have died of 
heart failure, until the conduct of Van 
Sickle and the widow aroused sus- 
picion. Van Sickle insists that Mrs. 
Raser, who is 42 years old, urged him 
to hesitate at nothing to get her hus- 
band out of the way. Van Sickle is 
36 years old. 

The following statement was signed 
by Van Sickle, according to the au- 
thorities: 

“At 12:30 in the afternoon of Sept. 
28,1925, I took Robert Spencer’s .38 
calibre rifle and three cartridges and 
T.-went to Horn Duck Ridge and 
crossed the fields to. Pine Hill. Here 
I saw Edward Raser piling up wood in 
the clearing. I stood behind a tree 
and, bracing the rifle against it, fired. 
I hit Edward Raser. I saw him turn 
and start to run in the direction oppo- 
site from me. He reeled and fell. 

“I went home and ate supper and sat 
ae until bedtime. Then I went to

Pe Says Contact With Religion Is

@ardinal Hayes, reporting Jast. night 
®n the receipts and expenditures of 
Catholic Charities during 1926, an- 
mounced that? 256,691 pérsons »con- 
tributed $1,103,827 last year. This was 
$25,653 more than was received in 1925 
and the number of donors exceded the 
previous year’s contributors by 6,748. 

Cardinal Hayes made his report at 
@ dinner under the auspices of the Car- 
dinal’s Committee of the Laity at the 
Hotel Roosevelt, attended by about 
1,000 Catholic priests and laymen. 

In announcing that Catholic Char- 
fities had expended $516,412.04. last 
year, Cardinal Hayes declared that the 
Catholic Church leads in the. amount 
of relief actually administered by it or 
under its supervision.

Pure Liquor at Reasonable Price Is 
Chief Object—Confers With 
Alcohol Manufacturers. 


Plans involving the purchase of all 

legitimate whisky in:‘the United States 
by’ @ holding corporation to,be formed 
among the bonded liquor warehouse 
owners were submitted to the Govern- 
ment in the last five days, and prog- 
ress is being made toward the con- 
centration of all such liquor in not 
more than six big warehouses, to be 
operated under Government supervi- 
sion, This was learned yesterday from 
Brig, Gen. Lincoln. C. Andrews, As- 
sistant Secretary of the Treasury in 
charge of prohibition enforcement. 
’ General Andrews, who was in New 
York to attend a conference of indus- 
trial alcohol manufacturers, said that 
one plan for the concentration of all le- 
gitimate whisky in the country had 
been submitted five days ago in Wash- 
ington and was now being “revamped,’’ 
and that a somewhat similar plan had 
been submitted yesterday. Neither 
has been accepted, he said, but prog- 
ress is being made toward a coopere- 
tive scheme by the Government and 
the bonded warehouse men. 

In addition to improving the control of 
the distribution of good Hquor, General 
Andrews said, the plan has for its chief 
object ‘“‘pure whisky at a reasonable 
price’ for persons who are ill. When 
perfected, as he believes it will be in 
the near future, the existing stock of 
good whisky in this country will he 
more ren gee gente gy and the “bootleg” 
druggist find it harder to carry 
on his liquor trade. 

At present medicinal whisky supply 
is held in about thirty warehouses in 
various parts of the United States. 
To handle it and control its distribu- 
tion while the stocks are so widely 
scattered is difficult, General Andrews 
said, and one of the results is impure 
whisky for sick persons who are un- 
able to obtain good whisky from their 
druggists. 

The industrial alcohol conference at- 
tended here yesterday by General An- 
drews, Colonel James C. Waddell, Al- 
cohol Division Chief; Dr. J. M. Doren, 
Chief Chemist, and Prohibition Com- 
missioner Roy A, Haines had no con- 
nection with the proposed purchase of 
outstanding w The conference 
was held yesterday morning in the 
Chemists’ Club at 52 Bast Forty-first 
Street. General Andrews presided. 

General Andrews said later that the 
conference had been informal, one of 
a series for the purpose of cooperation 
between the Government and the in- 
dustrial alcohol manufacturers. With- 
out discussing details of the conference 
General Andrews declared that it had 
been ‘‘mutually helpful’’ for the better 
enforcement of the Volstead act. 

According to General Andrews it is 
his policy to win the cooperation rather 
than to arouse the resentment of legi- 
timate manufacturers of alcohol. He 
admitted that the Government’s policy 
in liquor law enforcement in the past 
had at times embarrassed them and 
he desired to avoid this in future.

BOUGHT BY FUGAZY 


Property Is Located Between 
54th and 55th Streets and 
Fronts on 12th Avenue. 


$12,000,000 WILL BE COST 


Plans Call for Swimming Pool, 
Club Rooms, Roof Garden and 
Other Sports Arrangements. 


Contracts of purchase were closed 
yesterday by Humbert J. Fugazy, 
Brooklyn sports promoter, for a site 
running from the Hudson River to 
Twelfth Avenue between Fifty-fourth 
and Fifty-fifth Streets, upon which he 
proposes to erect a gigantic arena for 
sports and expositions at a cost of 
$12,000,000. ‘The property was bought 
from the William Randolph Hearst in- 
terests for $1,325,000. 

The proposed structure will have a 
seating capacity of 30,000, Fugazy’s an- 
nouncement of the deal said, and be- 
sides sporting contests and exhibitions 


it will house a gymnasium, a sports 
club, a roof garden,. handball and 
squash courts and various other activ- 
ities. 

The site, furtherest west of any 
amusement. enterprise, was chosen 
with an eye to the future. It fronts 
on Twelfth Avenue, which will be part 
of the new west side viaduct running 
from Canal Street to Seventy-second 
Street and Riverside Drive; it also will 
be easily accessible from the Hudson 
River bridge and the new vehicular 
tunnel to New Jersey. Only three 
blocks away will be the new. Metro- 
politan Opera House. 


Contract Is Deposited. 


Frederick Southback & Alwyn Ball 
Js. of 11 Broadway negotiated the pur- 
chase of the property. Siegeltuch, 
Butler & Kraft of 354 Madison Avenue 
were Fugazy’s legal representatives. 
The contract of purchase was de- 
posited yesterday afternoon with F. M. 
Ferrari, President of the Harlem Bank 
of Commerce and the Atlantic State 
Bank of Brooklyn. 

Mr. Ferrari will be associated with 
Fugazy in the syndicate that has been 
formed to finance the project. Work 
will be started on breaking the ground 
within a few weeks. 

An area of 115,000 square feet will be 
covered by the site of the propased 
structure. There will be a frontage of 
200 feet on Twelfth Avenue and a 
depth of 575 feet on West Fifty-fourth 
and Fifty-fifth Streets, overlooking De 
Witt Clinton Park on Fifty-fifth 
Street. ‘ 

Fugazy’s announcement again brings 
into the foreground the promoters’ war 
that has been waged between him and 
Tex Rickard, head of Madison Square 
Garden, in the realm of boxing and 
presents real opposition to the Garden, 
which is located only four blocks to 
the east. With Rickard in the field 
for ¢ither the Yankees, or the Giants, 
baseball grounds and contemplating a 
chain of indoor arenas throughout 
Eastern cities, a bitter struggle for 
‘supremacy in sports promotion is 
promised. 


Fugazy Challenges Rickard. 


Rickard, who has directed the Demp- 
sey-Carpentier, Dempsey-Firpo and 
Dempsey-Tunney heavyweight cham- 
pionships, with their million dollar 
gates, is regarded as pre-eminent in 
the field. Several years ago Fugazy, 
the son.of a banker, started to chal- 
lenge him and has steadily expanded 
his activities. Last June he snatched 
the Paul Berlenbach-Jack Delaney 
light-heavyweight championship from 
Rickard and conducted it at Ebbets 
Field in Brooklyn. This year he tool 
the Pete Latzo-Joe Dundee welter- 
weight title match from Rickard and 
will hold it at the Polo Grounds on 
June 3. Fugazy attempted to take the 
Tunney-Dempsey fight from Rickard 
last Summer but failed. 

His great sports arena on Twelfth 
Avenue is his latest move, and he in- 
sists he has the financial connections 
to swing it. Besides the arena, he will 
organize the National Sports Club to 
rival Rickard’s Madison Square Gar- 
den Club. This will occupy a struc- 
ture on the roof of the building and 
will have all the accoutrements and 
equipment of a club, such as writing 
rooms, lounge rooms, &c. 


Chairs Will Disappear. 


The architects’ plans call for excep- 
tionally wide staircases, spacious lob- 
bies and ramps leading to the huge 
auditorium. In the auditorium, besides 
the usual floor seats and boxes, tiers 
Of mezzanine chairs and a large bal- 
cony will be equipped with disappear- 
ing seats on movable platforms and 
galleries so designed that they can be 
transformed .into smaller exhibition 
rooms and booths, so that it will be 
possible to transform the amphitheatre 
into an exhibition hall over night. 

A swimming pool covered by a mov- 
able roof, so that it will be enclosed in 
the Winter and open in the Summer, 
ig also contemplated. Provisions will 
be made for the Winter sports of 
hockey and skating.

That feat 
enabled ker to gain eight strokes on 
Miss Gottlieb right there, giving her a 
76 net for the round. 


‘Conditions Are Favorable. 


The conditions that reigned at Sea- 
-view today were the most favorable of 
‘any of the days that the metropolitan 
women have been down here for their 


opening tournament of the season, and 
the scores were better on the whole 
than they have been to date. There 
was a good breeze blowing in the faces 
of the players on some of the more 
troublesome holes, but it was not of 
sufficient proportions to cause any an- 
noyance.

Miss Gottlieb, having had to play an 
extra round yesterday afternoon when 
she finished in’a tie for the low net 
prize for the day, apparently was tired 
when she started and was in six 
bunkers playing the first four holes.

DOOR IS LEFT OPEN 
TO MISS BROWNE 


U. S. G. A. Indicates She May 
Regain Amatear Status After 
‘Good Condact’ Period. 


Confronted by the possibility of a 
dissenting movement in the West over 
the, issue of, Miss Mary K. Browne’s 
ineligibility for amateur golf competi- 
tion, the United States Golf Associa- 
tion yesterday indicated through its 
Secretary, H. H. Ramsay, that the 
door would be open to her reinstate- 
ment only after the .usual, three-year 
“*geod conduct” period, The Associated 
Press announces. 

“The rule, which applies to all cases 
where a golfer is deemed to have cap- 
italized his skill, will apply in the case 
of Miss Browne,” explained Mr. Ram- 
say, who is Chairman of the Amateur 
Status Committee. “‘“‘It is impossible 
to forecast what the Executive Com- 
mittee would do—we will cross that 
bridge if and when we come to it.” 

Mr. Ramsay indicated that Miss 
Browne’s general attitude toward all 
professional sports in the next three 
years would be weighed. ‘‘If she ac- 
cepts offers to become a tennis in- 
structor, which are said to have been 
made, this will, of course, be consid- 
ered,’’ he continued. He denied a re- 
port that Miss Browne would be: able 
to obtain reinstatement only if her 
amateur tennis standing were restored. 
‘‘We are not affiliated with the United 
States Lawn Tennis Association and 
will act entirely independently of it,” 
he said. 

The reinstatement rule of the asso- 
ciation provides that applicants ‘‘must 
have acted so as to come within the 
definition of an amateur golfer for a 
period of three consecutive years im- 
mediately preceding the date of appli- 
cation.”’ 

Since Miss Browne’s amateur trans- 
gression developed in tennis, observers 
gathered from Mr. Ramsay’s explana- 
tion today that an application for rein- 
statement would be considered under 
the same rule by which she was 
barred; as acting “in a manner detri- 
mental to the best interests of golf.” 

Taking cognizance of a statement by 
Hobart R. Young, President of the 
Western Golf Association, that Miss 
Browne would be considered eligible to 
play under its jurisdiction unless the 
organization formally barred her, Mr. 
Ramsay said he expected that a ma- 
jority of the sectional associations 
would support the stand of the parent 
organization. 

‘“‘We have no direct control over the 
sectional associations, but in the past 
they have cooperated with us on such 
matters,’’ he said. 

Attention also was called to the fact 
that Charles O. Pfeil of Memphis, 
Tenn.,.a representative and former 
President of the Western Association, 
was present at the meeting of the 
Executive Committee, which voted 
unanimously yesterday to declare Miss 
Browne ineligible. 


Coast Action Likely. 


SEATTLE, April 21 (4).—A. S. Kerry 
of Seattle, a director of the Pacific 
Northwest Golf Association, said to- 


day that body will probably follow the 
lead of the Western Golf Association 
in holding that Mary K. Browne is eli- 
gible to play in amateur tournaments 
for women at its clubs. 

“I believe, however, that when the 
Western Golf Association directors 
‘meet they will take a stand in con- 
formity with that. of the United States 
Golf Association, which apparently h:¢ 
gone thoroughly into the matter,’ ‘he 
added.

LONDON, April 21.—The golfing ban 
placed on Miss Mary K. Browne has 
caused surprise in golfing circles here. 
The British amateur golf definition 
does not take into consideration a 
player’s status in other sports. At the 
last meeting of the Lawn Tennis Asso- 
ciation it confirmed the existing rule 
that a professional at any other sport 
cannot compete as amateur in lawn 
tennis, but that rule never has applied 
to golf. 

Bombardier Wells, professional boxer, 
has played in amateur golf champion- 
ships and Jack Hobbs, professional 
cricketer, has competed in amateur 
Bedminton championships. There are 
many other instances in Englahd of 
professionals at one sport playing .as 
amateurs in another. 


TILDEN AND HUNTER 
LEAVE FOR GERMANY 


To Start Tour in Berlin and Hope 
to Restore Tennis Prestige 
of United States. 


William Tilden, former tennis cham- 
pion, and Francis T. Hunter sailed 
late last night on board the North Ger- 
man Lloyd liner Columbus for Bremen. 
In Berlin they will begin the most ex- 


tensive tour ever undertaken by a 
representative team of the United 
States Lawn Tennis Association. They 
were accompanied by Mrs. Hunter. 

The two players spent the day quiet- 
ly yesterday getting ready for their 
voyage. They were to have gone to 
the West Side Tennis Club for a final 
practice session, but rested instead 
and looked after their equipment. 
Hunter is taking fifteen racquets 
along with him, while Tilden will 
carry thirty-six. 

Tilden, surrounded by. a -score of 
friends, including Julian W. Myrick, 
Mrs. Molla Mallory and Miss Florence 
Ballin, had considerable to say regard- 
ing the chances of American tennis 
teams overseas, as did Hunter. 

“Germany is the dark horse of the 
tennis world,’’ declared Tilden. ‘‘The 
French .team, on the other hand, is 
exceedingly strong, probably one of 
the strongest teams the world has ever 
known. Our trip abroad, we think, will 
make for renewed interest in interna- 
tional matches, and inasmuch as the 
United States has been cordial to vis- 
iting players, we anticipate being well 
received. We are much interested in 
the German players.’’ 

This will be Tilden’s first trip abroad 
since 1921, when he won the title at 
Wimbledon for the second year in suc- 
cession.

News of Metropolitan Golf Clubs. 





The Leewood Golf Club at Bronxville 
has planned a busy year for its mem- 
bers. It will have a sweepstakes tour- 
nament every Saturday and Sunday 
until Thanksgiving when the annual 
turkey contest will take place. In ad- 
dition to these there will be blind hand- 
icap events, blind bogey competitions, 
monthly handicap tournaments and 
several novel events. The novelty will 


also extend to the award of the prizes 
in some cases. 


This Saturday and Sunday awards 
will be made to the ones to turn in the 
first, tenth, twentieth and thirtieth 
gross scores. Another tourney calls 
for the losers to treat the winners to 
caddies and dinners. An odd feature 
will be an unnamed tournament, ac- 
cording to the rules of which each 
competitor is allowed a number ot 
strokes equal to par of the course, 
which is 71, plus his handicap. With 
this number of strokes as his allot- 
ment, the player who gets furthest 
around the course is the victor.

E term “national pastimes” is being narrowed day 

by day. The “pastimes” are breaking out of bounds 

and becoming international in all directions: Base- 
ball has resisted, but even. in baseball the surrounding 
barrier has: been pierced in a few places: ' The “na- 
tional pastime” of the American boy is quite popular 
with the rising generation in Japan. ‘ 

As for golf, which was a Scottish “national pastime,” 
it.is played ‘by members of all races and inhabitants of 
all climes. And generally very badly. 

Soccer is certainly.an international pastime, other- 
wise: why should the Uruguayans be fighting Bostonians 
and Brooklynites? The only undecided point about 
soccer is whether, as played by the Uruguayans, it is 
@ game.or a riot. 

Polo is international as well as expensive. Tennis is 
international and entirely too much so to suit the ten- 
nis fans of this country. Messieurs Lacoste, Brugnon, 
Cochet and Borotra impressed American tennis fans 
with the “intérnationality” of tennis indoors and out- 
doors in the last: twelve months and the memory lingers. 


Exchanging Ambassadors. 


That reminds one that William Tatum Tilden 2d, jour- 
neying eastward over the ocean to try to regain some 
of our lost. tennis laurels, will be passed somewhere at 
sea by Lord David Burghley, leader of the Cambridge 
track squad, which is heading westward to the Penn- 
sylvania relay carnival. 

This is a fair exchange of sports ambassadors between 
friendly nations. International rivalry of this kind is 
far more useful and beneficial than international amity 
of the political brand. 

This country has kept out of the League of Nations, 
but it has never remained out of the Olympic games. 
Sport knows no international boundary lines and a great 
athlete is a hero to his own and all other countries. 

Rudyard Kipling laid bare the underlying truth of 
this when he wroté: 

“But there is neither east nor west, border nor breed 
nor birth, 

When two strong men stand face to face though they 
come from the ends of the earth.” 


Another Boston Tea Party. 


At odd moments it does seem that international sports 
events stir up national prejudices. That’s true enough, 
but everything isn’t 100 per cent. pure and perfect in 
this best of all possible worlds. There are flies in the 
amber and sriakes in the grass. These are minor draw- 
backs, 

The Uruguayan soccer invasion is a case in point. 
The team has been in several brawls, the latest of which 
was a short-pitched battle with a Boston team on April 
19, Patriots’ Day. Thus the day was celebrated in the 
style to which it was accustomed. 

But granting that the players on the Uruguayan team 
have been in the wrong, the inhabitants of this country 
are not yet convinced that Uruguay, on that account, 
is a nation of roughnecks and thugs. In fact, until the 
soccer team came here, there were many good people in 
this country who weren't sure whether Uruguay was in 
Europe, Asia, Oceania or Ethiopia.

The International Ring. 


- Boxing. is an international. pastime as far as competi- 
tors and spectators are concerned, but in the matter of 
winners it is largely an American game at the present 
writing. America has plenty of losers, but it also has a 
practical monopoly on winners. 

Within the last year this country has been host to 
Harry Persson, champion of Sweden; Franz Diener, 
champion of Germany; Paulino Something-or-other, 
champion woodcutter, and Elky Clark, champion fly- 
weight of England. B-fore these invasions this country 
entertained, among others, Luis Angel Firpo, Erminio. 
Spalla, M’sieu Georges Carpentier and the late Battling 
Siki. 

There are boxing clubs in all countries and ambitious 
leather-pushers among the younger lads of all nations 
except, perhaps, the Eskimo. Evidently it is never too 
hot to fight, but sometimes it’s too cold. 

Boxing bouts are favorite forms of exercises on the 
battleships and cruisers of all nations. That makes box- 
ing a truly international sport by land and by sea. 


Only a Few Left. 


There are few sports left that are strictly ‘‘national”’ 
as distinct from ‘‘international.”” Japan has put in a bid 
for baseball, but otherwise baseball remains an American 
game. Or, to put it correctly, it is the national game of 
the citizens of the United States of America. Every once 
in a while somebody in Canada, Mexico, Argentine, Peru 
or Brazil rises.to remark that “America” is not bounded 
on the north by the forty-ninth parallel and on the 
south by the Rio Grande. It’s a point worth remember- 
ing. 

But John McGraw made several attempts to plant the 
seed of baseball in foreign lands, and the crop to date 
has been a failure. Baseball doesn’t grow except in the 
original soil. 


Sports Follow the Flag. 


Cricket is an English game, but it has become mildly 
international by following the flag to the British col- 
onies. Thus the games between Australia and England 
are great events in the cricket world, but in the life of 
a Frenchman, a Swede or a Yankee, cricket means less 
than nothing. 

Then there’s bullfighting, the national game of Spain, 
which has been transplanted here and there to Spanish 
colonies and Spanish-speaking countries. Bullfighting is 
a sport in Spain but a crime here. 

There are those who claim that it is a crime in Spain 
also, and the statement has the ring of truth. 

Ireland -has its game of “hurley,” Scotland clings to 
curling; jai alai is Spanish and Cuban. But the great 
sports, golf, tennis, soccer, track athletics, wrestling and 
boxing, are internatfonal from every angle. 

. Under these circumstances one great athlete is worth 
two medium-sized ambassadors. Easily.

By sheer excess of invention in ‘‘The 
Field God,’’ acted at the Greenwich 
Village last evening, Mr. Green con- 
trives to make his drama more grimly 
effective in the theatre than it de- 
serves. Despite the excellence of the 
mise en scéne, the authentic flavor of 
the soil in the portrayal of types, tne 
many evidences of native understand- 


ing and the indigenous quality of the 
fable, one is inclined ta haseedge Mr. 
Green some of the dramatic results he 
achieves. But a sudden death, a sui- 
cide, the quiet death of an infant, the 
aroma of ghosts and the threat of a 
second suicide with a razor—all these 
incidents packed into one play are not 
to ‘be casually passed over. If hairs 
must be split over such a turbulent, 
stormy drama of the South, let the 
complaint be sacrosanct and noble— 
that such drama is crude rather than 
artistic. Let us soothe our bruised 
sensibilities by pretending that ‘‘The 
Field God’ is adventitious drama 
rather than cathartic tragedy. Within 
the sacred confines of academic ter- 
minology we can bury profane criti- 
cism very neatly. 

As & matter of plain fact all these 
horrors are the result of a passionate 
kiss stolen in the fields. Hardy Gil- 
christ, a strong, self-sufficient farmer 
in North Carolina, is married to an 
ailing wife with a wearisomely pious 
tongue. One member of his household 
is his wife’s niece, Rhoda Campbell, a 
buxom and high-spirited maiden. Quite 
against their sense of honor, Hardy 
and Rhoda-fall in love through sheer 
propinquity. When Rhoda refuses to 
marry Neill Sykes, a likable farm 
lad, he angrily accuses Rhoda and 
Hardy of forbidden relations. Imme- 
diately the scandal blows like 4 pesti- 
lence all through the town. 

Although Neill seems to have been 
too final in his judgment, he has not 
altogether’ mistaken Rhoda’s and 
Hardy’s personal affection. When the 
sickly Mrs. Gilchrist catches them to- 
gether soon afterward she falls dead 
with a sanctimonious curse on her lips. 
The rest of the play is devoted to 
showing how this curse does linger 
and blight the Gilchrist household. 
After their marriage Rhoda and Hardy 
pass through a long series of private 
disasters and domestic catastrophies. 
The evil spirit of the dead Mrs. Gil- 
christ seems forever to be lingering 
through their rooms. Finally their 
baby dies of a mysterious malady. 
That appears to be the sacrifice ex- 
acted of them by the woman whose 
confidence they abused. 

As one might expect from the author 
of “In Abraham’s Bosom,” Mr. Green 
does not motivate his drama casually. 
All these horrors he lays to religious 
hysteria and superstitions in a small 
town. For Hardy Gilchrist is a no- 
torious infidel whose worldly success 
his timid neighbors fear as an ex- 
pression of diabolism. While they 
respect him they fear him as an in- 
strument of the devil. In fact, Mr. 
Green has interwoven his motives and 
episodes with rare imagination, though 
not with perfect skill. Inevitably ‘‘The 
Field God’ suggests comparison with 
O’Neill’s ‘‘Desire Under the Elms” in 
which the central situation is roughly 
similar. But Mr. Green’s play does 
not fuse its story, character and en- 
vironment so beautifully. 

What he has done, however, amid 
some verbosity and some aimlessness, 
is to assemble a richly flavorsome 
group of characters with the tang of 
the soil upon them—as primitive as a 
ploughboy. The kitchen help and the 
farmhands, the village buffoon and the 
imbecile, the worthy parson and the 
angular sisters—all as close to carica- 
ture as such folk are in real life— 
trickle through the dooryard and the 
sitting room leisurely and good-humor- 
edly. Mr. Bromberg has designed two 
excellent settings that are rather poor- 
ly lighted. For background and atmos- 
pheric color ‘The Field God’’ is thus 
uncommonly pleasing. With a swift, 
economical, pointed story to bind them 
all together, they might provide a 
piercing tragedy from which even the 
stiff-necked playgoer would not dare 
dissent. 

For the most part, the casting and 
the acting give ‘‘The Field God"’ as 
luminous a performance as it could 
have. Mr. Leiber acts the leading réle 
with considerable force. As Mrs. Gil- 
christ, Miss Fitz-Allen gives her part 
the fine restraint that is lacking in the 
play. Miss Mason acts Rhoda Camp- 
bell earnestly, though scarcely with 
sufficient. flow of character. As the 
angry farmhand Mr. Smith is elemental 
and coarse quite in the manner of the 
part. The minor parts of farmhands 
and kitchen “help” are played enjoya- 
bly by Miss Thropp, Miss Brayton, Mr. 
Mentz and Mr. Allen. Although the 
drama is obvious!ty overwritten, sev- 
eral of the scenes are taut and 
sharp—particularly the climax to the 
third act. During a drunken jollifica- 
tion Neill Sykes shoots himself, while 
Jacob Alford is stupidly beating a tin 
tub and Sion Alford is madly ringing 
the farm bell. The direction of that 
scene preserves all its mordant con- 
trast of emotions.

Oratorio Gives Bach B Minor Mass. 

The Bach B-Minor Mass was given in 
its entirety by the Oratorio Society, 
Albert Stoessel, conductor, yesterday 
afternoon and evening in Carnegie 
Hall. Performance of the first part be- 
gan at 5:30 and ended at 7; the second 
part started at 8:30.and was over at 
about 10. This is stated to have been 
the first performance of the Mass in 
its entirely in New York City. 
Complete performances 
Minor Mass should be more frequent 
than they are. The difficulties pre- 
sented by the work are, of course, 
very great. Perfect or nearly perfect 
interpretations of it can hardly be ex- 
pected. But those who wish to know 
this composition, which is one of the 
summits of all music, should not have 
to make a pilgrimage to Bethlehem, or 
else go for seasons without hearing 
the music and gradually becoming fa- 
miliar with its every note and meas- 
ure. Mr. Stoessel and the Oratorio 
Society have done well in putting the 
B-Minor Mass in its true dimensions 
before. the New York public, and they 
should make this an annual practice. 

The music is for the greater part a 
succession of wonders. The mass, as 
we know, was composed in gigantic 
fragments, some of them new in their 
ideas, others revisions or amplifica- 
tions of movements of the cantatas. 
The true origins, the creative causes 
of this work of genius, will probably 
never be known. In what degree 
Bach’s practical purpose in producing 
the music to placate a powerful Catho- 
lic ruler operated to create a master- 
piece, or the place and time when the 
Latin text struck fire in the breast of 
this most Teutonic and Protestant of 
composers, are matters not explained 
by meagre history or critical disquisi- 
tion. Enough that the B minor mass 
seems to come as near the ultimate 
achievement of genius as mortal man 
may be expected to approach, and that 
it should be the personal possession of 
every one susceptible to the meaning 
and the appeal of the tonal art. 

The dimensions of the audience of 
yesterday indicated that a considera- 
ble portion of the local public recog- 
nize the quality of the score. This per- 
formance was a very considerable 
improvement over that of last year. 
The soloists were not much more 
capable than they were on the earlier 
occasion; ‘the singing of the chorus 
seldom rose to the heights of the mu- 
sic. It were hard enough to achieve 
the .mere tonal altitudes! But the 
chorus of the Oratorio Society is now 
much surer of the work than formerly; 
there is more confidence and decision 
in its singing; there is the sum if not 
all the substance of the music. 

The solo singers were Mildred Fass, 
soprano; Mabel Beddoe, contralto; 
Lewis James, tenor, and Horace 
Stevens, bass. Mr. Stevens showed 
experience and intelligence in the 
treatment of his part. Mr. Lewis in 
tonal quality and emotional expression 
was probably the most capable of the 
quartet. Miss Fass sang seriously but 
without capturing the mood of the 
music. The pitch often eluded Miss 
Beddoe. The orchestral performance 
was of an inferior quality. The stress 
of the interpretation was laid on the 
singers; much of the instrumental 
effect was lost. One of the virtues of 
annual repetitions of this score would 
be incfeasing confidence of the chorus, 
better balance and clarity of the parts, 
purer intonation, and more freedom 
and spontaneity in interpretation. 

The performance last night, for all 
that, found favor with a large audi- 
ence that filled the hall and only left 
after long and enthusiastic applause. 
There is evidently a public for the B 
minor Mass in this city.

BERLIN,. April 21.—The Universum 
Film Company (Ufa), Germany’s larg- 
est movie producing and exhibiting 
concern, passed completely under the 
control of Herr Hugenberg, the Ger- 
man Northcliffe, today when he was 
able to seat nineteen members on the 
Executive Committee, which totals 
twenty-seven. That the owner of a 
number of large publishing concerns 
and news agencies would exercise a 
strong influence in the concern was 
known, but it causéd consideraole sur- 
prise to see-him take complete control. 

Hugenberg’s first definite step into 
the movie world was the acquisition 
6f the. Déutig .Compdny. When Ufa 
was faced with ever increasinz debts 
and the Government refused to help it 
through subsidies, Hugenberg stepped 
in with a plan for reorganization satis- 
factory to the creditors, among which 
the Deutsche Bank was the largest. 

The new Executive Committee is 
composed of influential industrialists 
and financiers such as Louis Hagen, 
Fritz Thyssen, Paul Silberberg, Otto 
Wolf and others.

A fair-to-middling play of the spook 
variety is ‘‘The House of Shadows,’ 
presented rather handsomely last night 
at the Longacre Theatre. It has some 
good gooseflesh moments, the tradi- 
tional blackface hysteria by way of 
comedy, and an eventual solution that 
séemed even a little flatter than the 
solutions of mystery plays customarily 
are. It might; in fact, be termed a 
10 per cent. solution. 

It runs a considerable gamut for a 
mystery play, pausing in its second 
act to include five or ten minutes of 
just plain fantasy. For the rest, it is 
filled with mysterious rappings, sub- 
terranean passages, hoarded treasure, 
secret panels, blasts of cold air from 
nowhere in particular, shrieks in the 
dark and other tricks of the trade. 

All of this takes place in a presum- 
ably haunted house that is under in- 
vestigation by Tom Powers in the 
guise of a Harvard psychologist. The 
legend of its hauntedness had to do 
with a love affair of many years 
agone, and so, too, does that bit of 
fantasy in the second act. For a mys- 
tery play it is a trifle slow-paced— 
there is a feeling that the author haa 
only a definite amount of action to 
spread over the evening, and accord- 
ingly the movement is sometimes wil- 
fully retarded lest the dénouement be 
upon one too soon. The result is a 
play that is a bit thinnish. 

Last night’s audience, however, in- 
dulged in a good deal of miscellaneous 
screaming. and seemed properly agi- 
tated when chairs collapsed without 
visible agency and pictures toppled 
unassisted from the wall. The pro- 
ducers have done everything possible 
for the play, including a enerally good 
cast and some first-rate Livingston 
Platt scenery, to say nothing of a 
highly realistic storm. In addition to 
Mr. Powers there is an utterly charm- 
ing newcomer named . Marguerite 
Churchill, a graduate c* the Theatre 
Guild’s e~*ing school. The name is 
worth noting, for if there is any jus- 
tice in the world it will recur on a 
good many theatre programs. 

“The House of Shadows” is marked 
apart from the recent run of mystery 
plays by the fact that it is the work 
of a woman. Her name is Leigh 
Hutty, and her chief occupation is 
said to be the writing of magazine fic- 
tion. This seems to be her second 
play—the first one, called ‘“‘Climbing,’’ 
got as far as a Coast production about 
a@ year ago.

To do it jus- 
tice, those who are not familiar with 
the pl..- may find it -a beautiful pic-

Mr. Ballweg satisfied Mrs. Snyder’s 
lawyers by promising he would disre- 
gard her confession, if he felt that she 
did not make it voluntarily. 

Mrs, Snyder studied the man’s face 
with keen attention, tapped Dana Wal- 
lace, one of her lawyers on the elbow, 
and made some comment. Mr.. Wallace 
talked with her for a minute or two 
and then conferred with his partner, 
former Judge Edgar F. Hazelton. 

“Satisfactory to the defandant Sny- 
der,’”’ said Mr. Hazelton. The others 
had already endorsed Mr. Ballweg, and 
he was thereupon sworn. 


Defendants More at Ease. 


Mrs. Snyder was at her ease yester- 
day. Four days of the monotonous 
routine of the court room had made 
her feel entirely at home. She had made 
a slight alteration in her dress. In- 
stead of the black turban, she wore a 
block cloche hat with a turned-down 
brim. The change was made because 
of comment to the effect that the tur- 
ban, which was drawn down nearly to 
her eyes, making a straight line across 
her forehead, emphasized the rather 
hard lines of her face. 

Even Gray showed less nervousness 
and stagefright than heretofore. He 
consulted several times with his law- 
yers and appeared to be rapidly becom- 
ing domesticated in the court room at- 
mosphere. For the first time since the 
trial began, Gray put in a black ball 
for a juror yesterday. Joseph Bagley, 
a carpenter, appeared acceptable to all 
three sides and was apparently about 
to be chosen when Gray leaned to- 
ward William J. Millard, his lawyer. 

“I don’t like him,”’ said Gray. 

‘“‘Peremptorily challenged by the de- 
fendant Gray,’’ said Mr. Millard. 

Mrs. Snyder was disappointed over 
the loss of this juror. She told her 
lawyers that she wanted him. Mr. 
Hazelton, who fought for a separate 
trial, has protested against the per- 
emptory challenge by Gray of jurors 
acceptable to Mrs. Snyder, holding that 
this deprives her of her constitutional 
rights in the selection of a jury. This 
is the first of the legal questions to be 
raised by the joint trial of two defend- 
ants and it was predicted yesterday 
that furious legal battles would be 
waged throughout over legal points 
caused by the clashing defenses of 
Gray and Mrs. Snyder. 

Mr. Hazelton denied a report that 
Mrs. Snyder had been seriously ill the 
night before. 

“There is nothing to it,” he said. 
“She is in fine health. Look at her. 
She looks fine. Think how the ordi- 
nary person would look after going 
through what she has been through.’’ 


New Reason for Dismissal. 


One talesman was dismissed yester- 
day for a new reason. This was 
Joseph Schmidt of 3,547 Sixty-fourth 
Street, Woodside, a clerk. One of the

“I have no job,” said Schmidt. “My 
boss fired me because I was called for 
jury duty.”’ 

District Attorney Newcombe said he 
had heard of this incident and had 
already taken the matter up with 
Justice Scudder for investigation. In 
the discussion which followed Mr. 
Newcombe offered to consent to ex- 
cuse the juror, so that it could not be 
supposed that the interest shown in 
the case by the -prosecutor was in- 
tended to influence Schmidt in favor 
of the State, if he was accepted. 

“‘We all know you’re far above that, 
Mr. Newcombe,,’’ said Mr, Hazelton. 


New Panel of 150 Drawn. 


One hundred and fifty new talesmen 
will be summoned to court today. A 
special drawing was held yesterday to 
obtain them. The lawyers in the case 
believe the next five jurors can be 
obtained from the 150 new talesmen. 
The rate of jurors to talesmen so far 
has been one to thirty-five. 

Asked why counsel for Mrs. Snyder 
peremptorily challenged so many tales- 
men who seemed to give satisfactory 
answers to all questions, Mr. Wallace 
said: 

“In most cases we have used the 
peremptory challenge because early in 
their examinations they admitted that 
they had formed strong opinions from 
reading and talking about the case. 
Later, under questioning by Justice 


Scudder, they have said that they 
could put aside their opinion and try 
the case fairly. but we have been a 
little afraid to take a chance in such 
cases. We have challenged some jurors 
because they have said they had not 
read or heard about the case or formed 
any opinion whatsoever about it. We 
are slightly afraid of men who say 
they haven't read or heard about this 
case or fommed any opinions. We have 
challenged two or three because they 
seemed a little too quick and too de- 
cisive in their answers.” 

If the jury is chosen today there will 
be no session on Saturday. The trial 
proper will begin Monday morning. 

The deacons of the Calvary Baptist 
Church met last night in informal ses- 
sion to consider what Harry A. Van 
Oppstall, their Chairman, called an un- 
true report in the Herald Tribune that 
the board had asked the Rev. Dr. John 
Roach Straton, pastor of the church, 
to cease writing articles on the Snyder 
murder trial for The NewYork Evening 
Journal. Mr. Van Oppstall asserted 
there was no united opposition on the 
part of the deacons to Dr. Straton’s 
journalistic work. He admitted, how- 
ever, that there was objection in some 
quarters. A statement drawn up by 
the deacons was promised for this 
afternoon. 

At the office of The New York uve 
ning Journal it was said that ‘‘we have 
every assurance that Dr. Straton’s 
copy will be forthcoming as per the 
agreement.”’ 

Dr. Straton would not comment on 
his possible discontinuance of the ar- 
ticles. He was not, however, present 
yesterday in the press box at the trial. 








FURRIER TRIAL ENDS; 
GOES TO JURY TODAY 


Ben Gold, One of 11 Defendants 
Accused of Raid on Shop, 
Last to Testify. 


The case of Ben Gold and ten asso- 
ciates, on trial before County Judge 
Lewis J. Smith and a jury in Mineola 
on a charge of assaulting the owners 
of a fur shop in Rockville Centre, will 
go to the jury today. The taking of 
testimony was concluded at 9:30 last 
night. 

Gold, manager of the Joint Board of 
Furriers, who was alleged to have 
sent a ‘‘strong arm squad”’ consisting 
of the other defendants to Rockville 
Centre to wreck the shop of Jack and 
Michael Barnett, was the closing wit- 
ness for the defense. 

On cross-examination Gold admitted 
he was a Communist. District Attor- 
ney Edwards asked him if the “right 


wing’ of the furriers’ union was af- 
filiated with the American Federation 
of Labor. He said the “right wing’ 
members were in the Joint Board as 
well. On redirect examination by his 
counsel, Charles Weeks, the witness 
said that 97 per cent .of the the New 
York furriers were members of the 
“left wing.’’ 

Oscar Mileaf, another defendant, said 
that he was not in Rockville Centre 
on the day of the raid, but was at- 
tacked while picketing in New York 
and spent the afternoon in the office 
of Dr. Mary P. Larner, who treated 
his injuries. Dr, Larner testified that 
Mileaf was examined by her on April 
19, 1926, and was found to be suffer- 
ing from concussion of the brain and 
multiple injuries. 

Isidor Shapiro, another of the ac- 
cused, gave an account of his move- 
ments on the day of the assault. He 
said he spent some time in several 
magistrate’s courts, that he paid two 
visits to Colonel John J. Phelan of the 
165th Infantry to arrange for the ar- 
mory for a meeting. 

Colonel Phelan testified that Shapir 
called on him twice, the second call 
being made between 4:30 and 6 P. M.

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PICKING THE CONVENTION CITY. 

Lovers of old rite, custom and myth 
@re pleased to see that the momentous 
question of choosing the site of the 
national conventions already stirs the 
minds of statesmen and starts compe- 
tition among “the fair cities of our 
land.” It is a superstition that there 
is some vital relation between the for- 
tune of a candidate for President and 
the place where he is nominated. This 
may have begun with Mr. LINcoLn’s 
first nomination. The result of clever 
political deals was attributed, in part, 
to the noise made by the Illinois faith- 
ful. Anyhow, the party bigwigs always 
treat the matter with due solemnity, 
which doesn’t prevent their keeping a 
sharp eye on the “financial induce- 
ments ’’ offered by the various bidders. 

New York can look upon the con- 
vention seekers with the cynicism of 2 
reprobate. What gave the first push 
to the Democratic slide down hill in 
1924? A national convention held in 
the den of Wall Street wolves. All the 
East is disqualified; and where does 
the East end?. Probably at the Missis- 
sippi. Even Chairman Butler would 
hardly wish to go back to the city 
where he made so many friends, espe- 
cially in his own State, by his delicate 
but triumphant tact. Senator Giass 
picks Cleveland as his first choice for 
the Democratic powwow; but he vio- 
lates tradition. No State with a 
Favorite Son may have the convention 
too. Indianapolis, capital of TaccaRt’s 
Mr. EvaN WOOLEN, must be blacklisted 
by the Democrats for the same reason. 

Mr. Gtiass’s second choice is Wash- 
ington, a “neutral” spot. The arctic 
Washington climate in the Summer 
time is well known. Even the chilly 
Yankees couldn’t stand it. Kansas 
City and St. Louis are impossible on 
account of Senator Reep’s hopes, if he 
has any after an enthusiast has tried 
to ruin him by means of “ chain let- 
ters.” Atlanta is humorously sug- 
gested; but a survey of “ WILLIE”’ 
UPsHAw and the Ku Klux Klan might 
entice the delegates from their duties. 
Detroit is too near Ontario. Neither 
convention could expose itself to the 
dangers of absenteeism. Chicago is 
the last place the Republicans would 
want to go to, in the present painful 
circumstances, 

Naturally Mr. Coo.impce’s friends 
want to show that their hearts beat 
for the West. Which West? The Mid- 
die has at least made the most noise 
of dissatisfaction. Thither. Democratic 
yearnings reach. There Republican 
fears are keenest. Des Moines may 
“look good” to the Republicans—in- 
cluding the Dawes and Lowden varie- 
ties. Alas! The Democrats can’t go 
there; at least if Mr. Epwin T. MERE- 
pirH is able to prove his Favorite 
Sonship. St. Paul and Omaha are 
@pen to both parties, without preju- 
' dice. Denver and the Rockies beckon 
to Democrat and Republican . alike. 
” Come and see the true West and 
shake off provincialism!” Denver is 
charming and the Colorado air; but 
under prohibition is Denver a wholly 
g@afe place for prohibitionists? 

San Francisco has already promised 
$200,000 and “as much more as is 
needed” to pay for the» Republican 
show. The Coolidgians may welcome 
the chance to prove that there is noth- 
ing local or New English about their 
chief. If the Republicans opt for San 


Wipncisco, the Democrats should opt 
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for Los Angeles. There is no better 
way of making the State doubtful. 
True, there was a Democratic aspirant 
from it in 1924; but is he extant?

THE FORD MISTRIAL, 

A foolish juror and a reckless news- 
paper have between them swept away 
all that had been done in the six 
weeks’ trial at Detroit. In regretfully 
granting the motion of the Ford 
counsel to declare a mistrial, Judge 
RaYMOND was probably. well advised 
from a legal point of view. What had 
happened had thrown serious doubt 
not only upon the discretion but upon 
the impartiality of a woman member 
of the jury. In the theory of the 
law the jury must have no opinion 
until all the evidence is before it. It 
must keep itself apart from the pub- 
lic, particularly from the public press, 
with judgment suspended and all the 
injunctions of the Court to talk with 
no one about the case carefully fol- 
lowed. That was not done in the 
present instance, and it is very likely 
that if the Judge had allowed the 
trial to proceed after the facts had 
been brought out, he would have been 
thought to have made a reversible 
error, or, at any rate, to have fur- 
nished a good ground for appeal. 
With these doubts in his mind, 
strongly urged as they were by the 
Ford counsel, Judge RayMOND saw 
nothing for it but to discharge the 
jury and ask the lawyers for the two 
sides to arrange for a beginning of 
the trial all over again. 

Doubtless the Ford counsel acted 
within their rights when they let 
loose a swatm of detectives, recruited 
from the Ford organization, to spy 
upon the coming and going and con- 
versing of all the members of the 
jury. Yet there is something un- 
deniably unpleasant about such a pro- 
cedure. It looked like distrust in the 
completeness of the defense, and a 
hope that the plaintiff could be 
made to slip up on some technicality. 
Fortunately, Judge RAYMOND was able 
to sweep aside the whole bundle of 
Ford affidavits charging one of the 
jury with having actually sought a 
bribe to influence her verdict. But 
she allowed herself to be interviewed 
by a Detroit newspaper, discussing 
the charges which had been made 
against her and talking imprudently 
about the case. It was on account 
of this publication that Judge Rar- 
MOND declared a mistrial. 

The effect ought to canstitute a 
serious warning to newspapers every- 
where not to overstep the bounds fixed 
by both the law and propriety in re- 
porting important trials. Particularly 
should anything like intruding upon 
the privacy and the confidence of a 
jury be scrupulously avoided by the 
press. It has its own obligations, and 
they ought to be held by it as sacred 
as those of the court and the prosecut- 
ing officials. The preliminary hysteria 
shown just now by some of the New 
York papers in giving accounts of a 
murder trial getting under way may 
indicate the danger of bringing about 
a mistriai in New York as well as in 
Detroit. 

The breaking off of the Ford trial, 
after so much time and labor and 
money had been expended upon it, 
cannot fail to be regarded as one more 
reproach to the American administra- 
tion of justice. It is another un- 
lucky occurrence tending to bring the 
courts into popular disesteem. Evi- 
dently there is plenty of work left 
for law reformers and bar associations.

WILKINS’S ARCTIC FLIGHT. 

The experiences of Captain Grorce 
H. WIxins, the Australian aviator, 
seeking from a base at Point Barrow 
land in the unexplored Arctic north of 
Alaska, prove him to be as persistent 
as he is daring. He has a remark- 
able faculty for finding himself when 
“missing.” A year ago he was given 
up in one of his flights between Fair- 
banks and Point Barrow, but after 
thirteen days turned up with stories 
of engine trouble and great hardship. 
There is no more difficult country to 
fly in than Northern Alaska and along 
the coast. So WILKINS said after 
covering vast distances to make a base 
at Point Barrow. On March 31, 1926, 
he did at last launch into the un- 
known on a reconnoissance, flying to 
73 degrees 30 seconds north toward 
the “Pole of Inaccessibility,” but 
sighting nothing that looked like land. 
Intending Jater to make longer flights 
with a theoretical cruising radius of 
2,500 miles, WILKINS remained at 
Point Barrow until well into May, 
constantly baffled by fogs and storms. 
His weather luck was usually bad. 
The Detroit Arctic Expedition was at 
last compelled to abandon the quest, 
but with the design of trying again in 
1927. WILKINS was encouraged by 
Eskimos at Point Barrow, who quoted 
from “sagas” of their tribe which told 
of land in the Far North where both 
men and women had winteref. 

Returning to Fairbanks in February 
of this year, WILKINs had three planes 
in good condition with which to con- 
tinue his ‘explorations. He said that 
he had “sound scientific support” for 
his belief that the routes he had 
Planned would carry his companion 
Erevson and himself “over territory 
that'no man has ever before visited.” 
In the last days of March they headed 
out once more from Point Barrow, but 
were forced down after they had gone 
550 miles into the northwest. They 
got into the air again twice, but in 
the end had to abandon their plane 
and march over\the ice for seventy 
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it on April 14. It was twenty days 
after word had come from them of en- 
gine trouble. They had with them only 
a two weeks’ supply of rations, and 
this was just enough to ‘keep them 
going. 

WILEINS and HIELSON have a moy- 
ing story of adventure to tell. What 
they have accomplished was done 
without such equipment as the old 
explorers carried. The hazard of 
“leads” or open channels was always 
with them as they marched toward 
the coast, The hummock ice was ter- 
ribly rough. "WILkKIns had parapher- 
nalia for soundings, and if he made 
good use of it he may bring back in- 
formation bearing upon the existence 
of land shelves. The first report from 
Beechey Point did not say. whether 
land had been sighted in the cast of 
550 miles north. The aviators attained 
72.15 degrees north. From now on 
there will hardly be good flying 
weather at Point Barrow, judging 
from the record of last year. 


THE TRI-BOROUGH BRIDGE, 

Advocates of the “Y” bridge de- 
signed to connect the three boroughs 
of the Bronx, Queens and Manhattan 
made a strong showing at yesterday’s 
public hearing before the Board of 
Estimate. There is no doubt that this 
project would afford real traffic re- 
lief, and at a vital point. It is a 
widely accepted doctrine that the city 
has been building spokes for its wheel 
of traffic faster than it has been 
building the rim. It needs cross-cuts 
and roundabout ways to avoid the 
congested centres. The new Hudson 
River bridge will afford one of these, 
the Triborough Bridge another. It 
will relieve the Queensboro Bridge of 
some of its excessive load and fit well 
into the whole regional plan, 

Midtown merchants have organized 
a@ group to promote a rival project, 
the East River Vehicular Tunnel. 
They are not opposed to the Tribor- 
ough Bridge, but believe that the tun- 
nel should come first. They will have 
a chance to present their case before 
the Board of Estimate next Monday. 
Here are two plans, both feasible from 
the engineering point of view, both 
soundly conceived to relieve traffic 
congestion... Which should be under- 
taken first? The question is more 
than usually controlling now because 
the city is so short of funds. 

One of the speakers at yesterday’s 
hearing suggested that the Mayor’s 
Committee on Plan and Survey be 
called on for advice. That body hasn’t 
been heard from lately. Now is a 
good time for it to speak up.

FARM POPULATION AND PRICES. 

The statement ascribed to the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture, that a rise in 
price of food products is impending 
in this country because of migration 
of farm workers to the industrial cen- 
tres, is a little rash, It is based on 
the estimate that farm population de- 
creased in the United States last year 
by 649,000, which is described as the 
largest decline since the great defla- 
tion following 1920; and on the infer- 
ence that continuing decrease on such 
a scale would presently create a sit- 
uation in which not enough agricul- 
tural products would be raised to meet 
American needs. Probabilities of this 
kind, however, are properly appraised 
by statistics of production, not of pro- 
ducers, Large reduction in farm pop- 
ulation might, to be sure, reflect the 
fact that grain growing as a whole 
had become relatively, if not abso- 
lutely, unprofitable. But it might 
mean only that the narrowing of the 
margin of profit had discouraged pro- 
ducers with little training or with the 
less desirable lands. It might even 
indicate a lessened supply of labor on 
the larger farms because of more gen- 
eral application of labor-saving de- 
vices. 

In the matter of farm production 
considered by itself, reduction has 
long been urged by agricultural ex- 
perts, who certainly do not seem to 
have been alarmed over the prospect 
of a yield insufficient to provide for 
normal American consumption. But 
even the fall in prices of grain and 
cotton, accompanied by a decreasing 
farm population, has given no evi- 
dence of a formidable decrease in the 
yield. As a matter of fact, acreage 
has repeatedly been increased in the 
face of the grain and cotton associa- 
tions’ warnings. Two/ million more 
acres of Winter wheat were put in 
for the present growing crop than for 
that of a year before, an enlarge- 
ment of 5 per cent.,\and this hap- 
pened in the very year in which the 
number of farm workers declined so 
rapidly. The price of cotton fell rap- 
idly after the crop of 1925 had nearly 
passed all previous records for mag- 
nitude; but the cotton growers, never- 
theless, planted an . unprecedented 
acreage for the crop of 1926, and even 
now, after the price has gone to a 
still lower level, it is beginning to be 
doubted whether the “ campaign ” for a 
15. or 25 per cent. reduction in the next 
crop’s planted acreage will succeed. 

The admitted purpose of the agricul- 
tural experts who have advised cur- 
tailment in the planting of wheat has 
been to render the crop'more indepen- 
dent,.so far as the. fixing of prices 
is concerned, of the competition of 
foreign growers on the export market: 
But even when the wheat crop, be- 
cause of an unfavorable season, was 
cut down in:1925 to a-yield of only 
pre-war size, the country managed to 
export 106,000,000 bushels in the 
shape of grain and flour. Although: 
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decrease..in. farm. population was. in 
the cotton States, .our.exports from 
the year’s cotton crop have been much 
the largest ‘since the war. 

Diversification of crops, curtailment 
of planting where a season's produc- 
tion has congested the market, and 
application’ of all reasonable contri- 
vances to help toward scientific mar- 
keting, are problems which will have 
to be solved by themselves, quite irre- 
spective of a shift in farm population. 
To the extent that agriculture shall 
again hereafter promise a satisfactory 
margin of profit, an adequate supply 
of farm labor and agricultural popu- 
lation may be depended upon. 

TE LSE SOE EES A 

“ ROUND-THE-WORLD” YALE. 

If an observer in a sister planet 
could have beheld our globe on 
Wednesday, it would no doubt have 
seemed to him to be encircled by at 
least one luminous ring, after the 
manner of Saturn, for the glory of 
Yale covered the whole earth. It was 
an outstanding illustration of the way 
in which an idea can conquer dis- 
tance and at the same moment pos- 
sess the thoughts of groups of men 
as widely separate as New Haven 
and Tokio, or as Augusta, Me., and 
Valparaiso in Chile, as Seattle and 
Cape Town, as Boston and Bombay, or 
as Joplin in Missouri and Rome in 
Italy. And was it not with a certain 
poetic fitness that one whose very 
name, ANGELL, suggests a certain 
swiftness of ‘light beyond that of 
those who are made a little lower, 
should have been the master spirit 
in this enterprise? 

It was, however, not a scientific 
“stunt,” but an educational effort, 
designed to direct the attention not 
only of these 200 groups scattered 
around the earth, but of all who 
listened in or who read the next morn- 
ing the messages of Chief Justice 
Tart and others, to the need which is 
common to all universities and col- 
leges—the need of an enrichment of 
the. teaching, one factor of which is a 
fund adequate to support those who 
day in and day out are Yale—to pay 
salaries, as Dr. ANGELL puts it, upon 
which the teachers can really live 
instead of merely exist. Every other 
college in the land will wish success 
to Yale in this world-embracing cam- 
paign, for it but gives world-wide pub- 
licity to a condition which as widely 
exists. The man who resigned his pro- 
fessorship in Yale to go into business 
because with a wife and three young 
children, though they lived in the 
simplest way, he knew that if any- 
thing happened to him, despite all his 
vacation efforts to balance his budget, 
the amount of life insurance would 
not “keep the ship afloat,” suggests 
conditions which face the _ great 
majority of college teachers. 

Yale is carrying forward this cam- 
paign for $20,000,000, not to make 
provision for greater numbers but to 
make better provision for the num- 
bers she can now accommodate, and 
that by insuring a better compensa- 
tion to her instructional staff. With 
half the amount already assured she 
is bound to succeed, but in doing so 
she will raise a standard of salaries 
and of instruction to which others 
must repair. It would astonish Errnu 
YALE, who made his fortune in East 
India and gave books and money in 
the amount of £900 to the little school 
at Saybrook, to hear that $20,000,000 
is sought simply to increase the 
salaries of the teachers of the univer- 
sity into which the little school has 
grown. But it would the more amaze 
him to hear his name spoken round 
the world. 


WAR LORDS COMING BACK. 

The unfortunate split in the Canton- 
ese party seems to portend another 
series of those combinations and per- 
mutations so dear to Chinese milita- 
rists. It has beeh truly said that battles 
in China are bought, not fought. Hence 
rumors of an “understanding’’ be- 
tween CHIANG KalI-SHEK of the South 
and CHANG TsoO-LIN of the North may 
not be unfounded. Although the South- 
erner is new in the Chinese war game, 
there is no special reason to believe 
that he differs much from the others. 
Two months.ago he-was “fighting” 
Sun CHUAN-FANG, the erstwhile ruler 
of the Yangtse provinces, Sun’s troops 
and Generals passed over to CHIANG, 
looting, rather than shooting. Perhaps 
propaganda helped the transfer, but 
the phenomenon-is so common as to 
be almost habitual. The militarists, it 
must be remembered, are in the army 
fora living. Even the Cantonese, who 


| have so assiduously proclaimed their 


“difference ’’’ from. the other factions, 
have had to support themselves by 
forced contributions. 

The new factor is the reappearance 
of. the so-called ‘‘ Christian General,’ 
Frena Yu-HSIeEN. After having been 
driven out of Peking’ last Spring by 
CHANG Ts0-LIN and his temporary 
ally, Wu Pet-ru, he spent the Sum- 
mer in Moscow and is now in com- 
mand of what remains of his old army 
in ‘Western China on the border of 
the Mongolian desert.. ena is a pic- 
turesque character who has sold out 
and been sold out, and who has used 
the Russians and been used by them 
for several years. Owing to his base on 
the edge of the Desert of Gobi he has 
had accéss to Russian supplies, and 
due. to his strength in North China he 
has been used by the Russians against 
CuHaNnGc TSO-LIN. 

Feno realized that the missionary 
elements in England and America were 
influential, and that ifhe could win 
their support he would have useful 
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he foresaw what an impression it 
would make on them if his troops 
learned to sing ‘ “Onward, Christian 
Soldiers!” His friends swear by him, 
and even those who say that the words 
of this song as rendered in Chinese do 
not completely express the sentiments } 
of the original insist that Fesno’s 
Christianity is sincere. It- will be 
tested now that Christianity is tabooed 
by the Radicals who have chosen 
Fenc to replace CHIANG, 

It is depressing to see this reappear- 
ance of the old three-cornered fighting 
in China. The history of the last two 
decades shows that whenever a fac- 
tion becomes sufficiently strong to 
threaten complete domination of China 
it is split up from within, or is at- 
tacked by a combination of outsiders. 
The sad thing about this is that the 
process appears to be interminable. 
The only comfort is that there is a 
measure of truth in the remark of a 
distinguished Chinese who recently 
passed through this country, to the 
effect that the type of militarist is 
steadily improving.

In due 
time some one will doubtless come to 
the top whose ability equals his am- 
bitions. But this process bids fair to 
be slow. 


BACK TO SIMPLER FARE. 

Is the American amusement and 
reading public, not excluding the Man- 
hattan public, growing just the least 
bit tired of sophistication? There are 
indications to that effect, quite apart 
from jury verdicts and workhouse 
sentences. Broadway, recently occu- 
pied with refined inquiry into the 
“ civilized” emotions and philosophies, 
now resounds to the pistol crack of 
good old melodrama. The biggest box- 
office success of the season is con- 
cerned with straightforward, quick- 
action bootleggers and gangsters. The 
heroine is from the West and virtuous. 
Its closest money rival, or perhaps by 
this time its successful competitor, is 
a blood-and-thunder, shivers-and-hor- 
rors mystery play. For an indefinite 
period it will continue to rain melo- 
drama, the law of Broadway being 
that producers move in droves. Never- 
theless, the fact exists that a public 
and a taste have been found for the 
simpler fare of other days. 

In the book world people are appar- 
ently turning from asking questions of 
their own souls and are asking each 
other what is the Matterhorn. There 
must be now dozens of What-do-you- 
know? books on the market. The 
original venture in that field is the 
best-selling book in the country. Can 
it be that we are going back to the 
most mid-Victorian of all things, the 
parlor game? The sophisticated view- 
l@oint finds very little reflection in the 
questionnaires. People do not ask 
each” other who first imposed a dis- 
torted sex-morality upon the human 
race, or when was that joke about 
Duty invented, or how did GEORGE 
WASHINGTON manage to line his 
pockets while pretending to be a 
patriot? Instead they ask what is the 
Matterhorn, and what is the capital of 
France, and in what year was Magna 
Charta signed, and who said “To be 
or not to be.” They forget that history 
is “bunk '’’ and proceed to get a good 
deal of amusement—and relief, too— 
out of working out their intelligence 
quotients. 

Needless to say there is another, 
less simple, explanation. If people 
flock to the gun melodramas and eat 
up the question books, the new psy- 
chologists know why. ‘People are seek- 
ing escape, by way of vicarious experi- 
ence, from their stunted, repressed, 
standardized lives. In compensation 
for ‘their own timidities and inhibi- 
tions they love to hear the pistol shots 
in the bootleg cabarets. Because their 
own daily routine is so remorselessly 
fixed for them they like. to see mys- 
tery. People who cannot afford more 
than two weeks’ vacation in Maine 
ask each other where is Waikiki and 
where is Lido. People condemned to 
colorless lives want to know when 
RaPHAEL was born. This is a very 
good, modern, sophisticated explana- 
tion, but not utterly convincing. It is 
still permitted to believe that melo- 
dramas and question books are being 
patronized because it’s great fun,

ARTIST INTERPRETS 
COOLIDGE INSIGNIA 


Griffin, Signifying Watchful- 
ness, Also Appears on J. P. 
Morgan’s Coat-of-Arms. 


MOTTO “VIRTUE AND FAITH” 


Mare J. Rowe of Babylon, L. 1, 
Also Explains Heraldic Meaning 
of United States Blazonry.

WASHINGTON, April 21.—Marc J. 
Rowe, heraldic artist of Babylon, N. 
Y., who has had an exhibit of paint- 
ings on display at the Thirty-sixth 
Continental of the Daughters 
of the American Revolution, which in- 
cluded the coats of arms of the Cool- 
idge and other prominent American 
families, today pointed to a peculiar 
similarity he ay discovered in the 
blazonry of the forebears of the Presi- 
dent and of J. P. Morgan. This sim- 
ilarity is the griffin which appears 
on each, and which Mr. Rowe said was 
representative of ‘‘watchfulness.’” The 
colors of the respective coats of arms 
were different, however. 

The Coolidge arms display a rer 
griffin on a green field, with the in- 
signia ‘‘Virtute et Fide.” 

“These are very simple arms and 
the inscription, ‘Virtue na Faith,’ are 
in ram my etn with the President's ideas,” 
said Mr. 

The Gemnan family of centuries ago 
selected them, he said, and they were 
— to the United States about 
1800, or when the first Coolidges set- 
tled in Massachusetts. 

Mr. Rowe said the green was pos- 
sibly connected in some way with 
agriculture. Incidentally, he said, the 
name ‘Coolidge’ probably was a de- 
rivation from “Collins,” originating 
hundreds of years ago, but he did not 
think it was of Irish origin. The 
name was changed to “Colynge” ana 
then brought down to the one borne 
by the President. 

“Its origin,” declared Mr. Rowe, 
‘probably dates back even before Ire- 
land was known.’ 

Explaining’ the United States coat- 
of-arms, Mr. Rowe pointed out that 
it showed “thirteen repeated thirteen 
times.”” There were stars, 13 let- 
ters in the motto, 13 laurel leaves, 
13 berries; 13 ‘‘pales,’’ 13 feathers on 
the right wing of the eagle, 13 on the 
left, 13 in the tail, 13 clouds, 13 arrows 
and thrice 13 or 39, in the title. 

The national escutcheon he said was 
formed of a blue “‘chief’’ supported by 
‘‘pales” representing the States. The 
“chief” represented Congress, “‘which 
unites the whole.” 

*“*Ags to the colors of the pales,” he 
explained, ‘“‘white signifies purity and 
innocence; red, hardiness and valor, 
and blue, the color of the chief, signi- 
fies vigilance, perseverance and jus- 
tice. The olive branch and arrows de- 
note the power of peace and war 
which is exclusively vested in Con- 
gress. The constellation denotes a 
new State taking its place and rank 
among other sovereign powers. The 
escutcheon is borne on the breast of 
an American eagle, without any other 
supporters, to denote that the United 
States ought to rely on their own vir- 
tue.” 


PULITZER JURIES 
'- NAMED AT COLUMBIA 


They Will Select Prize Winners in 
Literature and Journalism to 
Be Announced Next Month. 





The juries of leaders in their re- 
spective fields, who will select the 
winners of the annual Pulitzer prizes 
in letters, were announced yesterday 
at Columbia University. The winners 
will be named early in May, together 
with those to receive the prizes in 


journalism, totaling $2,000, and the 
three Columbia School of Journalism 
graduates who are to get the annual 
traveling scholarships of $1,500 each. 

For the best American novel pub- 
lished -during 1926, whose author will 
receive $1,000, the jury in Richard Bur- 
ton, Englewood, J., author and 
critic; Robert M. qovett’ Chicago, edi- 
tor, college professor and novelist, and 
Jefferson B. Fletcher, author and Pro- 
fessor of Literature at Columbia Uni- 
versity. 

The remaining four juries are: 

To select “the original American 
play which shall best represent the 
educational value and power of the 
stage in raising the standard of good 
morals, good taste and good manners 
($1,000)? — Augustus Thomas, New 
York, playwright; 
Eaton, Sheffield, Mass., author -and 
novelist; Clayton Hamilton, New York, 
playwright. 

To choose ‘‘the best book of the year 
upon the history of the United States 
($2,000)’—Worthington C, Ford, Bos- 
ton, Mass., professor; James Truslow 
Adams, Bridgehampton, N. Y., writer 
and winner of the Pulitzer " history 
prize in 1922; Charles Downer Hazen, 
Professor of History at Columbia Uni- 
versity. 

“For the best American biography 
teaching patriotic and unselfish ser- 
vices to the people, illustrated by an 
eminent example ($1,000)”—Royal Cor- 
tissoz, art editor, The New York 
Herald-Tribune; Ray Stannard Baker, 
known also under his nom de plume, 
“David Gregan. ’* Amherst, Mass., 
author; M. A. De Wolfe Howe, Bos- 
ton, author, Vice President of The 
Atlantic Monthly Company.

CONVICT HIS OWN COUNSEL. 


Robber Who Studied Law by Mail 
Wins Point In Fight for Liberty.

TRENTON, N. J., April 21.—Charles 


Herbert of New York, long term con- 
vict in the State prison here, who 
studied law by mail while serving 
his time won today the first round in 
his fight for freedom when Supreme 
Court Justice Trenchard granted him 
a writ of habeas corpus. Herbert will 
be produced in court tomorrow so that 
it may be ascertained whether he is 
being detained at the prison illegally, 
as he contends. 

Herbert, .who prepared a petition to 
the Supreme Court which was pre- 
sented today by his father, was re- 
ceived at the institution in June, 1918, 

to serve from 10 to 15 years for high- 
Pan robbery. His minimum term with 

commutation for good behavior expired 
Nov. 6, 1925, but because ‘was 
charged with an attempted escape 
from the Leesburg prison farm, the 
Board of Prison Managers added a 
year to his minimum sentence and the 
Pardons Board ordered that he serve 
the full term.

USE CONSTANTINOPLE 


AS BOLSHEVIST CENTRE] 
Third Internationalists Meet There | 


to Consider a Campaign in 
Balkan States.

CONSTANTINOPLE; April '21.—The 
Bolsheviki are using Constantinople as 
& base for a campaign in the Balkan 
States. For the last four days a con- 
gress has been held in the Russian 
Embassy at Buyuk Dere on the banks 
of the Bosporus, where ways and 
means for furthering a scheme of the 
Third Moscow International for pro- 
moting trouble in the Balkans were 
discussed. <All four Balkan States, 
Yugoslavia, Rumania, Bulgaria and 
Greece were represented, and members 
of the Third International who live 
in Turkey and cloak their political ac- 
tivities under commercial guises were 
in attendance. 

There are several reasons why Con- 
stantinople should be selected as a 
centre for Bolshevist propaganda in 
the Balkans. In Constantinople there 
are a considerable number of Federal- 
ist Macedonians, most of whom work 
for the Third International and possess 
first-hand knowledge of conditions in 
Bulgaria, Yugoslavia and Greece. 
There is frequent and quick communi- 
cation by sea and land between Con- 
stantinople and the four Balkan coun- 
tries. Lastly, the Austrian and Greek 


+police have taken steps against the 


More notorious Communist agents in 
those countries, rendering it advisable 
for the latter to seek a new sphere 
of activities, 

Money, it is said, is being spent ex- 
tensive ¥y by “ents of the Third In- 
ternational. fficial couriers carry 
instructions between Constantinople 
and the Balkan States, while the Rus- 
sian Steamship Line, trading between 
Odessa and Constantinople, serves as 
a useful link between Moscow and 
Constantinople. 


ROBERTS SAYS BRITAIN 
FACES ‘RADICAL’ PERIL 


Author Tells Rotarians Danger 
Here Is Delayed Only by the 
Country’s Prosperity.

Dr. D. Austin Sniffen, President of 
the White Plains club, which is the 
host, presided, and welcomed the 
guests, which included 250 women, the 
wives and friends of the delegates. 
Otto L. F. Mohn of Staten Island, the 
district governor, introduced Felice 
Seghezza of Genoa, Italy, a Vice Presi- 
dent of the international organization, 
who will address the morning and eve- 
ning sessions tomorrow. 

Mr. Roberts spoke on the problems 
confronting Europe and their bearing 
on American relations. He is a for- 
mer member of Parliament and a for- 
mer editor of The Nottingham Journal. 
“A very serious situation has arisen in 
Europe,” he said, “in the form of a 
widespread challenge to the accepted 
constitution of democracy. The first 
serious thrust at democracy was the 
English miners’ strike, which repre- 
sented the revolt of a powerful minor- 
ity against public opinion as expressed 
by their representatives in the House 
of Commons. 

“If drastic action is not taken, Par- 
liament will be overthrown by syn- 
dicalism. I think the challenge will 
be made in this country, but not while 
this country is in a prosperous condi- 
tion. Italy has had the challenge and 
has solved it by going over to autoc- 
racy.’ 

Mr. Roberts said the League of Na- 
tions had become only a central in- 
formation bureau, but was in a healthy 
condition. He said it was inevitable 
that the Labor Party would return in 
England.

As Developer of Mail Chute for 
Buildings He Was.Known

A LEADER IN CIVIC CAUSES 


Did Much to Better Conditions In 
Home City—Once an Architect 
—Headed a Bank. 


ROCHESTER, N. Y., @.—James 
Goold Cutler, former Mayor of Roches- 
ter, who developed the mail chute, 
died here tonight of heart disease after 
an illness of some weeks, 

He for years had been active in 
public affairs, but recently had been 
forced by the state of his health to 
curtail his activities, 

The funeral services will be held on 
Saturday at 2 P. M. in St. Paul’s 
Episcopal Church. 


Device Used All Over World. 


Mr. Cutler many years ago had won 
recognition in his home city as an 


architect, but when the mail chute, 
developed under his direction, was 
adopted for Bane use, his name 
came to own throtighout the 
world. He had ae up architecture 
to develop the tler Manufacturing 
Company, of which he was President, 
He later became President of the Lin- 
coln-Alliance Bank of Rochester and 
Mayor. For years he was President of 
the Municipal Art Commission and of 
the City Planning Advisory Board. 

Mr. Cutler was born in Albany on 
April 24, 1848, ‘a son of John N. and 
Mary E. Goold Cutler. He received 
his early education in Albany Boys’ 
Academy, and in 1869 began the study 
of architecture in the office of Nichols 
& Brown in Albany. In 1872 he moved 
to Rochester and a few years later 
opened hig own office as an architect. 
Until 1884 Mr. Cutler maintained his 
office, designing many of Rochester’s 
nenioent buil 

“eo his career as an architect 
Mr. Cutler saw the need of a device 
that would transfer mail with rapidity 
in large buildings. The Cutler mail 
chute was invented. In 1884 he turnea 
from architecture to become President 
of the Cutler Manufacturing Company, 
which built and installed the chutes. 

After serving as a Vice President of 
the Lincoln-Alliance Bank, Mr. Cutler 
was its President for twelve years. 
In 1924 he Chairman of the 
bank’s board. He also was a trustee of 
the Rochester Savings Bank at the 
time of his death. 

In 1895 Governor Morton appointed 
him a member of the White Charter 
Commission, which drafted a uniform 
charter for second-class cities. In 1896 
and 1916 Mr. Cutler was Presidential 
elector, carrying the State’s electoral 
vote to Washington. In 1897 he was 
consulting architect for State capital 
buildings. 


Honored by His City. 


He became Commissioner of Public 
Safety for Rochester in 1900 and from 
1904 to 1907 was Mayor, being elected 
twice on the Republican ticket. 

Mr. Cutler served also as Presi- 
dent of the Rochester Chamber of 
Commerce, Director of the Chamber of 
Commerce of the United States and 
Chairman of its Executive Committee, 
Trustee of Rochester University, 
Trustee of the Bureau of Municipal 
Research and Director of the Com- 
munity Chest. He was an honorary 
member of the American Institute of 
Architects, President of the Western 
New York Architects’ Association for 
three terms and a member of the So- 
ciety of Colonial Wars, Sons of the 
American Revolution, American Acad- 
emy of Social and Political Science, 
New York State Historical Association 
and the Genesee Valley and Rochester 
Country Clubs. He was an Episco- 
palian. 

Mr. Cutler married in 1871 Miss Anna 
K. Abbey of Kingston, N. Y., who 
died about a year ago. 


SEES GRADUAL PASSING 
OF CHILDREN’S HOMES 


State Board of Charities Head 
Notes General Trend Away 
From Institutional Care. 





A trend away from the institutional 
care of children is general throughout 


the country, according to Charles H. 
Johnson, Executive Director of the 
New York State Board of Charities, 
who spoke yesterday at a luncheon of 
a@ conference on church work for de- 
pendent and neglected children held 
under the joint auspices of the Federal 
Council of the Churches of Christ in 
America and the Child Welfare League 
of America. 

“In New York State there are pro- 
portionately fewer children in institu- 
tions than ever before,’”’ he said. ‘‘Un- 
der the child welfare law about 36,000 
children are being cared for at their 
own homes, the idea being to keep 
them out of institutions. This does not 
mean that except for this law there 
would be that many more children in 
the institutions, but that if the mothers 
were not given an allowance by the 
State thousands of the children would 
receive no aid. 

“For years we have discouraged the 
building of more institutions in this 
State, while another important trend 
comes from within the institutions 
themselves—that is, the study of the 
individuality of the child.” 

About 100 representatives were pres- 
ent at the conference, which was held 
during the morning at the Russell Sage 
Foundation, at noon at the Madison 
Square Hotel and in the afternoon at 
Calvary Church, Fourth Avenue and 
Twenty-first Street. It continues to- 
day.

Kaplan Also Wins Pay Rise for 
Examiners After Plea to 
Estimate Board. 





DEFENDS TEMPORARY JOBS 





Says Impossibility of Holding 
Examinations Has Kept 2,274 
on Payrolis. 





Abraham 8. Kaplan, President of the 
Municipal Civil Service ' Commission, 
whose department was severely criti- 
cized publicly not long ago by Alder- 
manic President McKee, defended his 
record and that of his commission so 
well yesterday in an impassioned ad- 
dress before the Board of Estimate 
that the board granted him the fol- 
lowing concessions: ‘ 

Seven additional investigators et 
$2,400 a year esch; tnree additional 
examiners at $3,000 a year each; two 
additional stenographers at $1,200 a 
year each, and an increased daily rate 
for special examiners from $15 to $20 a 
day. The board also voted him $12,000 
for the special examination fund of 
the commission and on, next Thursday 
will increase the salaries of the pres- 
ent m@xteen examiners of the commis- 
sion who were overlooked in the re- 
cent salary raises. 

Mr. Kaplan got the full attention of 
the board when -he said that while 
there were 2,274 employes on the city 
payroll who have not taken civil ser- 
vice examinations, it is also true that 
the Municipal Civil Service Commis- 
sion now has nine fewer examiners 
than it had ten years ago, when its 
duties were far less onerous. 


Defends Temporary Jobs. 


Replying to criticism because tempo- 
Tary employes have been carried on 
the payrolls beyond the legal period, 
Mr. Kaplan said that rather than dis- 
obey the law his commission had been 
fulfilling its duty in certifying the re- 
tention of these employes as iong as it 
was impossible to hold examinations 
after which qualified empioyes might 
be selected. 

In 1924, he said, he applied for ten 
extra investigators. When they were 
refused it became necessary to limit 
the investigation of applicants for city 
jobs to an interview, at ‘which the ap- 
plicant was asked a few questions 
about himself, This is the so-called 
“secretarial investigation” which has 
been in force since then. 

‘‘We’ve done everything it is human- 
ly possible to do to keep things go- 
ing,’’ he said. ‘‘Of the temporary em- 
ployes now: being carried, one-third 
are employed by the Board of Trans- 
portation and I think you'll agree with 
me that the subway work must not 
be held up. If the Board of Transpor- 
tation wanted three times as many I'd 
put my O. K. on it.” 

“Yes, and I’d:put my O. K. on your 
O. K.,’’ .Mayor Walker volunteered. 

“During a year 3,700 persons had de- 
clined appointment from the lists be- 
cause the city doesn’t pay salaries 
high enough ‘to attract them,’’ Mr. 
Kaplan continued. In one case, 126 
had been certified for a position in the 
Board of Transportation, and all de- 
clined. 


McKee Is Outvoted. 


Aldermanic President McKee, who 
had criticised the commission at the 
last meeting, said he had investigated 
and had found there wasn’t the slight- 
est blame due because of the large 
number of temporary employes. He 
was opposed, however, to granting 
anything besides the three examiners 
at this time. When the budget is 
made up, he said, the whole system 
should be reorganized. On this, how- 
ever, he was outvoted, and Mr. Kap- 
lan’s complete request was granted. 

Henry M. Goldfogle, President. of the 
Tax Board, outlined a similar situa- 
tion with respect to his department. 
Ten additional clerks were needed, he 
saiu, because of the large amount of 
work caused by subdivision in Queens. 

On dayor Walker’s motion the ap- 
plication was laid over a week to 
allow an investigation by, the Budget 
Director. 


8 NEW FOREST FIRES 
START IN NEW JERSEY 


Pompton Powder Works Saved— 
1,300 Acres Burned Over— 
Blaze at Flanders, N.Y. 





TRENTON, N. J., April 21.—Eight 
new forest fires stdrted in New Jer- 
sey today and 650 acres of woodland 
were burned over. Three of. the fires 
were still burning late tonight while 
221 men fought the flames. 

In Passaic County two fires were re- 
ported. One is still burning. A fire 
at Pompton .-Lakes endangered the 
Pompton Powder Works and burned 
over fifty acres. Thirty men brought 
the blaze under control. 

Three fires in Morris County and one 
in Warren County were extinguished. 
In Monmouth County 500 acres were 
burned near Jackson Mills. In Atlan- 
tic County 100 acres near Old Pleasant 
Mills were burned during the day and 
at nightfall fifty men were still fight- 
ing to prevent the spread of the 
flames.

RIVERHEAD, L. I., April 21.—Sev- 
eral buildings at Flanders, about three 
miles southeast of this village, were 
destroyed in a forest fire today which 
burned over a large acreage. Among 
the buildings burned was a barn owned 
by Mrs. Helen Braumlich of Brooklyn, 
a small building owned by Mrs. D. J. 
Benoliel of Manhattan, and a corn 
crib and another stall building owned 
by George Sanford. 

The fire burned within a short dis- 
tance of the trout ponds and game 
preserves of the Flanders Club, the 
membership of which is composed of 
wealthy sportsmen. More than fifty 
men fought the fire, which was extin- 
guished tonight. 


FOR LIGHT ON SHAKESPEARE 


Briton Suggests Poem of His May 
Be Found in Spenser’s Grave.

LONDON, April 21.—New light may 
be thrown on Shakespeare if the sug- 
gestion of the writer of a letter to 
The Daily News is carried out. 

It is..recorded, he says, that when 
Edmund Spencer was buried in West- 
minster Abbey in 1599 the funeral 
was attended by many noblemen and 
poets, who threw into .the grave 
eulogies in his memory together with 
the pens with which they wrote them. 
It is argued that Shakespeare had 
then written two poems, ‘‘Venus and 
Adonis” and ‘‘Lucrece’’ and that he 
was almost ‘certain to have been pres- 
ent.

British Scientist at Cornell 
Recommends Method: for Run- 
ners at Olympics. 





RACERS CARRY MAGNETS 





Discs Weigh but Little and System 
Insures Accuracy, Says 
Professor.

ITHACA, April 21.—An electric tim- |’ 


ing device to supplant the stop watches 
at the Olympic games was suggested 
by Professor A. V. Hill, British scien- 
tist, who is lecturing at Cornell this 
term. Professor Hill; who is conduct- 
ing some important physiological ex- 
periments with members of the Cornell 
track team, discussed some of the re- 
sults the tests have so far disclosed. 

The charts can be read easily so 
that the runner may be timed to 1-200 
of a second. 

“I don’t see why they haven’t em- 
ployed this method of timing runners 
in the Olympic games,’”’ Professor Hill 
declared as he explained the procedure. 
“The coils could be placed over each 
lane on the track at the desired inter- 
vals. There would be no argument in 
close races. The graph would show 
the time of each runner to 1-200th of 
a second and his complete perform- 
ance during the entire race. Each run- 
ner would carry a small magnet. It 
could be a small metal disk worn on 
the front or back of his shirt or even 
on top of his head, if he wanted. It 
would require about as much energy to 
carry it as it — to move a mos- 
quito’s wing on 

“Stop-watch timing? is old-fashioned. 
To install an‘electric timing dévice for 
‘the Olympic games would ‘cost about 
$2,000. There is no reason I know of 
why it should not be done and there 
are many advantages Professor Hill,’’ 
declared. 

The device for timing the runners 
makes a graph of their performances 
on photographic paper. Wire coils are 
placed along the track at specified in- 


tervals. In the tests here Professor 
Hill placed them at one yard, three 
yards, six yards, ten yards, fifteen 
yards and from then on at twenty yard 
intervals to‘'the end of the 100 or 200 
yard course. 


Electric Timer in Operation. 


A light piece of magnetized sheet 
was fastened about the waist of the 
runner. As he passed each-of the coils 
with nis magnet an electric current 
was induced in it. A wire carried the 
currant to a galvanometer in a labo- 
ratory in Schoellkopf Memorial Hall, 
the Cornell training quarters. Here a 
beam of light was focused on a mirror 
attached to the galvanometer so that 
it reflected the light into a special 
camera, the beam of light striking 
the photographic paper inside the 
camera at a point. The paper rolled 
past the point and a line or’ graph was 
made on it. 


DEFER VOTE A WEEK 
ON FORT LEE BRIDGE 


Estimate Board Members Hear 
Opposition to Anchorage in 
Fort Washington Park. 





Unexpected opposition to the plans 
of the Port of New York Authority 
to locate within Fort Washington 
Park the colossal masonry anchorage 
for the Manhattan end of the Fort Lee- 
Fo:t Washington bridge across the 
Hudson River caused the Board of 
Estimate yesterday to defer for one 
week action upon a resolution sanc- 
tioning the plan. The attitude of 


members of the board made it clear, 
however, that, ultimate approval is 
virtually assured. 

The opposition was voiced by J. P. 
Burgeman, City Landscape Engineer, 
who declared he thought it possible 
that a site for the anchorage could 
be found at a point further east than 
the park lands and that such a site 
would be practicable from an engi- 
neering point of view and would re- 
move the objection that the anchorage 
and bridge approach would constitute 
a serious park encroachment. Mr. 
Burgerman said his opposition to this 
part of the bridge plan would persist 
unless he could be convinced that a 
more easterly location for the anchor-’ 
age would be impracticable or would 
entail a prohibitory expense because 
of the cost of private property which 
would have to be condemned. 

The Landscape Engineer’s position 
Was supported by Mrs. John Clapper- 
ton Kerr, representing several civic 
organizations interested in park preser- 
vation. 

Julius Henry Cohen, counsel for the 
Port Authority, expressed surprise at 
what he considered an ‘“‘eleventh hour 
objection.’”’ He declared that the sub- 
ject had been thoroughly thrashed out 
in the special committee representing 
both the Port Authority and the city 
authorities, with Aldermanic President 
McKee acting as Chairman. It had 
been clearly demonstrated, Mr. Cohen 
said, that to place the anchorage 
further east would add more than 
$7,000,000 to the cost of the structure; 
would delay completion of it more than 
@ year, and would involve a complete 
redrafting of the plans. 

He held further that, if the eastern 
anchorage were placed further from 
the river, the two land spans of the 
bridge would not be symmetrical, since 


the length of the supplementary span |° 


on the New Jersey side is automatic- 
ally determined .by the topography of 
the Palisades. - 

Mr. Cohen said delay of a year 
would mean a loss of about $5,000,000, 
including interest on loans and loss in 
tolls, to the Port Authority, besides 
a long postponement of the hoped-for 
traffic relief. | 

Mr. Burgerman insisted that the 
Port Authority engineers had orig- 
inally estimated that to locate the 
anchorage east of’ the park property 
would cost not more than $1,500,000 
additional.

Paris, was pushed at top speed at 
Curtiss Field yesterday. Unwilling to 
wait for instruments from the factory, 
with which navigation will be done, 
mechanics took a whole set of Pioneer 
instruments from the Travel-Air plane 
which won the Ford Reliability, Tour 
last year and installed it in the Bel- 
lanca. : 

These instruments include everything 
absolutely necessary for a long-dis- 
tance flight except a sextant—earth in- 
duction compass, drift indicator, alti- 
meter, turn’and bank indicators, dials 
registering rate of ascent and descent 

._ and others which ‘help the navigator 
in finding his way, over unknown ter- 
ritory. The Travel-Air plane was 


stripped and a new instrument board 
cut out for the Bellanca, in which 
they will be placed. 

There was a good deal of tension 
among those directly connected with 
the flight yesterday because of the un- 
certainty of who will be chosen to ac- 
company Lloyd ‘W. Bertaud, air mail 
flier. The pilots on the recent endur- 
ance record flight were Bert Acosta 
and Clarence -D. Chamberlin, and 
both of them hoped and expected to 
make the trip until Bertaud was 
named by Charles A. Levine, owner of 
the plane. Acosta did not know until 
Wednesday that Bertaud had been 
chosen. On that day Bertaud arrived 
at the field. 


Hoped to Fly Together. 


There has been the best of feeling be- 
tween Acosta and Chamberlin, and 
either is ready to step out for the 


other, but as they made the endurance 
record together they had hoped to make 
the Paris flight together. Now that 
they know that one of the other 
apparently is slated to step aside they 
are somewhat upset. Chamberlin has 
not been at the field for two days, 
although Acosta has been there every 
day. Chamberlin is employed as a 
test pilot for the Wright Motor Cor- 
poration, whose motor will be depended 
upon to carry the men across, while 
Acosta is employed by Levine. . Mr. 
Bellanca is understood to favor Cham- 
berlin, and it is said that Mr. Levine 
favors Acosta. 

When Mr. Levine was asked yester- 
day when he would decide who would 
accompany Bertaud he said he did not 
see how he could decide until the last 
moment. 

“J want both the boys to have their 
heart in their work up to the last mo- 
ment,” he said, ‘‘and if one of them 
was chosen now the other would prob- 
ably be sore.’’ 

“We are going ahead making our 
preparations, both Chamberlin and 
myself,” Acosta said. ‘‘We don’t 
know who is going. If some one is 
chosen in place of us he will naturally, 
and he should, wish to make the same 
tests we are making to satisfy our- 
selves as to the performance of the 
plane. We will take it out tomorrow 
and make a speed test so as to learn 
the gasoline consumption at the speed 
we figure we should make.” 

Acosta had only praise for Bertaud 
as a pilot and said he understood he 
was an excellent navigator. 


Secret Take Off Expected. 


The impression gained about the field 
yesterday that the plane would take 
off at the earliest moment, and prob- 
ably as quickly and as secretly as pos- 


sible. It is only a short distance to 
the end of the runway at Roosevelt 
Field, and the plane could easily be 
run over there in the light of an auto- 
mobile’s headlights and filled with 
gasoline before many persons were the 
wiser. The bare spot of the runway, 
sliced away through a hill for the take- 
off of Commander Richard E. Byrd’s 
heavier plane, which crashed last 
Saturday, was in plain sight from the 
hangar. It was just in front of the 
spot where the Sikorsky crashed last 
Fall, in the gully now known as 
Sikorsky’s Gulch. ~ 

“Will you come down through that 
spot?’’ Acosta was asked. 

“Oh, we'll be off long before that,’’ 
he said. ‘If we are not we will stop 
and try over again. We don’t need to 
be rolled up in a ball to know we have 
failed.’’ ; 

But the general impression is that 
if the Bellanca starts in the early 
morning hours in the next few days 
she will be in the air and circling 
toward her course for Paris before she 
reaches the bank which wrecked the 
Sikorsky, even with the 415 gallons of 
gasoline she will carry. John Ceresi, 
the mechanic, is sure she will. 

“That is an airplane,’ says Ceresi, 
proudly.

Physician Quit Psychlatrical Society 


Because of Charges, the 


Clergyman Asserts. 


Allegations that Dr. L. Pierce Clark 
of 2 East Sixty-fifth Street, noted 
neuropsychiatrist, resigned from the 
New . York Psychiatrical Society, of 
which he had been President, because 
of charges that he was too attentive 
to a woman patient, and that he asked 
her husband, tne Rey. Carl M. San- 
gree, pastor of the First Congrega- 
tional Church at Litchfield, Conn., to 
divorce her, are made in an affidavit 
by the clergyman filed yesterday in the 
Supreme Court action against Dr. 
Clark for $250,000 for alienation. Dr. 
Clark was arrested on a civil order 
on Wednesday, and released on a $15,- 
000 bond: 

The clergyman’s affidavit said that 
his‘ wife became afflicted with a 
nervous disorder in 1924, and after a 
child was born in June, 1925, she again 
needed the treatment of a neurologist. 
He consulted Dr. Clark who told him 
the treatment would last from six 
months to a year and would be expen- 
sive. He then sought another spe- 
Cialist, but was advised that Dr. Clark 
should treat his wife. 

The Rev. Mr. Sangree said the treat- 
ments began at Litchfield in June, 
1925, and thereafter became more fre- 
quent, until the visits numbered thirty- 
eight in November. Dr. Clark then 
said he was going to Europe, avers 
the plaintiff, and suggested that the 
Sangrees go along because he did not 
want to interrupt Mrs. Sangree’s 
treatments. The clergyman took his 
wife abroad, although he said he 
could scarcely afford to do so. His 
wife began to improve upon their re- 
turn, but she then told him she would 
have to take an apartment in Stam- 
ford to be nearer Dr. Clark. 

“I met her by appointment in New 
York on Dec. 8, 1925,” said the clergy- 
man. “I attempted to greet her in the 
customary manner with a kiss, but 
she refused, saying she did not love 
me but loved and intended to marry 
the defendant, and that the defendant 
intended to marry her. I asked the 
defendant if this was true and he con- 
fessed that it was.’’ 

The clergyman said that on Dec. 22, 
1925, Dr. Clark called at Mrs. San- 
gree’s apartment in Stamford and ad- 
mitted that he loved her, and ‘said 
he thought he would make a better 
husband for my wife than I would, be- 
cause they were more congenial.”’ He 
pleaded with Dr. Clark to discontinue 
the treatments of Mrs. Sangree, the 
clergyman said, so another specialist 
could be engaged, but Dr. Clark re- 
fused, ‘“‘because he loved her and 
wanted to cure her.’’ 

The plaintiff says that in January, 
1926, he told Dr. Clark he wanted all 
social and medical relations discon- 
tinued, and in February, at the request 
of Dudley Field Malone, purporting to 
represent Mrs. Sangree, he met his 
wife at the home of Carl W. Hamilton, 
at 270 Park Avenue. He said his wife 
asked him in the presence of Mr. Ma- 
lone to let her divorce him and he de- 
clined. 

An answer by Dr. Clark denying the 
allegations of Mr. Sangree will be filed 
shortly. . , 


TWO CADET FLIERS DIE 
IN SEAPLANE CRASH 


W. F. Bingham of New York and 
R. W. Kenison of Boston Fall 
Into Chesapeake. 





NEWPORT NEWS, Va., April 21 
(?).—Richard W. Kenison of Boston 
and Wilbur F. Bingham of New York 


were killed today when their seaplane 
crashed into Chesapeake Bay between 
the Ripraps and Willoughby Spit.

Chairman of the Aviation Committee 
of the post, has requested the French 
Government to light the Paris-London 
Airway in the event Davis picks up 
this route at night. .

Nungesser Inspects Propeller. | 

Captain Charles M..Nungesser and 
Captain Francois Coli spent the day 
at Chartres inspecting the new pro- 
peller for the giant Levassenr airplane, 


in. which they hope to make a non- 
stop flight from Paris to New York 
within the next ten days or two weeks. 
The two Frenchmen are eager to take 
off at the first possible moment, but 
do not intend to permit their eager- 
ness to influence them in starting be- 
fore the most minute details of prepa- 
ration have been completed. ° 

Tomorrow Nungesser and Coli will 
resume their test flights-with increased 
loads. They have now determined that 
their plane must rise from Le Bourget 
for its 3,600-mile flight to Mineola, L. 
I., with a total weight of 5,000 kilo- 
grams (11,000 pounds). This includes 
the instruments and the 4,000 litres 
(985 gallons) of fuel necessary to make 
the distance. In order to save weight 
it is quite probable there will be no 
wireless on the machine, so that from 
the moment they leave Paris they will 
be unable to, call for help in case of 
distress. 

Captain Coli, the navigator of the 
expedition, has tentatively fixed the 
course as follows: Paris, Point de 
Honfleur, Point de Cherbourg, Lands 
End, England; Bray Head, Ireland, 
where ‘the telegraph station wili be 
able to signal the passage of the fliers, 
thence: veering slightly northward to 
point of longitude 30 west from Green- 


‘wich, latitude 54 north, thence soutn- 


ward to the southernmost point of 
Newfoundland, Cape Race, reaching 
the American Atlantic coast near 
Boston, and then to New York. 

In order to give the navigator space 
the seating arrangement has been en- 
tirely revised. The standard model 
Levasseur has three seats, one behind 
another. Nungesser’s first seat will be 
removed to make room for gas tanks. 
Th~ pilot and the observer are almost 
side by side, the latter being only 
slightly behind, giving them opportu- 
nity to converse and to exchange 
places, if necessary. 


Drouhin Will Fly Farman Plane. 


PARIS, April 21 (4).—The French avi- 
ator M. Drouhin, who only recently 
lost his duration flight record of 45 
hours 11 minutes and 59 seconds to 
Bert Acosta and Clarence D. Cham- 
berlin, is the latest entry into the 
French lists for the honor of being the 
first to cross the Atlantic between 
New York and Paris by air. 

Drouhin, whose compatriots, Cap- 
tain Charles Nungesser and Captain 
Francois Coli, are now rounding their 
plane into shape for the transatlantic 
attempt, has withheld the name of his 
partner. His machine, a Farman bi- 
motor, which has been tested secretly 
on the Farman aviation field, is re- 
ported tuned to perfection, but no fore- 
casts are forthcoming as to when the 
aviator will take off. 


PARIS-ALGERIA FLIGHT 
IS MADE FIRST TIME 


This Is Thought:a Typical Ex- 
ample of Steady Progress Being 
Made in French Aviation.

PARIS, April 21.—Aside from spec- 
tacular non-stop flights and highly fi- 
nanced aerial tours about Europe, 
Africa and the Mediterranean, the 
French military and civil aviation is 
showing daily signs of steady and en- 
ergetic development. 

Even the ordinary citizen resident 
within fifteen miles of the remote mili- 
tary flying field of Villacoublay is con- 
scious ‘of the enormous activity evinced 
by the daily hum of airplane motors 
which becomes as regular as the roar 
of railway trains. This is only one in- 
dication that the squadrons assigned 
to the various fields of aeronautical 
progress such as navigation, acrobatics, 
group flying, observation, &c., are pro- 
ceeding with an intensive practical en- 
deavor to push the science of flying 
ahead with every means at command. 

This activity is shown in such brief 
military reports as the following, which 
have become so usual as not to atttract 
special attention. It was announced 
today that seven planes left Le Bour- 
get Military Field under the command 
of Captain Venson at 8 o’clock this 
morning and flew to Mayence and 
back, a distance of 900 kilometers 
(56244 miles) in 7 hours and 40 minutes. 
The flight was completed in perfect 
order without an incident of any kind 
it is stated. 

This is one of half a dozen similar 
flights within the past few weeks, not- 
ably a similar round trip excursion to 
Mayence led by Commandant Vitrolles 
last week. 

The French press today also men- 
tions inconspicuously that a French 
pilot, Adjutant.Rossi, accompanied by 
Captain Deve, an instructor in the 
Versailles Aeronautical School, suc- 
ceeded for the first time in a non-stop 
flight from Paris to Algeria, flying to 
Oran, a. distance of 1,750 kilometers 
(1,095 miles) in 9 hours 25 minutes. 
The regular air services with Algeria 
leave from Toulouse and Marseilles.

MRS. STOBLE’S FATE 
WEIGHED BY JURORS 


Court Refuses Request to Read 
Testimony of the Slain Girl's 
Sister, Fearing Prejudice.. 





WOMAN . IS° EMOTIONLESS 


But Husband Weeps as Prosecution 
Denounces Her—Case Rests on 
Slayer’s Mental State.

FREEHOLD, N. J., April 21.—The 
fate of Mrs. Christine Stoble of Red 
Bank, charged with the murder. of 
her fifteen-year-old unmarried daugh- 
ter Rosa, soon after the girl had be- 
come a mother, was put in the hands 
of the-jury at 1:40 o’clock this after- 
noon by Supreme Court Justice Frank 
T. Lioyd, presiding at the trial. At a 
late hour tonight the jury was still 


out. 

A little after 4 o’clock the jurors 
filed back into the court room with 
a@ request to have read the testimony 
of the dead girl’s fourteen-year-old sis- 
ter ‘Christine, who had sworn she 
heard her mother tell her father she 
had committed the crime ‘‘to save you 
from the electric chair by killing her 
before you did.”” The defense of Mrs. 
Stoble had been that she was out of 
her mind and could not remember 
shooting her daughter. 

Justice Lloyd declined to accede to 
the request on the ground that read- 
ing some portions of the trial pro- 
ceedings might emphasize those parts 
to the prejudice of other testimony. 
The jurors returned to their delibera- 
tions. At 5:40 the Court summoned 
them, told them they could continue 
their session in the Common Pleas 
court room, and that he would go to 
his hotel to await the verdict however 
late it might come. 

Court opened with J. Victor D’Aloia 
summing up for the defense. He ar- 
gued that sight of her daughter’s in- 
fant put Mrs. Stoble in a state of 
mind comparable to shell shock and 
that ‘‘she did not have murder in her 
heart.” ‘ 

In summing up for the State, Prose- 
cutor John J. Quinn denounced the 
accused woman as being ‘utterly 
without heart, fiendish.’’ Indicating 
her he declared: “Even the lowest 
animal will defend its young from 
death, even the slimy snake. This 
woman—I will not call her a mother— 
answered her daughter when in ‘direst 
need of a mother’s sympathy and un- 
derstanding with a stream of bul- 
lets."’ 

He would not ask for the death pen- 
alty, he said, ‘‘because she is not 
worth it,” but sought a verdict of 
guilty in the first degree with recom- 
mendation of life imprisonment. Mrs. 
Stoble looked squarely at him during 
the proceedings without emotion. Her 
husband wept. 

In hts charge, Justice Lloyd out- 
lined the possidle verdicts and told 
the. jurors they had only to decide 
whether or not Mrs. Stoble had killed 
her daughter, and, if she had done so, 
whether she was in her right mind at 
the time. 


3 PATROLMEN SUSPENDED. 


Charged With Attempted Extortion 
of $300 From Druggist.|

DEMAND SUSPENSION 
FOR WHEAT FRAUDS 


Illinois Senators Ask Board of 
Trade to Oust Armour Grain 
Company Officials. 


PLEA MADE FOR J. 0. ARMOUR 


Chicagoan Asks Colleagues Not to 
Give One More Kick to Man 
“Down and Out.”

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., ‘April 21.—Ig- 
noring all pleas for delay, the State 
Senate showed its temper concerning 
the Chicago Board of Trade today -by 
voting, 24 to 11, in favor of a resolu- 
tion calling on the: board to ‘suspend 
from membership ‘‘the-officers of the 
Armour Grain Company who had 
knowledge of the frauds practised by 
the Armour Grain Company in the or- 
ganization of the Grain Marketfhg 
Company.” 

These officers were not named in 
the debate on the resolution, which oc- 
cupied much of the session. J. Ogden 
Armour’s financial affairs were dis- 
cussed and a particularly strong plea 
was made to protect him from this 
blow. Antagonism of the farmers to 
the tactics that brought about the 
failure of the grain cooperative proj- 
ect was probably the ruling motive 
behind the action. 

The statement was made during de- 
bate that the agitation was part of a 
plan to aid a candidate for the Presi- 
dency. The suggestion was made that 
the State inspectors responstble for 
the fraudulent grading of wheat sam- 
ples should be punished. This is tite 
first' time this phase of the scandal 
has been brought out openly. The 
Curran legislative committee has 
avoided it, fearing that Governor Small 
would put, snags in the way of such 
an investigation. 

Senator Harold C. Kessinger of Au- 
rora, author of the Armour resolution, 
called it up for passage this morning. 
Senator James J. Barbour of Chicago 
opposed it. 

“The Board of Trade is a reputable 
body;” he said. 

“It seems out of place at this time 
of tension to indicate by resolution 
that the board is not going to do its 
duty. * * * I would like to say a word 
for J. Ogden Armour, head of that 
company by inheritance. There was 
a time when it was popular to indicate 
the packers a= the representatives of 
swollen wealth, and for years they 
faced criminal prosecution. There 
came-a time when this great institu- 
tion, which had meant so much to 
Chicago, had it all could do to get by. 
Mr. Armour quietly taking his father’s 
place when adversity came, volun- 
tarily and cheerfully gave up prac- 
tically all that he had to save that 
company. A committee of bankers 
took everything over. The bank stock 
that went at $240 two years ago, today 
is selling at $400 a share. He suc- 
ceeded his father in the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee & St. Paul Railroad stock and 
had to take a great loss. 

‘“‘When a man in a way is down and 
out, up against it, the individual Sen- 
ator is not voting to rush with a club 
to give him one more lick until the 
time when he must do so. The Sen- 
ate should: not do this collectively. I 
move this be sent back to the com- 
mittee to be considered when all mem- 
bers are present.” 

Senator Barbour’s motion was de- 
feated 24 to 11, and the resolution 
was passed a few moments later.

After my 
marriage Mrs. Eytinge and I agreed 
to a joint bank account, with the un- 
derstanding I was to use her name on 
checks, since I was legally dead and 
could not enter a contract.” © 
oc pa said he would fight extradi- 
on. . 


Convicted Several Times. 


Victor Eytinge, known as the ‘man 
who came back,” began his criminal 
career while still in his teens. Born of 


a family of artists, actors and musi- 
cians, he grew up rather haphazardly, 
leaving school at the age of 16. From 
that time on until he was sentenced 
for the murder of a room-mate, John 
Leicht, in Phoenix, Ariz., he was in 
and out of reform schools and prisons, 
being convicted three or four times for 
forgeries. 

At the age of 28 he came out of the 
Ohio State: Penitentiary at Columbus 
with a five-year term behind him. His 
relatives sent him out to Arizona, then 
a Territory, for prison had left him ap- 
parently near death from tuberculosis. 


Once in Arizona he resorted to his old | 


tricks of swindling by forgery. When 
John Leicht was found dead -circum- 
stances seemed to indicate that Ey- 
tinge was the slayer. A Maricopa jury 
convicted him. He was sentenced to 
life imprisonment. 

When he entered Yuma Prison in 
1907 he found himself in one of the 
worst ‘‘holes’’ in America, and, suf- 
fering as he was of tuberculosis; it 
seemed as if he had only a month or 
so to live. But:a plea to tradesmen 
to furnish him with eggs and milk 
succeeded, and when the prison was 
moved to a healthier spot he began to 
recover. During the following sixteen 
years in prison Eytinge wrote sales 
literature for many firms, and so im- 
pressed were the various advertising 
clubs with Eytinge’s ‘‘copy”’ that a pe- 
tition was circulated throughout the 
country to obtain a pardon. 

The pardon came at the end of De- 
cember in 1922, 

Three weeks out of prison he mar- 
ried Mrs. Pauline Diver Eytinge, who 
had waited eight years for him. Their 
romance began in a business corre- 
spondence. Soon after his marriage 
he took a $10,000 job as an advertis- 
ing man in New York, and still later 
he became a playwright. 


WRITER CONVICTED 
OF HOLD-UP MURDER 


Jury Recommends Life Term for 
J. F. King tor Killing New 
Jersey Saloon Keeper. 





A jury in Jersey City, deliberating 
less than an hour, returned yesterday 
a verdict of guilty of murder, with a 
recommendation of life imprisonment 
at hard labor, against John F. King, 


writer of adventure stories. King was 
charged with shooting to death 
Michael Speigel, a saloon owner, after 
= unsuccessful hold-up last Novem- 
er. 

Although the verdict surprised about 
200 friends of King, who waited in the 
court room, and spectators who had at- 
tended the trial and heard a purely 
circumstantial case reared against 
him, the prisoner, who is 25, showed 
no .surprise. _The jurors’, announce- 
ment that they were ready to give 
their verdict was generally regarded 
as signifying an acquittal, and as they 
filed in the jury box King turned to 
his father, seated behind him, and 
winked. When the verdict was spoken 
by the foreman, King betrayed no 
emotion. As he was being led from 
the court room by two guards he philo- 
sophically observed: “Well, I’ll have 
plenty of time to write now.’’ 

Judge Robert V. Kinkead, who pre- 
sided at the trial, will sentence King 
Monday morning. 

Michael Speigel was shot to death by 
one of two hold-up men in his West 
New York saloon. His 23-year-old 
daughter, Augusta, found her father 
dying from a wound in his heart and 
got a fleeting glimpse of one of the 
two men as they escaped. She iden- 
erg King after his arrest in Brook- 


King took the stand in his own de- 
fense and offered an.alibi. He said he 
had ‘been writing a mystery story 


when a telephone call came to him’ 


from an unknown benefactor who ad- 
vised him that the police were search- 
ing for him. Having been paroled 
only a few months before after serv- 
ing more than four ‘years for a previ- 
ous hold-up, he thought it best to keep 
clear of the police since: he was with- 
out funds and counsel. King was in 
the navy during the war. He lived 
with his parents at 753 Thirty-fourth 
Street, North Bergen. -

Program Set Back Another Month 
to Allow Readvertisement 
of New Form. 


Further delay of at least a month in 
the awarding of franchises for bus 
operation was made necessary yester- 
day by the Board of:Estimate’s deci- 
sion to change the proposed form of 
franchise contract to give better pro- 
tection in case the city should decide 
to recapture. Four weeks will be re- 
quired under the law to advertise the 
amended form of contract. The board 
set May 19 as the date when the bus 
matter’ will next come officially before 
it. 

Although the decision to change the 
form of contract was not for the pur- 
pose of delay, there was no indication 
that the members of the board were 


any nearer a decision on the bus fran- 
chises than they have been for the last 
six months. The board was reported 
still to be hopelessly deadlocked, with 
Mayor Walker apparently unable to 
get the necessary. award of the fran- 
chise for Manhattan, Brooklyn and 
Queens to the Equitable Coach Com- 
pany, the applicant he favors. 

The desirability of; amending the 

form of contract to provide-better pro- 
tection for the city in the event of re- 
capture was. called to the hoard’s at- 
tention two weeks ago by Leonard M. 
Wallstein, counsel of the, Citizens 
Union. : 
-In bringing ‘the bus matter before 
the board, Mayor Walker said he be- 
lieved, Mr. Walistein’s position was 
well taken, The Mayor added that, 
while he was opposed to further delay, 
he thought the form of contract should 
be changed and that the proposed con- 
tracts should be readvertised. 

The Mayor then read an amended 
recapture section, prepared by the 
Board of Transportation, which pro- 
vided that the city might recapture a 
bus route at. the cost of investment 
less actual depreciation. Mr. Wall- 
stein approved the provision. 

“It is the greatest advance yet made 
in a contract of this type,” he said.

Board Will Consider Efficiency, 
Past Records, Programs and 
Priority of Stations. 


MUSIC GETS SECOND PLACE]i 


Violators of Former Regulations 
WIll Be Placed In a Low 
“Langulshing Band.’’

WASHINGTON, April 21.—A definite 
program was announced today by the 
Federal Radio Commission to govern 
its course in issuing licenses to broad- 
casting stationa. 

The commission indicated that in 
separating “‘good”’ from ‘‘bad”’ stations 
in assigning frequencies it would be 
influenced by these four primary con- 
siderations: Past conduct, mechanical 
efficiency, program service and pri- 
ority. 

If a station had scrupulously ob- 
served former regulations in the mat- 
ter of frequency and power, that would 
weigh heavily in insuring favorable 
action on an application for a license, 
it was explained. 

Almost equal weight would be given, 


it was said, to an apniicant able to 
show that his equipment was adequate 
in all respects from a mechanical 
standpoint. 

As to service, it was stated, prefer- 
ence would be given to stations which 
in the opinion of the commission were 
performing a ‘‘public service’ in the 
dissemination of cultural or informa- 
tive intelligence. Such stations, it was 
announced, would find greater favor 
with the commission that those which 
were providing programs solely for en- 
tertainment. The ‘‘popular’’ station, 
the commission declared, was not nec- 
essarily important from the standpoint 
of ube interest or convenience. 

As a general proposition, other things 
being equal, the commission made it 
clear that prtority would be accorded 
broadcasters who had been performing 
satisfactory service and new applicants 
would have to take less desirable loca- 
tions in the broadcasting band. 

In assigning frequencies the commis- 
sion probably will allocate to stations 
that jump wave lengths, pirated 
channels reserved for Canadian use or 
violated the regulations with respect 
to power, positions in the “languish- 
ing’ band—that is, around 200 meters— 
which would limit them for all practi- 
cal purposes to service of a local 
character. 

There will be no arbitrary classifi- 
cation of stations, as was recommended 
at the recent hearings. 

The commission, in granting sixty- 
day licenses, will not accept promises 
of what broadcasters expect to do in 
the future. It has made a survey of 
the broadcasting field and has volumi- 
nous records on the kind and extent 
of service rendered in the past. This 
data will be the determining factor in 
proceeding under the license sys- 
tem, which will become operative on 
April 25. 

In explaining the type of service that 
would be demanded, Commissioner Bel- 
pet speaking for the commission, 
sai . 


“The popularity of a station will 
have little weight with us. That is 
not a test of ‘public service’ as the 
term is used in the law. 

“* ‘Popularity’ can be stimulated very 
easily and in various ways. We will 
encourage stations set up in given 
communities to perform certain kinds 
of public service. The station that 
varies its program is likely to receive 
more consideration than one that gives 
a set service day after day. The sta- 
tion that gives music only will not 
make much headway with us.” 

Mr. Bellows said there was no in- 
tention on the part of the commission 
to punish stations that in the past 
had pirated Canadian channels and 
worked on split kilocycles. Such prac- 
tices, however, would not be tolerated 
hereafter. Radio field inspectors have 
been directed to keep a sharp watch 
on stations, and violations of the com- 
mission’s orders in these respects will 
at once be cited to the Department of 
Justice for appropriate court action. 

Stations that stray outside the do- 
main marked out for them by the com- 
mission will experience trouble in hav- 
ing licenses renewed. 

Indications are that a majority of 
the 732 stations now broadcasting will 
secure short-time licenses. Not to ex- 
ceed twenty-five are expected to drop 
at the outset. Most of the twenty- 
one portable broadcasters have given 
notice that they are willing to anchor 
in a permanent place. In all these 
cases licenses may be renewed. 

Mr. Bellows said that if the commis- 
sion’s plan to clear up the radio situ- 
ation in New York and Chicago 
worked out as expected the whole air 
problem in this country would in large 
part be solved. The congestion in 
New York and Chicago was likely to 
be relieved, it was stated, by requir- 
ing stations in the two cities to operate 
on a fifty-kilocycle separation.

The new remedy is a fermentive or- 
ganic preparation and was suggested 
to Dr. von Noorden of Frankfort-on- 
Main, expert on metabolism, by a Ber- 
lin physician, Dr. Richard Meissner. 

According to the report read tests 
made with animals were highly suc- 
cessful and Dr. von Noorden now is 
treating humans with good results. 
The specific was first tried on dogs 
and cows after extirpation of the pan- 
creatic glands. Horment was then 
given to the animals and they re- 
mained perfectly well and showed no 
trace of diabetes, despite the absence 
of the pancreatic juice, which prevents 
the entrance of sugar into the blood. 
The tests were then extended to hu- 
man diabetes sufferers.

OF ARREST ORDER 


Publisher of United American Is 
Exonerated of Charges in Sale 
of Company’s Stock. 


HIS ACCUSER IS REBUKED 


Court Finds “Strong Suspicion of 
Bad Faith” by Plaintiff Who 
Sued for an Accounting. 


Justice John Ford in the Supreme 
Court yesterday handed down a deci- 
sion vacating the civil order of arrest 
issued by Justice Jeremiah T. Mahoney 
on Feb. 23, against Amog Bertacchini 
of the United American Publishing 
Company, in a suit brought by Philip 
Tomaselli for an accounting of moneys 
alleged to have been received from the 
sale of stock in the publishing com- 
pany. 

The order of arrest was based on the 
allegation that Mr. Bertacchini was a 
resident of Massachusetts. When the 
case was argued on March 30 before 
Justice Ford by Nathaniel Phillips, of 
the law firm of Anderson, Phillips and 
Moss, counsel for Mr. Bertacchini, affi- 


davits were presented that the b- 
lisher had been a resident of New York 
City for five or six years and photo- 
stat copies of ro receipts and of 
election records sho he had voted 


a strong suspicion of bad faith’”’ on the 
part of Tomaselli. 

Mr. Phillips said that the suit was 
“nothing but part of a squabble be- 
tween minority and majority stock- 
holders. The trouble was due, he 
said, to the fact that Tomaselli was 
devoted to the Fascist cause and had 
demanded that Bertacchini transform 
the United American, published 5 Phen the 
company, into a Fascist organ, 
as Bertacchini insisted that it be an 
“American paper.’’

A week later 
the tests will be repeated, with the 
stations using 22.02 and 32.77 meter 
waves, respectively, for simultaneous 
operation. 

Observers will be on duty at six 
points in the United States. Others 
will be in Berlin, London, five cities 
in South America, North Palmerston, 
New Zealand; Melbourne and Perth, 
Australia; Shanghai, Tokio, Johannes- 
burg, South Africa; Manila, and one 
station in Hawaii.

NO FUNDS PROVIDED 
FOR STEVEDORES ACT 


Commissioner Verrill Says Only 
Qzarter of Compensation Money 
Is Available. 





Because the Federal Compensation 
act, protecting harbor workers and 
longshoremen, was rushed through in 
the final half hour of the recent ses- 
pion of Congress and provided no 
funds for payment of claims, only one- 
quarter of the funds required will be 
available from another fund and the 
act will be administered from five 
districts instead of the necessary 
twelve, according to United States 
Compensation Commissioner Charles 
H. Verrill. In an address last evening 
at the Yale Club, he told the New 
ork Claim Association, consisting of 
Insurance company representatives, 
that employers, labor and the insur- 
ance companies ‘would have to work 
together to bring the bureau through 
an emergency period. 

The districts will be operated through 
offices in New York, Baltimore, New 
Orleans, Cleveland and San Francisco, 
he said. Funds will be allotted from 
moneys appropriated for payment of 
eompensation claims to Federal em- 
ployes under the act of 1916, by special 
permission of the President. Commis- 
gioner Verrill admitted that he had 
consulted State compensation officials 
as to their handling some of the Fed- 
eral work until funds are obtained, 
but he doubted that the law would 
allow it, except in Hawaii. Provisions 
of State acts, especially of New York, 
‘will be used in guiding the Federal 
@fficials, he said. 

Representatives of the Clyde and 
Mallory lines and of stevedore interests 
were included in the group who ques- 
tioned Commissioner Verrill as to pro- 
cedure in obtaining protection and as to 
the division of Federal and State lia- 
bility. Heretofore men injured on nav- 
igable waters were protected only un- 
der the common law rights of suit, and 
e@bout 300,000 workers will now have 
compensation rights under the new 
Federal act, operative July 1. Com- 
missioner Verrill explained its provi- 
sions in detail and predicted a valuable 
service when funds were available.

A novel plan to check business 
abuses is being tried out by the United 
Women’s Wear League of America.

Hach card points out just 
how unfair to manufacturers is the 
practice of the abuse it mentions and 
shows how it hampers trade relations 
between them and the retailers. The 
cards are issued to members of the 
league for inclusion with the state- 
ments they send to retailers, and are 
signed by the league. Among the 
things touched on by the cards, which 
are to be sent out in regular se- 
quence, are unjustifiable discounts, re-

FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Continued Irregularity in Stocks 
—London Bank Rate Down, 
New York's Unchanged. 


The most interesting occurrence on 
yesterday's markets was the reduction 
in the Bank of England’s official dis- 
count rate from 5 per cent, to 4%4; the 
first change in either direction since 
December, 1925. To Wali Street the 
news, which came at the opening of 
business in New York, challenged at- 
tention chiefly because of the recent 
prevalent belief that the London bank 
rate would not be lowered unless the 
New York Reserve Bank were to take 
the same action simultaneously. But 
the Reserve Bank made no change; all 
that has happened is the narrowing of 
the difference between the two rates 
from 1 per cent. to % of-1 per cent. . 

Until very lately, such action at 
London independently of New York 
seemed altogether improbable. The 
Bank of England was using every ex- 
pedient to avert a drain on its gold 
reserve for export which had become 
uncomfortably large at the very mo- 
ment when that reserve should have 
been rising through inflow of imported 
gold. But in the last few weeks the 
bank failed wholly to control London’s 
open money market rates. Two days 
ago they had fallen 1 per cent.. below 
the bank rate, and in the meantime the 
Bank of England, since the beginning 
of the month, had suddenly received 
such large amounts of gold that its 
holdings rose £3,300,000 to the highest 
figure since last October, £7,400,000 
more than in this week a year ago. 
With British home trade complaining 
of the high rate as an obstruction to 
business recovery, the bank’s hand was 
forced. What the result will be on the 
sterling market or on the future move- 
ment of gold between New York and 
London, it was not so easy t~ guess. 
Lombard Street discount rates declined 
from 4% per cent. to 3%, which is 
three-quarters of 1 per cent. below the 
present Wall Street time money rate, 
and sterling sold off to the lowest rate 
since the middle of March. 

Yesterday’s stock market was in 
most respects a fairly exact duplica- 
tion of other recent days. Declines 
and advances were distributed with the 
same disregard of any common in- 
fluence; but the stocks on which re- 
cent speculative activity has con- 
verged were strongly supported, du 
Pont and General Motors rising 5 or 6 
points on large transactions, while the 
very erratic Commercial Solvents ran 
up 10 points. United States Steel re- 
covered an early loss of nearly one 
point, but ended practically unchanged. 
New York money rates were unaltered; 
the Italian lira rose above its best 
previous price for the period. Two inci- 
dents of some significance were the 
Reserve Board’s report of a further 
rise in the system's gold to the highest 
figure since 1924, and an advance in 
cotton to a price not touched since last 
September and 25 per cent. above the 
season’s lowest. This may perhaps be 
called belated response to the recent 
remarkable ‘‘cotton-consumption fig- 
ures.” 

The Bank of France showed an un- 
expected trend in its account with the 
Government by reporting increase of 
1,150,000,000 francs for the week in ad- 
vances to the State. Such an increase 
is unusual at this time in the month; 
even at the corresponding date last 
year the account haa bee. redysed 
350,000,000 for the week and nearly 
1,000,000,000 in the fortnight. The past 
week’s additional borrowings follow 
three other weeks in which the loans 
to the Treasury were either increased 
or left unchanged, whereas they had 
been continuously reduced in every 
preceding week of 1927. This change 
can hardly be ascribed to an altered 
movement of the public revenue. It 
is more probable that, in the earlier 
weeks of 1927, the Treasury’s debit had 
been partially shifted to some other 
account and that, for some reason, re- 
shifting was necessary at the present 
time. This appeared more probable 
from the fact that the note circulation 
was.in no respect affected by the in- 
creased advances to the Government; 
the note issue decreased 332,720,000 
francs.

A spectacular advance in General 
Motors in response to predictions of 
an extra cash dividend was the out- 
standing feature of yesterday’s trad- 
ing on the Stock Exchange. After 
opening at 188%, a full point above 
Wednesday's closing level, this issue 
was whirled upward to a high of. 195 
on uncommonly. heavy transactions. 
The stock closed at 19344 for a net gain 
of 5% points. The du Pont shares, 
which bear a close relation to General 
Motors, rose almost as sensationally, 
but in much lighter trading. Their 
net advance was 5 points. Except for 
the flurry in General Motors, the mar- 
ket showed little change from the con- 
ditions that have prevailed two weeks 
or so. Individual issues which ap- 
peared to have been singled out for 
speculative attention made sharp 
gains, while others were almost wholly 
neglected and moved within narrow 
limits. Commercial Solvents B had a 


run-up of nearly 12 points and closed 
10 points above Wednesday’s final quo- 
tation. Houston Oil, Schulte Stores, 
Tobacco Products, Woolworth and 
Lima Locomotive made gains ranging 
from 2 to more than 3 points.

An Expectant Railway Market. 

Despite the occurrence of another 
period of extreme quiet in railroad de- 
velopments, the market action of rail 
share leaders on the Stock Exchange 
yesterday indicates the watchful wait- 
ing attitude of the financial district 
toward the situation. The rise of Santa 
Fe to 184%, the highest point in its 
record, gave shares of that company 
the leadership of the rail group.

London and New York Bank Rates. 


Reduction of the Bank of England’s 
money rate had for some time been 
discussed in London as contingent on 
a similar move by the Reserve Bank of 
New York, which started some con- 
jecture yesterday as to the. action 
which the Reserve Bank would take 
after the close of business. No change 
in the rate here was really expected, 
however, and the decision to leave the 
rate unchanged could hardly be called 
a disappointment. During 1920 and 
1921, when hoth the New York and the 
London bank rates rose to 7 per cent. 
and were subsequently reduced ‘to 5, 
the Bank of England and the New 
York Reserve Bank took action almost 
simultaneously on each successive 


change. Since then, however, they 
have not moved uniformly in common. 
The New York rate has been changed 
three times since December, 1925, dur- 
ing which interval the London rate 
has not changed. In 1924 the New 
York rate was changed three times, 
although the London bank kept at 4 


per cent. during the entire year. The 
New York rate was changed only once 
im) 1925, but the London rate was

The Rise of the Lira, 

Heavy buying of the Italian lira, both 
in. New York and-.on the principal Eu- 
ropean markets; carried the rate yes- 
terday to 5.18 cents, the highest of the 
present year to. date and also the 
highest since the first week of 1923. 
This persistent appreciation of the 
Italian currency was taken, to indi- 
cate both the belief by outside markets 
in the thorough-going reform applied 
by Italy to the home currency situa- 
tion and a feeling. .that the Italian 
Government will’ not oppose an ad- 
vance which seems to be based on 
other than purely speculative influ- 
ences. The lira has now advanced 
more than % cent since the beginning 
of the year.

Pere Marquette Dividends. 

Talk of an impasse in the plans of 
the Chesapeake & Ohio Railroad to 
acquire the Erie and the Pére Mar- 
quette was occasioned yesterday by 
the report that the Van Sweringen 
brothers were not in favor of the dec- 
laration recently by the Pére Marquette 
of a 20 per cent. stock dividend. The 
theory was advanced in some quarters 
that the Van Sweringens will make 
some move to induce the Interstate 
Commerce Commission to deny the Pére 
Marquette permission to pay the stock 
disbursement; but talk of this kind was 


obviously confined wholly to conjec- 
ture. The management of the Pére 
Marquette insists that it does not know 
what the Van Sweringens have in 
mind and that until the annual meet- 
ing in May nothing can be said as to 
what will happen then. Wall Street 
expressed firm belief, however, that 
the Ven Sweringens will elect the ma- 
jority of the directors at the annual 
meeting, and that then the settlement 
of the dividend question will be ‘‘most 
interestingly thrashed out.”

London’s Display of Confidence. 

The coincidence of a reduction in the 
Bank of England’s discount rate tak- 
ing place within two weeks of the 
date of the expiration of the $300,000,- 
000 British credits in New York was 
remarked on yesterday. It was re- 
garded as a striking proof of the con- 
fidence of the British in their situa- 
tion. The credits were obtained at the 
time of the British return to the gold 
standard in April, 1925. They have not 
been touched and will not be renewed 
when they runout on April 30.

Japan Not Asking Aid. 

The Japanese situation is not such as 
would call for outside assistance, in 
the opinion of leading bankers here. 
The financial fraternity in New York 
would respond promptly, it was said, 
to any appeal, but the Japanese them- 
selves are amply able to deal with 
conditions. The general opinion here 
is that the new Cabinet in time will 
carry out the very ideas that caused 
the downfall of the old one. There is 
known to be agreement in Japan as to 
many of the financial measures that 


are necessary, but differences exist as 
to the methods to.be followed, and 
politics has entered the situation to an 
important extent. Action to be taken 
within the next year, it is believed 
here, will complete the process of ad- 
justment necessitated by the great in- 
dustrial expansion that took place in 
Japan during and after the war and 
the depression that followed it.

The day’s advance of points rep- 
resented a net increase of $50,025,000 
in the market valuation of the com- 
pany’s total issue of common stock, 
as there are 8,700,000 shares-of no par 
value outstanding. The number of 
shares was increased from 5,800,000 by 
the declaration of a 50 per cent. stock 
dividend last September. The stock 
has sold as low as 145% this year. At 
the closing price yesterday the total 
market valuation of the company’s 
stock was $417,600,000 greater than at 
the year’s low point. 

Yesterday’s buying movement was 
one of the most active in the Stock 
Exchange experience of General Mo- 
tors common. Orders to buy at the 
market poured in from all parts of 
the country, probably as a result of 
predictions that the directors have in 
mind declaring an extra cash divi- 
dend.

Reduction Here Discussed. 


The reduction from 5 to 4% per cent. 
in the Bank of England discount rate, 
announced yesterday, resulted imme- 
diately in widespread discussion of the 
possibility of a reduction in the 4 per 
cent. rate of the Federal Reserve Bank 
of New York. Wall Street was. busy 
talking the situation over throughout 
the business day. The directors of the 
Reserve the result of. whose 
weekly meetings is made known every 
Thursday about half an hour after the 
close of the stock market, announced 
that no change had been made in their 
rate. This was in line with the main 
body of predictions, though the pos- 
sible course of the New York rate wil! 
continue to be a live topic in Wall 
Street in coming weeks. 

The basis advanced by those who Br- 
lieve that the London Y dtion will be 
followed eventually by a cut in the 
New York rate is largely a matter of 
precedent, it having been recalled that 
almost invariably in the past New 
York. has followed a downward move- 
ment in the London rate. A thorough 
working understanding exists between 
New York and London, according to 
financial observers here. If it sHould 
be found that the lower rate in Lon- 
don resulted in the withdrawal of 
American balances from England in 
quantities large enough to prove a dis- 
turbing factor, the belief is that the 
rate here would be lowered to restore 
the old differential. Under present con- 
ditions it is not considered desirable 
for this country to draw gold from 
England, a situation that might de- 
velop if an undue strain were imposed 
on sterling exchange.

WASHINGTON, April 21.—The con- 
solida statement of the. condition 
of the éral Reserve banks on April 
20, made public by the Federal Re- 
serve Board, shows declines for .the 
week of $44,200,000 in bill and security 
holdings; $15,100,000 in member’ bank 
reserve deposits, and of $14,100,000 in 
Federal Reserve note circulation, and 
an increase of $12,300,000 in cash re- 
serves. Holdings of all classes of bills 
and securities declined du the 
week—discounted bills by $11,300,000, 
acceptances purchased in open market 
by $9,300,000 and Government securi- 
ties by $22,500,000. 

The Federal Reserve Bank of New 
York reports a reduction of $56,100,000 
in its discount holdings and Boston a 
decline of $2,800,000, while the Chicago 
bank shows an increase in discounts 
of $22,300,000, Atlanta an increase of 
$9,100,000, Richmond $6,800,000 and San 
Francisco $4,400,000. The New York 
Reserve Bank also reports a decline 
of $20,800,000 in open market accept- 
ance holdings, and the Minneapolis 
bank reports an increase of $4, 900,000 
in this item. 

The system's holding of Treasury 
notes were $4,800,000 above the preced- 
ing week’s total, while holdings of 
Treasury certificates and of United 
States bonds decreases $23,000,000 and 
$4,200,000 respectively. 

The principal changes in Federal 


Reserve note -circulation during the 
week comprise declines of $7,700,000 
and $5,500,00 respectively, reported by 
the Philadelphia and Cleveland Re- 
-serve banks; and an increase of 
$2,500,00 by Boston.

Executive Committee Appeals to 
Stockholders to’ Drop Him 
From Directorate. 


DEFENDS ROAD’S POLICIES 


Resents His Attacks Before I. C. C. 
and Asks for Proxies for 
Official Ticket. 


Indications of a brittle at the annual 
meeting on May 4 of stockholders of 
the St. Louis Soutihwestern Railway 
are contained\ in a letter sent by the 
road’s Executive Cammittee to share- 
holders asking them, not to sign their 
proxies to Walter E. Meyer, who “‘has 
solicited stockholdery’ proxies to re- 
elect himself a member of the Board 
of Directors.” The letter contained 
also duplicate proxies, which, the com- 
mittee said, ‘‘will cower any case in 
which proxies may have been solicited. 
and given to any others than the reg- 
ular proxy committee.’’ 

When the Missouri-Kansas-Texas 
Railroad applied to the Interstate 
Commerce Commission for permission 
to acquire stock contpol of the St. 
Louis Southwestern, the committee. set 
forth, Mr. Meyer intervemed before. the 
commission, objecting to various ne- 
gotiations, such as the purchase by 
the Cotton Belt of 100,000 shares of 
Missouri-Kansas-Texas stack, the con- 
tract between the Southern Pacific 
and the Cotton Belt, and the Cotton 
Belt’s dividend policy. 


Official Ticket. 


The St. Louis Southwestern’s Execu- 
tive Committee asked the shareholders 
to promote the election of a Board of 
Directors comprising Frank M. Gould 
and F. W. Green, Vice Presidents of 
the road; E. Roland Harriman, a di- 
rector of the Union Pacific amd the 
Delaware & Hudson; Leonor F. Loree, 
President of the Delaware & Hudson; 
Charles ac ber 7 of Hayden, Stone & 
Co.; Carl F. G. Meyer of St. Louis, 
Winslow 8S. “Pierce, Chairman of the 
board of the St. Louis Southwestern; 
Paul Rosenberg of Ladenburg, Thal- 
mann & Co., and Daniel Upthegrove, 
President of the St. Louis South- 
western. 

Referring to a Ietter and circular 
sent by Mr. Meyer to stockholders on 
April 14, soliciting their proxies, the 
committee’s letter said in part: 

“Since Mr. Meyer’s election to the 
board at the last annual meeting, his 
opposition to important corporate poli- 
cies has been persistent and he has 
not hesitated before public authority 
and through circulation of printed 
matter not only to oppose measures 
unanimously approved by all other 
members of the board but most of- 
fensively to question the good faith 
and independence of all his associates 
on the board. 

“The company cannot permit the 
statements now repeated by Mr. Meyer 
in his printed communications to stock- 
holders to go uncontradicted and wn- 
rebuked. The efforts of the board are 
to assure the continued prosperity of 
the Cotton Belt property, and there 
never has been, either in fact or at- 
tempt, any influence or dictation of 
the character so recklessly charged 


Others Harmonious. 


“Apart from Mr. Meyer, the board 
does not believe that a dissentient in- 
terest exists among the stockholders 
of the company. On the contrary, it 
believes that the stockholders are sat- 
isfied with the successful record of the 
company through vicissitudes so try- 
ing to its neighbors. It believes that 
they approve the past and present poli- 
cies of the company, and that, as an 
unusually united body, they desire to 
support the management in its solu- 
tion of the problems which now con- 
front it. 

“In this conviction the Executive 
Committee, exercising the power of the 
board, does not hesitate to uest 
stockholders to refrain from giving 
their proxies to Mr. Meyer and to 
advise that proxies be sent to the 
regular proxy committee, consisting of 
Edwin Gould, President Upthegrove 
and Paul Rosenthal.” 

A copy of the reply brief filed by 
counsel for the Cotton Belt in recent

Opposition of Van Sweringens 


to Proposed Distribution 
of Stock Reported. 


Prospects of a controversy over the 
recent announcement by the directors 
of the Pére Marquette Railway of a 20 
per cent. stock dividend on the com- 
mon stock of the road looms, accord- 
ing to informal reports in Wall Street 
yesterday that the Van Sweringen 
brothers are distinctly opposed to such 
a declaration. The dividend will have 
to be ratified by the stockholders of 
the Pére Marquette, who will meet in 
annual session on May 18, and the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission also 
will have to act upon it. 

Before. these ratifications can be 
given, however, the general opinion in

He Declares Business Standards 


Cannot Be Enforced by 
Legislation. 


United States Attorney Charles H. 
Tuttle, addressing the:New York Credit 
Men’s Association at its annual dinner 
in the Hotel Astor last night, said 
that ethical business standards could 
not be enforced by legislation. He 
said that close cooperation among busi- 
neg agencies, the press and the prose- 
cuting authorities was necessary to 
“clear our commercial structure of 
vermin.”’ 

Mr. Tuttle announced that he in- 
tended to organize, within the Crimes 
Division of his office, ‘‘a Bureau of 
Commercial Frauds to be conducted by 
men who have acquired this specialized 
knowledge (of law and business) and 
who will constitute a body of experts 
in the prosecution of this class of 
cases.’’ 

“It is further my plan,” continued 
Mr. Tuttle, “to advance commercial 
fraud cases in the arrangement of our 
criminal calendar. Swiftness in prose- 
cution is the chief element in making 
law self-enforcing. It tends to mini- 
mize infractions, to reduce congestion 


in the courts and to prevent the smoke 
screens which follow in the train of 
delay. With the cooperation of the 
Judges, I hope to be able to initiate 
the plan of having at least two crimi- 
nal terms operating during the Sum- 
mer months. 

“Trade cannot be kept clean by law. 
On the contrary, the too frequent ap- 
peal for new legislation may weaken 
the self-governing capacity of business 
and thus lower, instead of elevate, its 
standards. Laws may reflect but 
they cannot supplant the conscience 
of business. 

“The business community could en- 
gage in no more gainful occupation 
than, by every organized means in its 
power, constantly to educate its own 
members and the public to the point 
of view that right and service not only 
constitute sound economy, but mini- 
mize the need for the wasteful and 
clumsy functions of artificial authority. 

“I commend to your consideration 
the help which you can readily obtain 
from the public press. Fraudulent 
practices cannot survive the search- 
light of publicity. American journal- 
ism not only deals in news, but is ar- 
dently devoted to the protection of the 
public and the eradication of public

WRANGEL’S MOVEMENTS 

MYSTIFY THE BALKANS

BUDAPEST, April 21, — General 
Wrangel, the Russian anti-Bolshevist 


chieftain, once more has become the 
centre of interest in the Balkans. This 
time interest is largely curiosity in his 
future plans, for the indications are 
that he is about to start something 
somewhere. 

General Wrangel, who only a few 
months ago reported that he was heav- 
ily in debt, without support of men or 
money, suddenly crossed Hungary in 
a private railroad car accompanied by 
a full staff, and left here for Belgrade, 
where he has lived for the last few 
years with remnants of his defeated 
exiled army. No member of the party 
would make a statement of their plans 
and the General himself was unap- 
proachable through the heavy guard 
continually surrounding him: 

Since his escape from Odessa in 1920, 
the General’s name has been connected 
with many anti-Soviet movements and 
other military adventures, but for the 
most part he has lived quietly in Bel- 
grade among several hundred follow- 
ers, none of whom seemed to have 
much money or ambition. So far as 
known, Wrangel has never mixed with 
royal Russian exiles, but has kept in 
touch with his former officers. Suit 
was brought against him some time 
ago for £100,000 said to have been 
loaned to him by a group of bankers, 
but the case has not yet been tried. 

The General’s private car arrived at 
Budapest last night and was un- 
coupled from a train from Trieste. It 
was completely surrounded by Hun- 
garian police, who refused to permit 
any one to leave the car on the tech- 
nical ground that members of the 
party only possessed transit visas. 
Neither was anybody allowed to board 
the car, though it remained in the 
station overnight. This morning it 
was attached to the express for Bel- 
grade without a score of newspaper 
men gathered at the station being able 
to discover what the General was 
about. 

It is reported by the newspapers here 
that the General conferred with sev- 
eral high Italian officers recently and 
that he is about to recruit a battalion 
of White Russians for service in China,

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 21.— 
Sefior Don Miguel Cruchaga Tocornal, 
Chilean Ambassador to the United 
States, has sent his resignation to the 
new Government of General Ibafiez at 
Santiago, under conditions which are 
believed in diplomatic circles here to 
point to differences over the Tacna- 
Arica policy of the Chilean dictator. 

The reason given for the resignation 
is that it was a routine step following 
the change of Administration in Feb- 
ruary, when General. Ibafiez came into 
power. 

In informed circles,, however, the 
resignation was regarded as closely 
associated with an: executive order is- 
sued by General Ibafiez directing the 
nationalization of the Province of Tac- 
na.

Retired Officer Sees Our Forces So 
Strong as to Avert Attacks— 
Would Abandon Navy Ratio. 


A further decrease in the professional 


army of the United States; an aban- Pp 
g| donment of the 5-5-3 ratio for a navy 


smaller than Great Britain’s and the 
“citizens’ army” 
modeled after that of Switzerland, so 
strong that no nation will dare attack 
us, are some of the policies advocated 
for this country by ave Gen. John 
McAuley Palmer, U. S. A., retired, in 
a 232-page book entitled “Statesman- 
ship of War,” a today by 
42| Doubleday, Page & Co. 

The st recommendation is that 
of creating a far more powerful ‘‘citi- 
zens’ army.’”” The author contemplates 
a force of one trained soldier for every 
230 persons in the country—but.a sol- 
dier withdrawn as little as possible 
from his peace-time occupations, and 
officered for the most part by non- 
professionals like himself. 

He would scrap the War Depart- 
ment’s present plan for nine skeleton 
divisions, in the regular army, capable 
of expansion in wartime, and retain 
only a force at constant war strength 
capable of manning the Canal Zone 
and Oahu, and enough professionals to 
retain the “‘citizens’ army’’ and perform 
the duties of staff and higher com- 
mand. 

The citizens’ army, well trained and 
equipped, with its naval and regular 
army auxiliaries, he maintains, would 
fulfill the réle for the army outlined 
by Washington—that of keeping the 
country in a “respectably defensive 
posture’—and would contribute to 
world limitation of armament by set- 
ting the example of a non-aggressive 
weapon. 

General Palmer’s recommendations 
are preceded by an introduction by 
Senator James W. Wadsworth Jr., 
calling attention to the General’s right 
to be considered an expert on the sub- 
ject on which he writes—national de- 
fense. General Palmer was Assistant 
Chief of Staff in the A. E. F. in the 
early period of the war until a break- 
down of health forced him to relinquish 
his duties. Later he commanded an 
infantry brigade in the Twenty-ninth 
Division in a critical action toward the 
close of the war, handling his com- 
mand with vigor.and skill. He was 
the adviser of the Senate and House 
Committees on Military Affairs which 
drew up the National Defense act of 
1920, and Senator Wadsworth declares 
the General — a leading part in 
drafting it. 


TARDIEU WRITES HIS VIEWS. 


French and Americans Do Not Un- 
derstand Each Other, He Says. 


Believing that ‘“‘France and America 
can neither understand nor appreciate 
one another until they are told frank- 
ly what separates them and are guided 
toward reasoned cooperation,” André 
Tardieu, Minister of Public Works, 
Minister of Merchant Marine and 
Minister of the Devastated Regions, in 
the French Cabinet, has written upon 
the subject in a book to be issued 
simultaneously ‘today, in Paris and 
New York. It is called ‘‘France and 
America.”” The French title is ‘‘De- 
vant l’Obstacle.”” The American pub- 
lishers are the Houghton Mifflin Com- 
pany. 

“I am aware,” Tardieu wrote, ‘that 
both Frenchmen and Americans have 
been taught for 150 years that they 
were born to understand one another; 
and I see that they very often do not. 


The fact is that conditions in France 
and the United States are not only 
dissimilar but opposite; their past 
makes understanding not easy but dif- 
ficult; geographically, historically, po- 
litically, nationally, socially and in- 
tellectually, contrasts are ‘more fre- 
quent than similarities. 

“It is certain that, however great 
the potentiality of friendship between 
France and the United States, the dif- 
ficulty of collaboration is equally 
great. Whoever says to the contrary 
misleads our people and paves the way 
toward misunderstanding.”
